Copy of a DESPATCH from Governor Sir C. A. FitzRoy to Earl Grey. 

Government House, Sydney, December SI, 1850. 

(Received April 22, 1851.) 

My Lord, (Answered, No. 118, September 18, 1851, p. 36.) 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s 
despatch, No. 100,* dated 4th August 1S50, stating, for the reasons therein 
mentioned, that your Lordship had determined materially to diminish the rate 
of expenditure for immigration to this colony proposed in my despatch, 
No. 2l9,t of the 29th October 1849 ; but that, being unwilling to stop entirely 
the supply of labour, your Lordship had directed the Commissioners to send 
out one ship a month alternately to the district of Sydney and of Port Philip, 
and that this arrangement was to be continued after the two Governments shall 
be divided. Mr. Merivale, in his letter to the Lords Commissioners of the 
Treasury of 8th June 1850, which forms the enclosure to your Lordship’s 
despatch, has estimated the cost of this immigration at 36,000/. ; and he observes, 
by your Lordship’s desire, that the immigration can at any time be accelerated 
if the advices from the colony should justify it. 

2. It appears from information derived from the immigration agent that, up 
to this date, there have arrived in the colony, since the resumption of immigra- 
tion in 1848, 121 ships ; and reckoning the cost of each ship at 3,100/., which 
is now a high average, the total expense for this service may be estimated to 
amount to 375,100/. This estimate corresponds with that contained in the 
Commissioners report of the 17th November 1849, t which is based upon the 



actual expenditure and liabilities up to that date. 

To meet this expenditure, it appears that remittances have been 
made to the Commissioners, up to the present time, to the extent of ^360,000 
To this must be added the amount estimated to have been received 
from contributions made by emigrants, say - 50,000 

And also the proportion of the parliamentary grant applicable to 
New South "Wales for free immigration, in consideration of the 
convicts sent here - - 23,850 

Total - - ^433,850 

Deducting from this the expenditure as above estimated - - 375,100 

there remains a balance of - - ^58,750 



still applicable to defray the expense of immigration to this colony, being 
22,750/. in excess of the sum (36,000/.) to which your Lordship has directed 
the future immigration to be restricted. 

3. Having, as your Lordship will perceive, punctually made the remittances 
at the rate of 12,000/. a month, promised in my despatch of the 29th October 
1849, No. 219, and anticipating no difficulty in effecting the further remittances

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of 40,000/., necessary to complete the sum of 100,000/., which I stated my 
intention to remit for this service for the year 1S50, (making in all 400,000/. 
since the resumption of immigration in 1S48,) I have received with considerable 
regret the intimation of your Lordship’s determination to restrict the further 
immigration to the sum of 36,000/., inasmuch as there is an increasing demand 
for labour, and a consequent tendency of wages to rise in every part of the 
colony, and in the principal branches of colonial industry. In consequence 
of this communication, I have had considerable difficulty in determining the 
course which I ought to pursue, as regards any further remittances ; but, avail- 
ing myself of the intimation conveyed in Mr. Merivale’s letter to the Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury above referred to, of the intention to accelerate the 
immigration to the colony, should the advices from it justify such a course, 
I have thought that I should best enable your Lordship to fulfil your desire to 
continue immigration to the greatest extent consistent with a prudent adminis- 
tration of the funds applicable to the purpose, and the very urgent demand for 
labour which still exists here, if I completed the remittances to the amount of 
100,000/., which were promised in my despatch above referred to, and of which 
the following still remain to be made, viz. :

The receipts on account of the territorial revenue raised in the Port Phillip 
district will afford ample means out of which to supply the sums to be remitted 
for that district, and I shall therefore have no occasion to increase the debt 
secured on that revenue, which amounts only to 25,000/. In my despatch 
of the 26th October 1850, No. 195,* I transmitted an estimate prepared by the 
Auditor-General, showing that out of the territorial revenues of the Sydney 
district in 1851 there would be a sum of about 44,000/. available for remittance 
to England for immigration purposes, and I stated that out of this would be 
taken the 20,000/. to be remitted in 1851, to make up the 100,000/. above 
referred to. As, however, a very large proportion of the revenue of this 
district consists of the rents of runs which are not payable before the month 
of July, I shall probably not have sufficient funds in hand for the remittances 
during the months in which they are to be made, and in such case I shall con- 
sider it most expedient to raise the sum which I may require by the sale of 
debentures, such as I have already issued. Assuming that I may have occasion 
to borrow 10,000/. for this object, the immigration debt of the Sydney district will 
then amount to 117,500/. ; and of the sum estimated by the Auditor-General as 
likely to be available for remittance to England out of the revenue of 1851 
there will remain an unappropriated balance of 34,000/., after providing for all 
the ordinary expenses chargeable thereon. 

4. In my despatch of the 26th October last, above referred to, I briefly 
adverted to the facility with which I had obtained the loans which 1 required on 
the security of the territorial revenue, and the public benefit which, under such 
circumstances, I considered that these loans to the Government for immigration 
occasioned. As, however, your Lordship appears to have some doubt as to the 
expediency of increasing a debt secured on the territorial revenue alone, I may 
be permitted to notice the subject again somewhat more in detail. The sums 
which have been borrowed have been advanced by the individuals and institu- 
tions concerned upon the express condition that no part of the amount would 
be repayable to them, at their own option, until after the expiration of five 
years from the date of their payments into the Treasury ; and from the high 
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estimate in which these securities are held in the colon}', as indicated by the 
premium offered, notwithstanding the comparatively 'low rate of interest 
payable upon them in reference to that which prevails in the colony generally, 
there can be no reason whatever to suppose but that the holders will be "lad to 
retain them for an indefinite period. The great bulk of the amount in these 
securities is, moreover, held by the Savings Bank of New South Wales, and 
there can be no doubt whatever that, as regards the interests of that very useful 
institution, the longer the period the trustees are enabled to avail themselves of 
such an investment, the more beneficial will it be for the depositors. Your 
Lordship will thus perceive that in a further moderate extension of this system 
of credit for so important a purpose as the supply of labour there can be no 
risk whatever of embarrassment to the local Government. It is in the nature 
of every sum expended for this purpose, not only to increase the security oil 
which the debt is founded, but materially to add to the funds applicable to its 
ultimate extinction. The general advancement of the colony is also most 
essentially promoted by the introduction of an useful class of labourers; and the 
general revenue, no less than the territorial, participates largely in the increase 
which is certain to follow in the wake of the facilities afforded by cheap labour 
for the improvement and development of the resources of the colony. 

5. In order to show your Lordship more clearly the demand which exists in 
the colony for the purchase of land and immigration debentures, I have caused 
a statement to be prepared by the Auditor-General, of which I have the honour 
to enclose a copy herewith, showing the several sums for which public tenders x 
were called, the amount offered on each occasion, and the average premium at 
which the tenders were accepted. From this statement it appears that the 
total sum advertised for was 130,000/., and that the aggregate amount of 
tenders received was 217,700/., and the average rate of premium on the whole 
amount accepted was 1/. IS.?. 9 d. per cent., whilst the rate of interest payable 
thereon is a fraction under five per cent., which is lower by at least three per 
cent, than the interest obtained in the colony for money lent on mortgage, and 
two per cent, than the discount on commercial bills having more than three 
months to run. I may repeat, my Lord, as already explained in my despatch of 
the 26th October* last, that in this community, where no other public securities 
can be obtained, this mode of investment is found both most convenient and 
appropriate for trust funds and other funds of a like nature, and also for the 
floating balances of insurance companies and banking establishments, where 
perfect security of investment, and a ready convertibility into cash when 
required, are the objects desired, rather than a high rate of interest. There 
will necessarily, therefore, be at all times a considerable demand for the land and 
immigration debentures, which the Government may have occasion to offer for 
sale. There is another point which I would desire again to bring under your 
Lordship’s notice, and which it appears to me justifies the raising of a loan, 
more particularly at the present time, in order to meet the pressing demands for 
labour which now exists. The charges consequent on the measures requisite 
to enable the Government to issue the leases of runs beyond the settled 
districts are necessarily very heavy at present ; and the amount, therefore, of 
the territorial revenue applicable to immigration is thereby considerably 
curtailed. These charges, however, are only of a temporary nature, and any 
anticipation of the land fund which it may be considered expedient to make 
will be met by the increased amount which will remain at its credit when these 
extraordinary charges are no longer required to be borne upon it. 

6. In my despatch, No. 195,* of the 26th October 1S50, to which I have 
before referred, I stated that on the completion of the remittance of the 100,000/. 
promised in my despatch of 29th October lS49,t it was my intention to remit 
during the following twelve months, at the rate of 4,000/. monthly, on account 
of the Sydney district, and an equal amount on account of the Port Phillip 
district, for the further continuance of immigration. I communicated a copy 
of this despatch to the Superintendent of Port Phillip, in order that he might 
offer an opinion on the measures proposed in reference to that district. I now 
enclose a copy of his answer, from which it will be perceived that he considers 
the arrangement unobjectionable. With respect to Mr. La Trobe’s observations 
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on the operation of the immigration deposit regulations, I beg to state that I 
obtained the report of the immigration agent upon the subject, of which I 
_ now enclose a copy. I entirely concur in the view taken of it by that officer, 
and have desired a communication to that effect to be made to Mr. La Trobe! 
It may be necessary here to explain that the immigration which will be effected 
by the means placed at the disposal of the Government by the operation of the 
regulations in question will be wholly independent of the ordinary immigration 
conducted under the direction of the Commissioners ; and that, in order to 
keep the funds entirely separate from those that will be remitted to them for 
that purpose, separate remittances will be periodically made to them of the 
sums received by way of immigration deposits, as the parties concerned make 
the nomination of the emigrants they desire to introduce. Should they fail to 
do so within the prescribed period, the amount they have deposited will of 
course merge into the general fund for immigration. The deposits in the Port 
Phillip district on this account having been very large, the amount of immigra- 
tion will thus be materially increased ; but there is no reason on this ground to 
check that general immigration for which I have proposed to make provision 
having reference to the demand for labour in the district, and the probable 
productiveness of the territorial revenue collected therein. ' 

7- I have now to communicate to your Lordship die decision at which I have 
arrived m respect to any further remittances when those promised in mv 
despatch of 29th October 1849 have been completed. In consequence of the 
objection raised by your Lordship in your despatcli now under reply, I should 
i ol u”A Se , l ! bert }' t0 can 7 out tlle intention expressed in my despatch of 
the 20 th October last; but I nevertheless propose to retain in the Treasury the 
sums which ipay accumulate to the credit of the territorial revenue after 
defraying all the ordinary charges thereon, in order that, if your Lordship see 
ht, they may be remitted for continuing immigration upon the scale therein 
proposed, botli to the Sydney and Port Phillip districts, and I will accordingly 
make a communication to this effect to Mr. La Trobe. ° 

8. I am so strongly impressed with the injurious consequences which would 
arise, both as regards the general interests of the community and the moral 
condition of the labouring population, if immigration were allowed even for a 
short period entirely to cease, or were it limited to one ship in every two 
months to each district, that I sincerely trust that the same confidence in the 
resources of the colony, and the punctuality of the Local Government in its 
remittances for this purposes, which induced the Lords Commissioners of the 
-treasury with so much liberality to advance funds for the service to so large an 
extent on previous occasions, will again lead them to render any assistance 
SS J necessary to carry out the views which may be adopted by your 
:_ 1 ? fo . 1 . the further continuance of immigration upon the receipt of this 
ommumcation, intimating that my remittances will be limited to the 100,0001. 
promised m my despatch of 29th October 1849.

Sir, Melbourne, November 21, 1850. 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 12th instant, 
No. 50 /'7S7, transmitting copy of a despatch which had been addressed by his Excellency 
to the Right Honourable the Secretary of State for the Colonies, on the subject of the 
further remittances proposed to he made on account of immigration to the colony of New 
South Wales. 

2. I am informed that his Excellency, besides completing the remittance of 100,000/., 
promised in the Governor’s despatch of the 29th October 184-9, by equal payments from the 
revenues of both districts, at the rate of 12,000/. monthly, proposes to remit on account of 
the Port Philip District, so long as it remains under his government, a sum of 4,000/. 
a month for immigration purposes, and has felt himself justified in pledging the future 
government of this district, on its erection into a separate colony, to a continuance of those 
remittances during the year 1851. 

3. His Excellency also directs you to apprize me that this communication is made to me 
in order that, when separation takes place, I may be aware of the remittances to be made to 
England for immigration, out of the territorial revenue of Port Phillip, which it is assumed 
will be sufficient to meet them; and also that, in the event of my desiring any alteration to be 
made in the proposed arrangement as respects this district, a further communication may, 
on the receipt of my reply, he addressed to Earl Grey accordingly. 

4. 1 may be allowed to state in reply, that as far as the information given by your letter 
enables me to form a judgment, the arrangement which his Excellency has seen proper to 
make for the continuation of the stream of immigration to this portion of the colony, up to 
the close of 1851, would appear to be unquestionable, and 1 do not apprehend that the 
future government of the new colony, when separated from New South Wales, will take 
any other view of the subject. 

5. But I must be allowed to point out, that as no allusion whatever is made in your letter 
to the subject of land and immigration deposits, I am not in a position to judge what may 
be the steps taken to obviate the difficulty and confusion which it appears to me must arise 
unless the Home Government may have been made fully aware of the peculiar stipulations 
under which the large sums received into the sub-treasury of this district, under the regula- 
tions of the 22d December 1848 and 20th March 1850, and carried to account of the terri- 
torial revenue, have been received, and must he considered to govern their application when 
remitted home for the purposes of immigration in the hands of Her Majesty’s Com- 
missioners. 

6. Information contained in previous letters addressed to you on the subject of the 
operation of these regulations in this district, and with reference to the very large amount 
paid into the sub-treasury under the head of “ Land and Immigration Deposits,” and after- 
wards employed in payment of land purchased at the periodical sales, will show the extent 
to which the Government is pledged to bring out immigrants selected by individuals. 
It is clear that the same funds cannot thus be employed and be considered available for 
Government immigration as usually conducted through the Commissioners. 

The difficulty seems to me to be, that remittances made home, consisting wholly or in 
part, as from the circumstances they must, of funds accruing from payments under the 
above regulations, cannot be unhesitatingly and readily employed by the Commissioners in 
keeping up a regular stream of immigration, inasmuch as within the period allowed for the 
nomination of immigrants by the holders of the land and immigration deposit receipts 
they must keep the requisite funds in hand, and be themselves in readiness to fulfil the 
stipulation which has been made in favour of the holders of such receipts should fulfilment 
be demanded. 

7. I take this opportunity of further remarking that there would appear to be another 
disadvantage attendant upon the operations of the regulations of the 22d December 1848. 
Any given sum which may be placed at the disposal of the Commissioners for the purposes 
of immigration, unfettered by such stipulation as that which they contain in favour of xhe 
holders of the deposit receipts respecting the nomination of immigrants, will doubtless go 
much fuither than the 80 per cent, of any land and immigration deposits which they may 
be empowered to apply to the same end. 

In the one case the money may be judiciously employed in sending out a proportion of 
assisted immigrants greatly to the advantage of the colony ; in the other, the Commissioners 
will be called upon to pay the full passage for any individual presented by the authorized 
party, who may be held to come within the terms of the general regulations; the advantages 
resulting from any private agreement with such emigrants as to the terms under which they 
shall be sent out to the colony remaining with the holder of the land and immigration 
deposit receipts. I am well assured that in most instances in which the Commissioners may 
be called upon to pass and send out emigrants selected by private individuals under these 
regulations considerable profit will be realized, and that it is in the hope and intention of 
making profit in this way that the public, in proceeding to purchase lands at recent land 
sales have been induced by certain individuals, between the day of deposit and the day of 
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final payment, to pay in their money under the regulations in question, and obtain the NEW SOUTH 
privileges held out by them. WALES. 

8. In a multitude of instances it is notorious that a considerable premium has been given 
subsequently to obtain from the holder of the deposit receipt the right of selecting the 
immigrants which he is empowered to get sent out under it, and this would never be done 
without some ulterior prospect of profit being secured such as I have adverted to.

The Agent for Immigration to Colonial Secretary, submitting Observations on 
Mr. La Trobe’s Representation respecting the operation of the Immigration 
Deposit Regulations in his District. 



No. 50/051. Immigration Office, Sj'dney, 

Sir, December 23, 1850. 

I do myself the honour to return to you herewith Mr. La Trobe’s letter of the 21st 
ultimo, which was referred tome under your blank cover of the 2d instant, for any observa- 
tions which I may desire to offer in reference to Mr. La Trobe’s representations respecting 
the operation of the immigration deposit regulations in his district. 

5. Mr. La Trobe appears apprehensive that the transmission to England of the large 
sums of money which have been deposited in the Sub-Treasury at Melbourne under 
the land and immigration deposit regulations will be attended with difficulty and 
confusion, as regards the conduct of future emigration hither by the Commissioners, unless 
the home Government are made aware of the conditions under which these deposits have 
been received. As, however, the remittances of the moneys deposited will be made quite 
distinctly from those sent for the purposes of the emigration to be conducted under 
the exclusive control of the Commissioners, no such confusion as is apprehended will arise, 
and the Commissioners will of course be aware that the funds will fall under their control, 




if the depositors do not avail themselves of them, in accordance with the regulations. 

3. As another disadvantage attendant upon the deposit regulations Mr. La Trobe remarks 
that “ any given sum which may be placed at the disposal of the Commissioners for the 
“ purposes of immigration, unfettered by such stipulation as that which they contain in 
« favour of the holders of the deposit receipts respecting the nomination of immigrants, 
“ will doubtless go much further than the eighty per cent, of any land and immigration 
“ deposits which they may be empowered to apply to the same end;” and that whilst “ in 
“ the one case the money may be judiciously employed in sending out a proportion of 
“ assisted immigrants, greatly to the advantage of the colony, in the other, the Commis- 
“ sioners will be called upon to pay the full passage for any individual presented by the 
,{ authorized party, who may be held to come within the terms of the general regulations ; 
« the advantages resulting from any private agreement with such emigrants, as to the terms 
« under which they shall be sent out to the colony, remaining with the holder of the land 
« and immigration deposit receipt.” This objection is, prim a facie, a forcible one, but on 
consideration it will be perceived that the loss (if any) will be very slight, and such as 
may be compensated by the additional security which the depositors personal interest will 
afford that the labourers selected will be suited to colonial purposes. 

4>. No persons can be nominated by depositors but such as under Class I. of the Com- 
missioners Regulations would be accepted on a payment of one pound towards the passage, 
in addition to the one pound required for the bedding and mess utensils which are supplied 
by the Commissioners; on the other hand, there will,; doubtless be a considerable saving in 
the selecting agent’s fees. Should, however, any further revision of the regulations become 
necessary, it might be held desirable to provide out of the deposits so much only of the 
passage money as would be paid out of the public funds if the emigrants were selected by 
the Commissioners, and to require the emigrants named, or the depositors on their behallj 
to give the usual rate of contribution for persons of their class. 

5. Mr. La Trobe further states that “ he is well assured that in most instances in which 
,c the Commissioners may be called upon to pass and send out emigrants selected by private 
“ individuals under these regulations considerable profit will be realized, and that it is in 
« the hope and intention of making profit in that way that the public, in proceeding to pur- 
« chase lands at recent land sales, have been induced by certain individuals, between the 
« day of deposit and the day of final payment, to pay in their money under the regulations 
“ in question, and obtain the privileges held out by' them.” 

6. In respect to this objection, I do not see that, with the exception of the contribution 
above referred to, the public will lose by the arrangement in a pecuniary point of view, whilst 
it may gain much in the character of the emigrants who will be brought out under the system. 
In most cases the depositors, as employers, will have a strong personal interest in the selection 
of useful emigrants, and by calling into action the influence of their connexions in the 
mother country over the peasantry in their neighbourhood, will be likely to obtain many 
valuable servants, who would not voluntarily present themselves to the public agents ot the 
Commissioners, or be disposed to emigrate, but for the definite prospect of being provided 
for by a colonist known to them either personally or by his friends. If the servauts named 
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by the depositors be not eligible, they will not be passed by the Commissioners, and the 
application of the money deposited will then devolve on the Government Board. 

7. The system, therefore, appears to afford the most ample security against the selection 
of unsuitable emigrants, whilst it brings to the aid of the public board, in whom the respon- 
sibility of administering the emigration fund is vested, the private interests of the persons 
who require the servants, and the private influence of their friends, to whom the selection will 
be intrusted.

Copy of a DESPATCH from Governor Sir C. A. FitzRoy to Earl Grey. 

Government House, Sydney, December 31, 1830. 

(Received April 22, 1851.) 

MY Lord, (Answered, No. 57, May 27, 1851, p. 27.) 

At the request of the Legislative Council I have the honour to forward 
an Address from that body to Her Majesty, setting forth the amount expended 
upon immigration since the year 1836 from the Land Fund, and the debt 
incurred upon it for the same purpose; the advantages which have been 
derived from this outlay to the mother-country ; and concludes by statimr that 
it is no part of the duty of the colonists to pay for the importation of emigrants 
nor to receive criminals; and that the same principles of sound policy which

My Lord, (Answered No. 10, January 30, 1852, page 43.) 

In my despatch No. 238,* of the 31st December 1850, paragraph 7, 
I informed your Lordship that after completing the remittance for immigration 
promised in my despatch No. 219, f of 29th October 1849, I proposed to retain 
in the colonial treasury the sums which might accumulate to the credit of the 
territorial revenue after defraying all the ordinary charges thereon, in order that 
if your Lordship should see fit they might be remitted for continuing immigration 
upon the scale recommended in my despatch No. 195J of the 26th October 1850. 
I now deem it my duty to inform your Lordship that circumstances have arisen, 
since my despatch of the 31st December last was written, which have so 
materially altered the prospects of a supply of labour to this colony, that it 
appears to me no longer expedient that on the funds which have already been 
remitted for this service being exhausted, any further immigration should be 
continued to New South Wales at the expense of the Colonial Treasury. There 
can be but little doubt that in consequence of the gold discovery a very large 
immigration, not only from the neighbouring colonies but from distant countries, 
may be expected in the ensuing year, and probably to as great an extent as will 
be required for every kind of industrial pursuit. Already a considerable num- 
ber of persons have arrived from Van Diemen’s Land and Victoria ; and, as soon 
as the spring sets in, the influx of population from those colonies as well as 
from South Australia is expected to be very great. Although attracted to 
these shores by the gold discovery, many of the persons who may arrive will 
find themselves incapable, from physical constitution, to undergo the hardships 
and severe labour necessary to ensure success in gold digging, and will naturally 
look to the ordinary industrial pursuits of the colony for employment. If, as may 
perhaps be apprehended, a greater number arrive than are able to obtain work at 
a fair remuneration for their labour, the result will necessarily be, that not only 
will great distress arise amongst themselves, but amongst the labouring classes 
generally, which can only be relieved at much expense to the Government. It 
appears to me very expedient, therefore, that instead of spending the territorial 
revenue in adding possibly to this inconvenience and embarrassment, it should 
be. allowed to accumulate in the Treasury, and be there ready to meet any 
emergency which may arise from a too rapid influx of population. 

2. Although I have stated that I do not consider it expedient that immigra- 
tion should be continued at the colonial expense, — that is, of the general character 
hitherto introduced, — I am nevertheless of opinion that it is not improbable 
that the voluntary immigration to which I have referred may be composed so 
largely of males that it may be necessary that measures should be adopted to 
introduce at the colonial expense a sufficient number of females to counter- 
balance the preponderance which would otherwise arise in the number of the 
male population of the colony. The Land and Emigration Commissioners “will 
be possessed of the requisite information to enable them to judge whether, in 
the voluntary emigration from the United Kingdom, any great disparity of the 
sexes should occur ; and, in that case, it will be for your Lordship to consider 
whether it may not be expedient to direct that a few shiploads of female 
emigrants should be immediately sent out 

3. I beg leave to explain that the above observations refer exclusively to 
New South Wales. Since the separation of Victoria from this colony on the 
1st instant, the administration of that settlement has of course devolved on 
Lieutenant Governor La Trobe, who will no doubt make known his views m 
respect to immigration to your Lordship direct.

gration of parties can be detected, and the conditions of their engagements 
enforced. . ° ° 

3. Having regard to the existing circumstances of the colony, it appears to 

me that the course now followed is sufficient to meet the case without the 
introduction of any legislative enactment in aid of it, as proposed by the

I do myself the honour to return herewith the despatch from the Secretary of State 
of the 5th September 1850, No. 123, respecting the engagement to be entered into by 
assisted emigrants to this colony to repay a proportion of the passage money should they 
leave the colony within four years from the time of their arrival. 

2. The documents containing the engagements in the form settled by the Commissioners 
have accompanied the immigrants by the last two vessels ; but the perusal of them, and 
the consideration which I have bestowed on the subject, have not suggested to me any 
further provisions than those proposed by the Commissioners for rendering the obligation 
effective. 

3. As respects the mode of enforcing the fulfilment of it, I may mention that all persons 
of the working class who apply for clearances to leave the colony are ordinarily required 
by the Water Police Magistrate to produce a memorandum from this office ot the ship by 
which they arrived, and in this manner the knowledge has been obtained of the immigrants 
introduced at the public expense who have gone to California. This practice, as a pre- 
cautionary measure to prevent the escape of persons under sentence of the law, can, 1 
presume, be continued ; but the object in view would be more completely effected if a 
power were expressly given to the Water Police Magistrate, or other clearing officer, to 
require the information necessary to satisfy him as to the time when all applicants for 
clearances came to the colony, and as to the ships by which all who have not been resident 
for a period of four years arrived, and to withhold clearances from those who may prove 
to be under obligation to refund a portion of their passage money previously to their 
departure. In this manner few cases would occur in which persons leaving the principal 
ports could evade the stipulated payment. Any attempt to enforce the payment from 
persons passing overland from this to another colony would of course be futile. 

4. As an opportunity of legislating on the subject will not have been afforded during 
the continuance of the connexion of the Port Phillip district with this part of the colony 
I Ly sugge” that a copy of the bill prepared by the law officers here should be forwarded 
to Mr. La Trobe.

I have referred these despatches to the Colonial and Land Emigration Com- 
missioners, and the enclosed is a copy of their reply, from which you will learn 
the measures which they have taken for preventing intercourse between the 
crew and the emigrants.

warned of the liability which they incurred by the occurrence of any intercourse between the 
female emigrants and the ship’s crew, and should be recommended to proride against such 
intercourse by the insertion, if practicable, of a condition in the ship’s articles, we bet to 
state that, after consulting various shipowners on the subject, we have decided’ to append 
to ail our acceptances of shipping a special reference to the clause of our charter-party pro- 
hibiting all intercourse between the crew and the emigrants, with a recommendation that a 
clause should be inserted in the ship’s articles making any offence of this nature punishable 
by a mulct of wages. We did not conceive it desirable to interfere beyond this in the 
private arrangements between owners of ships and their seamen. 

2. We have also made various endeavours to And a person qualffied and willing to act as 
schoolmaster for successive voyages, in pursuance of the suggestion of Mr Merewether 
forwarded to us in your letter of the 25th of January last. As yet, however, we have not 
been able to procure such a person, and we should fear it would be difficult to do so without 
a greater expense than would be warranted.

On a ship containing two hundred persons, the gratuities would accordingly be 100/., 

120/., 140/., and 160/. ; against which are to be set the expenses of the surgeon’s stay in the 
colony, of his passage home, and of his residence in England while waiting for a fresh 
appointment. The result is stated as follows, before a select committee of the Legislative P.P. June 1S50, 
Council of New South Wales, by Mr. Merewether, who evidently considers the payment by command, 
as inadequate. “There is no allowance for a passage home, for which surgeons have Committee on 
« frequently to pay from 40/. to 60/. The result in many cases is, that the surgeon does not 'gtionilS 

« clear more than 20/. or 30/., for services which, besides their arduous nature, take up his 
« time for nearly twelve months.” 

2. Another consequence which is noticed by the emigration agent at Port Phillip is, that 
the surgeon is sometimes induced to overlook misconduct on the part of the master, by the 
prospect of receiving a cheap passage home; and Dr. Patterson suggests that an allowance by 
the Commissioners of a certain sum as return passage money would tend to mitigate this 
evil, besides inducing respectable medical men to enter the service. 

3. Hitherto we have not thought it necessary to act on these suggestions, because the 
small amount of funds at our command furnished a strong reason for economy, while the 
number of ships despatched was so small that we found no difficulty in supplying them with 
surgeons of tried character. But since the emigration to New South Wales has again in- 
creased, we should anticipate, and indeed are beginning to experience, a recurrence of the 
difficulty which we experienced in 1847-8 in supplying our ships with trustworthy surgeons; 
to meet which we should be very desirous of increasing the rate of remuneration. It will be 
seen from what we have said, that the inadequacy of the present remuneration arises entirely 
from the cost of the back passage, and the time occupied in it, and affords no ground of 
complaint in the case of surgeons who remain in Australia. For this, and for the reason 
suggested by Dr. Patterson, it appears to us that the best mode of increasing the remunera- 
would be that indicated by the colonial officers ; and we would request Lord Grey’s permis- 
sion, in our future engagements with surgeons, to promise them, in addition to the colonial 
erratuity, a further sum of 40/. as back passage money, if they shall return from the colony 
with the requisite certificates of good conduct, and shall make their claim at this office 
within nine months of the date at which their ship arrived m Australia.

1. It will be remembered that on the 29th of July 1847 Lord Grey addressed two 
despatches to the Governor of New South Wales, suggesting that means should be taken, 
nrst, tor enabling settlers to remit money in order to aid the emigration of their friends in 
England, a certain proportion of passage money being paid out of the emigration fund, and, 
next, to enable persons depositing small sums of money for the purchase of land to nomi- 
nate emigrants for free passages, subjtct to the approval of this board, and the payment of the 
usual deposits in England. r J 

2. By colonial regulations framed on the occasion of these despatches, it was provided that 
e remittance which should entitle the remitters’ nominee to a free passage in our ships 
S ' u 6 per * n the case of eligible, and 10/. in the case of ineligible emigrants, 

ana that persons depositing money for the purchase of land to any amount (so that it was 
m sums not less than 5/.) should be entitled (subject to the regulations of this board) to 
nomina en J'g 1 ^ nts to the extent of four fifths of the money deposited. Regulations of a 
very similar kind were framed in South Australia. 

In reporting on the New South Vi' ales regulations, we took occasion to point out, that as

purchasers in the colony the same right of nominating emigrants which is possessed by 
eposi ois ui .-Lngiand. lo this, as the selection of emigrants was always to be subject to 
revision m this office, we saw no sufficient reason for objecting, although anticipating that 
comparatively few persons would take advantage of the remittance regulations, while a similar

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right of nomination could be obtained on terms so much more advanageous by way of land 
deposit. 

4. The result appears likely to justify these anticipations. It will be seen by the annexed 
tables, that the remittances have been from Sydney 386/., while the land deposits during 
1849, of which alone we have information, were 2,550/. But in South Australia and Port 
Phillip the results have been far more striking. In South Australia the remittances have 
amounted to 482/. ; the deposits to no less than 54,499/. In Port Phillip the remittances, as 
far as we are advised of them, have only amounted to 321/.; but the deposits for the first 
half-year of 1849 were 2,080/. ; for the second half-year, 14,610/. ; and for the first half-year 
of 1850 no less than 29,813/. The following table will illustrate the rate at which the 
practice of thus effecting land purchases by means of deposits encroached on the ordinary 
method of purchase.

5. We proceed to state the principles on which we have ourselves acted with regard to 
the two sets of regulations. The only advantages guaranteed by the Colonial Government 
to the nominee of a person remitting or depositing money, are, that when the applications 
from intending emigrants should exceed our means of sending them out (which is not at 
present the case), these nominees, if eligible, would have a prior claim to passages, and also 
that they should receive passages under the regulations in force in the colony when the 
deposit was made, unaffected by any subsequent regulations of this Board. These advan- 
tages we are bound to allow to all nominees ; and to the mere nominees of land purchasers we 
have allowed nothing more, but have applied to such applications our rules in their full 
strictness. But we have considered that those whose friends had paid in the colony three or 
four times the sum demanded from the emigrant in this country had for obvious reasons far 
more claim for consideration, and have therefore thought it equitable and wise to give the 
rules a very favourable interpretation in their behalf. 

6. We had hoped that this slight modification in practice of the colonial rules would have 
been sufficient to secure them from abuse. But we have lately been led to doubt whether 
this will be so. In regard to New South Wales, though we collect from various official 
returns that large land deposits have been made, scarcely any nominations have been reported 
to us, and none during the last twelve months. But in regard to South Australia, we have 
for some time been struck by the circumstance that long lists of nominees were transmitted 
to us on behalf of land depositors, who could not be supposed to have any personal know- 
ledge of the emigrating population of this country, and the tone of the applicants frequently 
showed a belief that their applications were entitled to be considered on a different footing 
from those of other emigrants despatched by us. These circumstances had led us to appre- 
hend that these nominations were becoming a matter of negotiation and traffic; and it clearly 
appears from various letters which we have lately received that this is, perhaps largely, the 
case. 

7. In a letter marked “ private and confidential ” it is stated that persons purchasing land 
in Port Phillip sell their privilege of nominating emigrants for free passages to land agents, 
" auctioneers, &c., and who by personal application to colonists desirous of getting out their 
« friends, and also by advertisements, obtain from them various sums of money averaging 
« from five to seven pounds per adult. They then write to an agent to seek for the nominees, 
11 and get what money they can out of them.” 

8. We also enclose an extract of a letter to Messrs. James O’Leary and Co. from Messrs. 
Strachan and Co., land purchasers in Geelong, appointing them their agents, and authorizing 
them to sell the right of nomination, if they can do so; and, lastly, we enclose a copy of a 
letter from a person named John Gould, stating that his uncle in Australia has paid five 
pounds to a solicitor to enable him to proceed to the colony. The name of John Gould is 
not included in any list of nominees which we have at present received ; but the fact of the 
money bein<r paid to a solicitor, instead of into the colonial treasury, seems to indicate 
grounds for believing that this is one of the cases in which the right of nomination has been 
sold. 

9. The evils of these proceedings are obvious. The emigrant and his friends — a class 
who' should ou no account be subjected to any payment to individuals beyond their contribu- 
tion to the Emigration Fund from which their passage money is defrayed-are made to pay 
very largely for what, under present circumstances, confers really no benefit at .ail upon lam, 
beyond a slight diminution in the amount of his children’s deposit, and will not confer this 
after our latest regulations become known in the colony. In other words, the regulations 
are made a means of taxing that very class for whose benefit they were suggested, and this

by intercepting payments which, if they can be paid at all, should be paid to the emigration 
fund. ° 



10. It had occurred to us, whether this evil might not be practically put an end to by 
limiting the amount of deposits allowed to be made by any one person under the colonial 
regulations. It would, however, be very difficult to prevent evasion of this rule, and we feel 
some doubt whether rules which are open to such abuse ought not to be recalled. We 
should hope, however, that the abuse might be corrected without depriving land purchasers 
of a privilege which within proper limits appears to us a reasonable one. In the first place, 
we would suggest, that the colonial authorities should be requested to issue a notice which 
should clearly explain to the public in New South Wales and South Australia the true 
practical value of these nominations, and that the depositor’s right of nomination is not one 
which it is at all worth while for an emigrant to purchase. 



11. Next we would recommend that the « remittance ” regulations should be modified 
and the remittances reduced so as to put the nominators under both sets of regulations more 
on an equality. The requiring from those who remit money, but do not purchase land so 
large a contribution as 8Z. per adult towards the emigration of their friends in England 
seems to us calculated to give a fictitious value to the right of nomination generally, and ?s also 
more (in reference to the contributions obtainable from emigrants in England) than could 
fairly be expected from them, or would long be paid by persons in the colony on behalf of 
eligible emigrants. Finally, we should ourselves continue (though at the cost of exciting 
some disappointment and complaint on the part of those who have been ill advised enough 
to purchase nominations) to apply our regulations in their full strictness to all depositors 
nominees, in the hope that, as these nominations were found to be of little value, they would 
cease to command any sale, either here or in the colony. J 



12. The question which we should submit for Lord Grey’s consideration is, whether these 
steps would be sufficient to check the inconvenience which has come to light, or whether it 
would be necessary to put a stop altogether to the regulations out of which they have arisen.

I am directed by Earl Grey to acquaint you, that his Lordship has under his con- 
sideration your report of the 25th ultimo, on the regulations under which a right can be 
obtained in New South Wales of nominating emigrants for a free passage to the colony. 

] am desired to acquaint you, in answer, that Lord Grey sees no objection to somewhat 
reducing, as you propose, the amount of contribution to be required from those who only 
‘ remit” money for bringing out their relatives without having purchased land; and that 
his Lordship entirely approves of your applying with full strictness to the nominees of 
depositors your established rules as to the eligibility of all emigrants admitted to a passage by 
aid of public funds ; but I am to state that Lord Grey does not consider it necessary or 
advisable that any public notice should be issued on the subject. He considers that it will 
soon be sufficiently apparent that persons who obtain a nomination are not by that circum- 
stance exempted from the conditions which must equally affect all candidates for assistance 
to emigrate ; and he hopes that the regulation lately adopted in the colony, of which his 
Lordship quite approves, limiting the time for nominations to six months in the colony and 
twelve months in England, will suffice to guard against any serious or extensive abuses.

1. We beg to acknowledge your letter of the 30th ultimo, in which you inform us 
that Lord Grey sees no objection to somewhat reducing the amount of contribution to be 
required in the Australian colonies from those, who, without becoming purchasers of land, 
remit money for bringing their relatives out from this country. 

2. Under the New South Wales regulations of 22d December 1 848, those contributions 
were to be at the rate of 8/. per adult, for what our application forms describe as first class 
emigrants, and 107. per adult for artizans and other persons. In South Australia, under the 
regulations of 5th January 1848, the contribution was regulated merely by the age of the 
emigrant, and, without reference to other qualifications, was at the rate of 7/. per adult for 
persons under 40 ; 9Z. for persons between 40 and 50; ] 1/. between 50 and 60 ; and above 
the latter age the full cost of passage. 

3. Without wishing to prescribe any precise terms to the colonial authorities, we would 
suggest the following reduced scale as one which appears fair, and is in a measure propor- 
tionate to the payments required in England.

I herewith transmit to you the copy of a letter from Mr. L. Foster 
to the Land and Emigration Commissioners, proposing a scheme whereby 
emigrants sent to the Australian colonies out of the proceeds of the land fund 
should be compelled to repay, after their arrival in the colony, a portion of the 
expense incurred in their conveyance. 

As the difficulties which it is to be apprehended may attach to such an 
arrangement are chiefly of a local character, and as the project, if adopted, 
would require, not only the co-operation of the local authorities, but the enact- 
ment of a special law to give effect to it, I shall be glad to receive a report from 
you on the subject. In the meantime, however, I may observe, that, considering 
the diminished desire to emigrate, which is now found to exist among the 
labouring class in this country, owing to the increased facilility of finding 
employment in all departments of industry, I should greatly doubt the 
expediency of the attempt suggested by Mr. Foster.

Sir, Burlington Hotel, June 21, 1851. 

It has always been considered of great importance that emigrants should as far as 
dossible defray the expense of their passage to Australia, but as yet it has been found 
practically impossible to enforce it, inasmuch as for the most part they are, before their 
departure from this country, unable to pay ; and after their arrival in the colonies, although 
their ability is undoubted, the will to repay any advance is too often found wanting. I 
would beg to call your attention to the following plan, by which it appears to me that a very 
large portion of any money advanced to them might be recovered. 

Let every emigrant, on embarkation at Plymouth, sign a promissory note for whatever 
sum may be decided upon by the Commissioners. The note should specify at what time 
after arrival it should become payable. I would suggest nine months, as the emigrant ought 
then to have saved a sufficient sum ; and it would be desirable, for reasons hereafter given, 
that it should have fallen due before the period of his first engagement had expired. 

Sixty-four per cent, have been ascertained to have been hired for a year or more. 

These notes should be transmitted to the local Government, and should, if necessary, by 
a local Act, be made a legal set-off in the hands of any body against any demand of the 
emigrant at any time. I apprehend that the local authorities would find little difficulty in 
disposing of these notes at some rate of discount (say 10 per cent.), to be fixed by the colonial 
Executive. 

From my knowledge of colonial habits, I should say that the ordinary course would be as 
follows : — On the arrival of an emigrant ship, most of the passengers engage for a twelve- 
month with the settlers; it is the custom to settle the wages in full at the end of the term, 
but not before; the master would shortly before that time purchase his labourer’s note, and 
would set it off against his wages ; or indeed any one who had dealings with the emigrant, 
might avail himself of the discount by purchasing from the Government; if not paid at 
maturity, the note should bear interest at 10 per cent, in the hands of third parties, which 
would ensure their purchase at some time or other; and, if by none else would force the 
emigrant to redeem his own paper. Periodical lists, published in the “ Gazette, would 
inform the public of such as were still unpaid. . . , 

The settlers would of course wish to assist the working of this plan, lhe colonial 
Legislature would, I have no doubt, co-operate, were their interference required. It might 
be required to make some provision as to the Stamp Act in this country, and also to provide 
for the case of minors, or heads of families signing for the younger members, lhe 
Statute of Limitations, which in the colony bars actions for such small sums in three years, 
might require consideration. Care must also be taken that no responsibility should be incurred 
by the Government, who should endorse without recourse. 

It has been objected that any such demand hanging over the emigrant would induce him 
to leave the colony where he was landed ; but, unless the sum is very large, it would cost 
him more in time and money to do so. No difficulty ,could_ occur in obtaining their 
signature for half the amount of their passage money in the first instance. 1 he emigrants 
sent out by Mrs. Chisholm contract to pay more.

Sir, Downing Street, September 18, 1851. 

1. I have had under my consideration your despatches, Nos. 195* and 
23S,+ of the 26th October and 31st of December last, relative to the rate at 
which emigration should be kept up, and also to the working of the recent 
colonial regulations for allowing persons who deposit money for the purchase of 
land to nominate emigrants for a free passage. 

2. Upon the receipt of these despatches I called upon the Emigration Com- 
missioners for a report, of which I enclose a copy for your information, and I 
have also been in communication on the subject with the Lords Commissioners 
of the Treasury. 

3. With respect to the rate at which emigration should be kept up, I concur 
in the opinion offered by the Emigration Commissioners. I have authorized 
them, therefore, to continue, as far as may be in their power, to despatch 
vessels to the colony of New South Wales at the rate of three in two months, and 
to despatch them to the colony of Victoria at the rate of two in each month. 

4. With regard to the public debt charged on the land fund of the colony of 
New South Wales, I feel that, under the circumstances represented by you, 
the direction previously given for a very large reduction of it could not be 
enforced at present ; but I have to instruct you that at all events it should as 
soon as possible be brought within the total sum of 100,000/., and that it should 
at no time be suffered to exceed that amount. In this instruction I regard, of 
course, exclusively, the debt contracted at Sydney, and not that chargeable on 
Victoria, upon which I shall address to Mr. Latrobe such instructions as are 
requisite. 

5. The next and more difficult question arises, as to the proper mode of 
dealing with the permission to nominate emigrants for a free passage, in virtue 
of depositsmade in the colony for the purchase of land. This permission was 
calculated, if not abused, to encourage the best kind of emigration, and I should 
still desire to preserve the spirit of the measure ; but it has become clear that 
the regulations are being used in a manner and to an extent which will involve 
the colonial Government in liabilities of a very dangerous character, if some 
step is not taken to avert that result. After the best consideration which I can 
give the subject, I think that three checks must for the present be looked to 
for discouraging abuses, and for preventing excess in the employment of the 
existing plan. First, I have caused the Emigration Commissioners distinctly to 
understand that they are to enforce, with the utmost strictness, their regulations 
as to the eligibility of candidates ; and that if persons who have obtained a 
nomination from or on behalf of a depositor should have been so imprudent as 
to make any payment to private persons on that account, the Commissioners 
are not for that reason to relax the rules which, for the good of the colony, have 
been established equally as to all emigrants to be sent out at the public expense. 
Secondly, I am of opinion that the recent notice issued by you, limiting the 
time within which nominations must be made to six months after the date of 
the deposit, if the nomination be made in the colony, twelve months if made 
in this country, is highly judicious. I have already approved it in a former 
despatch. Io these measures should be added, 1 think, another, for guarding 
against the danger to which the Emigration Commissioners advert in the 21st 
paragraph of their report, that these deposits may, to a certain degree, be used 
merely for the convenience of the temporary investment of money, and thus 
become a kind of additional debt, anticipating the future land revenue to an 
extent of which there are no means of forming any conjecture. Considering 
the serious consequences which this might entail, I am led to the conclusion 
that it will be proper altogether to put an end to the allowance of interest on 
all future deposits, and l am to instruct you to issue the requisite notice, and 
give the necessary directions for this purpose.

Sir, May 17, 185 1. 

1. We have to acknowledge your letters of the 14th ultimo and 5th instant, enclos- 
ing despatches from the Governor of New South Wales, respecting the rate at which 195 26 Oct. 1850. 
emigration to New South Wales should proceed, and the mode in which the authorities 238, 31 Dec. 1850. 
propose to treat the land and immigration deposits made under the recent colonial regu- 
lations. 

2. We begin with the first of these subjects, and in the course of discussing it shall 
have occasion to express our opinion on the second, which formed the subject of our report 
of the 25th ultimo. 

3. In his despatch of the 29th October 1846 the Governor expressed his hope that he 
would be able to complete the transmission to England of 300,000 /., as then directed by 
Lord Grey, without materially increasing the debt on the land fund, which at that time 
amounted to 50,000/. in regard to the Sydney and 25,000/. in regard to the Port Phillip 
district, and he signified bis intention to transmit to England a fourth sum of 100,000/. in 
monthly instalments of 12 , 000 /. 

In Lord Grey’s reply of 4th August 1850, Sir C. FitzRoy was informed, that as his 
Lordship could not satisfy himself as to the mode in which this additional money was to be 
raised, he had thought it prudent to reduce the rate of emigration from four ships to one 
ship a month. 

4. Of the two despatches now referred to us, the first is written before, the other after 
receiving Lord Grey’s despatch of the 4th August. Their result is as follows : — 

5. At the date of the latter despatch, Sir C. FitzRoy (31st December 1850) had remitted 
to England 60,000/. out of the promised 100,000/., and he intends to remit the remaining 
40,000/., as originally proposed, in three instalments of 12,000/. and one of 4,000/., charged 
equally on the two districts. The last instalment will have been paid into the commissariat 
chest in the course of last month. After that period no further remittances will be sent from 
Sydney; but we gather that the sum of 4,000/. monthly will continue to be remitted from 
Port Phillip. 

6 . At the same date (31st December last), the debt charged on the Port Phillip land fund 
had not been increased ; and in Mr. Latrobe’s opinion it would not be necessary to increase 
it in order to make the above remittances. That charged on the Sydney laud fund had 
been raised to 107,000/., and a further increase of 10,000/. appeared probable. 

7. The balance of the Sydney land revenue which would be available for emigration during BaIanceofl8B0 . 26 4 10 
the year 1851 was estimated at 44,260/., of which 26,410/. was the balance remaining on the Di “° is 5 “ cru j’ 1 ^} i7!b50 

preceding year, and consequently 17,850/. was the balance accruing in 1851 of this sum (on on 

the above arrangement); 20,000/. would be remitted to England, and 24,260/. consequently (or rcmutancp"| 44,290 
would remain against a debt of 107,000/., or, if it were found requisite to increase the debt by r^rait t oct 20.000 

10,000/., a balance of 34,000/. against a debt of 117,000/. The Governor does not intend to 

apply any part of this money as it accrues to the payment of the debt, but to keep it in hand ' ’ — 

for immigration purposes, in case Lord Grey should sanction such an application of it, which, 
as he considers that the debt secured on the land fund may profitably be raised to 150,000/., 
he hopes may be the case. 

8 . In support of the conclusions to which he has arrived, the Governor points out the 

regularity with which remittances have been hitherto made, the pressing necessity for the con- 
tinuance of immigration, and the need of some such safe and permanent means of investment, 
which he considers to be indicated by the readiness with which the land debentures have been 
taken up, as well by individuals as on the part of the savings bank and other institutions, 
although bearing a rate of interest much below the ordinary colonial rate, and not payable 
until five years after their issue. He further points out, that borrowing money on behalf of 
the land fund is peculiarly justifiable at the present time, when that fund is incurring a heavy 
expenditure towards the issue of pastoral leases, which is not only of a temporary nature, but 
will probably lead to a considerable increase of the Crown revenue. . 

9. In the meantime, however, Lord Grey has informed Sir C. FitzRoy, m a despatch 

dated 18th March last, that the rate of emigration will be increased for the last nine 
months of 1851 from one ship to three ships a month, and has signified Ins opinion that the 
loan on the Sydney land fund should not be allowed to exceed 50,000/., and that provision 
should be made for the gradual repayment even of this sum. >T c , 

10. In reporting on this question we have hitherto treated the revenue of New South 
Wales as a whole, irrespectively of any distinction between Sydney and 1 ort Flullip ; but 
the state of the debt as disclosed by Sir C. FitzRoy’s despatches, as well as the approaching 
division of the districts, render it necessary to examine into the resources of each district; 
and we shall accordingly proceed to consider separately the very different circumstances o 
each. First, in regard to the foods likely to be available in England ; next, in regard to the 
colonial land revenue from which those sums must be directly or indirectly supp ie . 

11. On the first point, it will be remembered that the expenditure which J^rd urey naa 

authorized us to incur for the emigration of 1851 is estimated at 75 , 000 i, w 1 W1 c 

due at different periods, ending about July 1852, and, with about 7,000 u A° n R , . 

the emigration of 1850, will be payable out of the 100,000/. which Sir C. FitzRoy has by 
this time paid into the commissariat chest in the colony, and of which we have already 
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received 72,000 1. It is evident, therefore, that when the last instalment of this sum reached 
us (which will probably be about September next) we shall have in hand about 18,000/. 
more than enough to meet the whole liabilities in regard to this year’s emigration. The 
balance will belong in equal proportions to Sydney and Port Phillip ; i.e. 9,000/. to each 
district. 

12. But besides this sum we have already received 1,12 1/. from Sydney, and 26,280/. from 
Port Phillip, on account of land and immigration deposits, all of which is applicable to the 
emigration of depositors’ nominees. And we perceive by the New South Wales Gazette 
of the 21st January last, that the whole amount so deposited during the years 1849 and 
1850 amounted to 2,487/. in respect of Sydney, and to no less than 116,398/. in respect 
of Port Phillip, of which sums 80 per cent, amounting to 1,989/. and 88,318/. respectively, 
would be applicable to the same emigration. We conclude from the despatches now under 
report that all this sum, in all 90,307/., may reach ns during the present year. 

13. Further (if %ve rightly understand Sir C. FitzRoy), we shall receive before next 
January three or four instalments of 4,000/. each, which will afterwards be regularly con- 
tinued (unless arrested by Lord Grey) for the support of our ordinary emigration to Port 
Phillip. Of the large sums which may thus be expected from the colony, 72,000/. have 
already reached us ; and it will be seen by a table annexed to this report, that the balances in 
our hands at the end of each month on account of the two districts (taking into account the 
monthly remittances of 4,000/. from Port Phillip which will arrive in the latter part of the 
year) may be expected to range from about 40,000 /. to 70,000/., exclusive of the land and 
immigration deposits, which are at present 27,401/., and may rise to 90,807/. in the course 
of the year. The result is, that if the emigration proceed only at the present rate of three 
ships a month, and if the remittances arrive regularly, we shall have very large sums in hand 
throughout the present year, and at the end of it, besides what is required to meet all out- 
standing liabilities, nearly 11,000/. for the Sydney, and not improbably 110,000/. for the 
Port Phillip district ; enough, that is according to our usual estimate, to defray the probable 
expenses, so far as they are paid in this country, of sending about four ships to the former 
and forty-four to the latter district in 1852. Even if we received no land and immigration 
deposits beyond those already in our hands, we should have a Port Phillip balance at the end of 
the year of 50,000/., enough to defray the expenses of twenty ships in the early part of 1852. 

14. Now it will be remembered that while the rate of emigration to Port Phillip assumed in 
the preceding statement is one and a half ships a month, the rate which is recommended, apart 
from all financial questions, by the immigration agent, in his most recent returns, is no more 
than two ships a month to each district. It is therefore obvious that the authorities at Port 
Phillip may very properly be directed to discontinue for the present the monthly remittances 
of 4,000/. contemplated by Sir C. FitzRoy, if indeed the extraordinary amount of land and 
immigration deposits have not already led them to do so. 

15. This being the probable state of the emigration funds, as regards the operations 
of this board, it follows to examine the effect of these large remittances upon the land 
revenue. 

16. We annex a table in which are exhibited the receipts on account of the land revenue 
in the respective districts, from the years 1846 to 1850 inclusive, together with what may be 
called the standing expenses of each year, irrespective of immigration down, to the year 1849 
inclusive. Considering the extraordinary amount of expenses incurred since 1847 in the 
survey and management department, the balance cannot perhaps be taken to indicate with 
precision the annual amount ordinarily applicable to immigration ; yet we cannot fail to 
observe, that the average annual receipts in Sydney, to which we will first advert, do not exceed 
53,000/., while the survey expenses alone in 1847 (before the Squatting Order in Council 
was in operation; were upwards of 16,000/. ; and estimating the whole expenses of immigra- 
tion (including what is paid in the colony) at 3,000/. a ship, we cannot but conclude that the 
land revenue of Sydney cannot be expected, independently of loans, to support a permanent 
stream of immigration at more than the rate at most of one ship a month. We may add, that 
the estimate transmitted in Sir C. FitzRoy’s despatch of 26th October would lead to no 
very dissimilar conclusion. It will be seen by that estimate that the receipts in 1851 are 
estimated at 65,850/. ; while the standing expenses, independently of immigration and the 
in erest on the land debentures, hut including the survey expenses, which we presume are 
unusually large, amounts to 34,000/., leaving a balance of 31,850/., which would not quite 
support an emigration of one ship a month. 

17. Unless, therefore, some unexpected and very striking increase takes place in the land 
revenue, or the loan is to be very largely augmented, it is plain that immigration to the 
oyaney district cannot be long carried on at the present rate of one and a half ship a month; 
nor, i le question was entirely an open one, could we have recommended, consistently with 
the principles la-d notvn in Lord Grey’s despatch of I8th March, that it should be carried 
on at all at that rate It is, however, to be remembered, that to a certain extent the loan is 
not now under consideration, but is actually contracted, and that money sufficient to carry 
on emigration at the rale of one and a half ship during the remaining months of 1851, and 
one ship a month during the first four months of 1858, will in all appearance reach our 
hands before the end of this year, without any possibility of arresting it. Unless, therefore, 
this money, which may be considered as borrowed at five per cent, interest, is to be either 
returned to the colony, or to be put out at three per cent, for an indefinite period, while the 
colonists are in great distress for want of that labour which it was intended to procure, it 
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must be expended in immigration, and that within some reasonable period. We should be 
inclined to recommend, therefore, that the moiety of the fourth sum of 100,000/. which is to 
be remitted to this country should be expended in sending out ships at the rate now autho- 
rized during the present year, leaving for future consideration the rate at which emigration 
should proceed in 1852. 

18. It will be for Lord Grey to decide what steps Sir C. FitzRoy should be directed to 
take, or whether he should be directed to take any, for repaying any part of the debt (which 
will amount to 107,000/. or 117,000/.) from such part of the land revenue of 1851 as shall 
not be remitted to England. As bearing on this question, we should point out that Govern- 
ment will be entitled to pay off 50,000/. of these debentures in the months of July and 
August 1852, and the rest of them in the course of 1853. We should also observe that 
although, as stated by Sir C. FitzRoy, the holders of debentures cannot require them to be 
paid off in money till five years after their issue, i. e. till the years 1854-5, yet they may at 
any time be paid in satisfaction of any payment due to the land revenue, and this, we should 
suppose, in case of any monetary crisis, might take place to such an extent as for the moment 
to put an end to all cash receipts in respect of that revenue. 

19. We next proceed to the examination of the Port Phillip revenue. In this district 
the prospects of the revenue cannot be judged of by any average, inasmuch as it presents a 
rapid and almost uniform increase. The receipts are as follows : —

The year 1849 is the last respecting which we have any account of expenditure, and up to 
that period the expenditure, independently of immigration, had never exceeded 16,000/. 
Deducting this sum from the average receipts for the last three years, which are 93,961/., 
the remainder of 77,961/. would be sufficient to carry on emigration at the rate of two ships 
a month, recommended by the immigration agent. 

20. What is in that district the balance in hand, or the means now at the command of 
Government, we do not know. We learn that the present debt is 25,000/., and that 
Mr. Latrobe expresses himself able, after remitting the 50,0004 now so often referred to, to 
continue further remittances (over and above the land and immigration deposits) at the rate 
of 4,000/. a month, without increasing it. 

21. It is, however, to be observed, that much of that sum which is described as land and 
immigration deposits may be a virtual though not a nominal debt.; for these deposits bear 
the same interest as the land debentures, and, like these debentures, they are available for 
payment at land sales, the main practical difference being, that at no period whatever will 
the deposits be returned in cash, and that they will bear no interest after five years. But if 
the land debentures are so much desired as a means of investment in Sydney, it is very 
possible that the land and immigration deposits may have been largely used for the same 
purpose in Port Phillip. In this case a certain proportion of the deposits would represent, 
not actual sales of land, but an anticipation of the land revenue, the extent of which, how- 
ever, we are wholly without means of conjecturing. 

22. But considering the very large sum which we are receiving and shall receive in 

respect of this district,— so large, that, unless the rate is accelerated, we shall probably have 
in our hands, next January, enough money to pay the full expenses, certainly of twenty, 
and possibly of forty-four more ships,— there seems good reason why the rate of emigration to 
Port Phillip should be raised, as soon as we are able to obtain the requisite supply of 
emigrants, to two ships a month, to which, as far as we have the means of judging, the 
revenue and wants of the district fairly entitles it. . . 

23. It remains to consider the subject of the land and immigration deposits. On the 
regulations under which this money should be received we had the honour to report to 
Lord Grey on the 25th ultimo. We have now to consider its effect on our expenditure. 
In this point of view we could certainly have wished that the colonial authorities had 
adopted our suggestion, that the promises of free passages to the nominees of land depositors 
should not have been absolute, but only conditional on our possessing the necessary funds. 
As, however, the colonial Government was of a different opinion, it has become necessary to 
secure, first, that the promise should be performed, which has been done by considering 
80 percent, of the deposits as a separate fund, not to be operated upon for ordinary 
purposes, and, next, to ensure that this large fund should not lie useless for long periods, till 
the depositor should find it convenient to exercise liis right of nomination, winch has been 
effected by limiting the period during which the nomination may be made to six months it 
it is made in Sydnev, and one year if made in England ; the latter provision of which we 
have been informed in a letter from the colony appears to us calculated to meet (prospec- 



tively at least) a very real and probable evil. _ . , , 

24. It will remain the case, however, that, over and above the emigrants furnished to us 
by our ordinary selecting agents, we shall be required, in regard to Port Phillip, to furnish 
passages for large numbers of persons who will be nominated at uncertain periods by land 
depositors or their agents. With regard to these, we should propose to make no immediate 
alteration in our arrangement, beyond increasing the rate of emigration to two ships a month.

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These we should fill with nominees if they presented themselves; if not, with ordinary 
emigrants ; hut we should request to be allowed a discretion, in case of a great pressure from 
nominees, to increase the rate of emigration to three ships a month, so as to be able to 
satisfy their demands promptly, without causing, what is always most prejudicial, an absolute 
stoppage of the ordinary current of emigration. 

25. The sum of the recommendations which we have the honour to submit to Lord Grev 
is as follows : — •> 

First, that the monthly remittances of 4,000/. from Port Phillip should be arrested till 
further instructions. 



Second, that emigration to Sydney should be continued at its present rate till the end of 
the year, after which it should be reduced as hereafter shall seem fit. 

Third, that the Port Phillip emigration should be raised to two ships a month, and in 
case of any pressure from the nominees of land depositors, to three ships. 

26. And it will be for Lord Grey’s consideration what instructions should be given to the 
authorities at Sydney and Port Phillip, with a view to liquidating the debts of 117,000/ 
and 2o, 000/. chargeable respectively on the land funds of those districts.

Copy of a DESPATCH from Earl Grey to Governor Sir C. A. FitzRoy. 

Sir,* Downing Street, December 9, 1S51. 

I enclose, for your information, the copy of a report which has been 
addressed to me by the Emigration Commissioners, in consequence of a state- 
ment laid before the Committee of the House of Commons on the Passengers £ ^grati 0n 
Act, by Mr. Bowler, the manager of the Canterbury Association, relative to the '-£22n>/ss/o ners 
expense of sending out emigrants. 

It will be seen that Mr. Bowler’s account of the expense was made on 
imperfect data ; and that with regard to the expense of emigrants sent by the 
Commissioners to New Zealand, he has by some accident been led into entirely 
mis-stating the cost. 

I have thought it right to put you in possession of the present report, which 
I trust will be considered as showing that the colonial funds applicable to 
emigration have been administered with due economy and with success. It is 
also to be borne in mind that there is a great distinction between sending out a 
comparatively limited number of emigrants to a new settlement which they 
have combined to form, and carrying on the extensive operations of the 
Emigration Commissioners. Many expenses are either unnecessary in the 
former case, or are included in the general outlay for promoting the scheme, 
which, in the latter case, are indispensable in order to maintain the wide-spread 
agency, and diffuse the variety of information requisite for collecting large 
bodies of emigrants for several colonies.

1 . Our attention having been called by Mr. Hawes to a paper laid before the Committee 
of the House of Commons on the Passengers Act by Mr. Bowler, one of the witnesses 
examined before the committee, we think it our duty to submit the following report for Earl 
Grey’s information. 

2 . The object of Mr. Bowler, who is the manager of the shipping of the Canterbury 
Association, is to show the superiority of the plan of emigration adopted by that Association 
For this purpose he describes their plan of chartering the whole ships, and the advantages of 
that plan in several respects, and especially in respect to economy; and to brino- this latter 
point more clearly into relief, he contrasts the expense of steerage passengers by the 
Canterbury ships with those sent out by this board. Taking his data from a paper 
presented to the House of Commons on 15th August 1850, he states that between June 1847 
and June 1850 the contract price for emigrants by our vessels to Australia averaged 
12 /. 10 s. per adult; that the expense for selection, maintenance in the depot, beddinv, & c . 
amounted to 70,916/ 6 s. 7d. for 36,993 emigrants ; to which were to be added other charges 
paid in the colony, amounting to 1 /. 7s. 6 d. per emigrant. From these data he assumes that 
the cost of our emigrants during that period amounted to about 16/. per statute adult. He 
then states that the Canterbury Association has sent out its emigrants for 16/. each, which 
looking to the greater length and expense of the voyage to that settlement, would imply a 
considerable reduction in price by the system pursued by the Association. And he adds 
that, on the only occasion on which steerage passengers have been sent out by this board to 
New Zealand, the sum paid for them was at least 17/. Is. per adult. 

3. It is impossible to arrive at any satisfactory conclusion with respect to the comparative 
cost of these two systems of emigration, without a more detailed statement than appears in 
Mr. Bowler’s paper of the items included in the cost for carrying steerage passengers. We 
will only therefore point out, in reference to the above figures, that the expenses of our emi- 
grants on their arrival in the colony amount, not to 1/. 7s. 6d, but to 17s. 6d. a head ; and 
that the actual gross expense of our emigrants during the period referred to, including the 
charges paid in the colony, is stated in our general report of 2d May last to have & been 
15/. 10s. 8 d. per adult. The difference, therefore, between the expense of the emigrants 
sent out by us from 1847 to 1850 to Australia, and by the Association from August 1850 to 
January 1851 to Canterbury, even assuming the latter calculation to include all the items 
m the former, would be 9s. Ad. per adult. 

4. But in August 1850, when the operations of the Canterbury Association commenced, 

freights were much lower than the average of the previous three years. It will be seen that

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Extract of a DESPATCH from Earl Grey to Governor Sir C. A. FitzRoy, 
dated Downing Street, January 23, 1852. 

“ Such being the circumstances under which Parliament has thought fit 
to intrust to the Crown the expenditure of the'territorial revenue in the Austra- 
lian colonies, with the obligation of applying not less than one half of the net 
receipts from the sale of land to emigration from the United Kingdom, it is to 
me equally a subject of surprise and great regret that the Council should have 
seen reason to express the opinion that the duty thus imposed on the advisers 
of the Crown has been so ill performed as to warrant the assertion that the use 
of the territorial revenue had been in great measure confined to the introduction 
of people unsuited to the wants of the colony, and in many instances ‘ the out- 
pourings of the poor-houses and unions of the United Kingdom.’ The view 
thus communicated to me is certainly inconsistent with any of the detailed 
information which had been furnished respecting the successive emigrant ships 
as they reached Australia, and with the general opinions previously transmitted 
from all the colonies to which emigrants have been sent. 

“ Emigration to New South Wales by means of public funds having been 
resumed in the year 1847, no fewer than 31,400 persons had been sent out to 
this one colony since that time by the Emigration Commissioners at the date 
when they made their last annual report on the 2d of May 1851, and any one 
who consults the detailed reports which have been made respecting these emi- 
grants on their reaching the colony, and which are re-published in the annual 
reports of the Emigration Commissioners, may easily see how small, amidst this 
great multitude, is the proportion of persons of whom there has been any serious 
complaint. Nor have there been wanting general testimonials of a gratifying 
nature to the satisfaction felt with the character of the emigrants selected and sent 
out by the Emigration Commissioners. The only part of this emigration against 
which any decidedly unfavourable opinion was expressed was that which was 
called ct assisted emigration.” But this mode of promoting emigration was 
adopted contrary to my own opinion, and that of the Emigration Commissioners, 
in deference to the urgent representations of gentlemen who were supposed to 
enjoy the confidence of the colonists, and more especially of one to whom the 
Legislative Council had granted a salary for his services as agent for the colony, 
and who was therefore entitled to be listened to with attention when he urged 
on its behalf that the plan to which I have adverted should be adopted. For 
this reason, and because in carrying on a service of so comprehensive a character 
and comparatively so recent an origin as emigration, I have always thought it 
right not to refuse a fair trial to any reasonable project advocated by gentlemen 
interested in the supply of labour to the colony, I gave directions to the Emigra- 
tion Commissioners to try as an experiment, and with great caution, the plan of 
what has been called assisted emigration. At Sydney [at Melbourne a different 
opinion was entertained] the experiment was considered to have failed, and it 
was therefore immediately discontinued. But setting aside this experimental 
measure, I am fully justified in asserting that all the reports as to the emigrants 
made at the time of their arrival tend to establish the conclusion, that 
this arduous undertaking of collecting and conveying to Australia so large a 
body of people from all parts of the United Kingdom has been executed in a 
manner highly advantageous to the colony, and creditable to the board by which 
it was conducted. 

“ 1 must add, that the reports which support this conclusion were made by 
persons who have shown themselves vigilant in detecting and prompt in exposing 
those cases of abuse which it was impossible to expect should not occasionally 
occur in emigration on so large a scale ; nor can there be any doubt that these 
reports expressed what was the general opinion of the settlers at the time.”

I have received your despatch, No. 118*, of the 8th of July last, con- 
veying your opinion, that as it would appear probable that a very large sponta-

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taneous immigration into New South Wales would take place, not only from the 
neighbouring colonies, but from distant countries, it would not be advisable to 
spend any more of the territorial revenue on emigration from the United 
Kingdom, after the funds already remitted for this service should be ex- 
hausted. 

2. Having called on the Emigration Commissioners for some information which 
appeared to me requisite on this subject, I enclose their reports, from which you 
will perceive that in this country at least there has by no means occurred that 
great stimulus to spontaneous emigration of which the expectation must have 
weighed with you in offering the opinion expressed in your despatch. Gn the 
contrary, great disappointment has been expressed by gentlemen in this country 
interested in the colony at the absence of any large increase of emigration, and 
I have been urged to do all in my power to add to the numbers sent out by the 
assistance of Government. The commissioners reports will show you what 
steps have been taken with the view of giving additional vigour to the Govern- 
ment emigration, and that the result has been that more than 1,800 persons were 
despatched in the month of December. You will also perceive that, on the 
advice of many interested in the colony, some relaxation has been made as to 
the age at which emigrants may be accepted, and as to the numbers of their 
families, in order to obtain persons less likely to be attracted from other employ- 
ments to the gold diggings. 

3. As the amount of available funds for Victoria is so large, I have felt it my 
duty to authorize the commissioners to increase the number of ships sent to 
that destination from two to three in the month. The sum in hand for New 
South Wales, as you will observe, is very limited ; but considering that the 
anticipated stimulus to emigration has certainly not been felt, perhaps owing to 
the disappointment known to have been experienced by many of those persons 
who proceeded to California on the discovery of gold in that country, I concur 
in the opinions which have been expressed to me by various deputations, that it 
would be very inexpedient to arrest the current of Government emigration, and 
I trust that funds will be provided for its continuance.

We have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 10th instant, accompanied 
by a despatch from Sir C. FitzRoy, recommending that in consequence, of the recent dis- 
coveries of gold in New South Wales emigration to that colony at the public expense should 
for the present be discontinued. And you desire us to report the amount of funds now in 
our hands for emigration to New South Wales, the extent to which unassisted emigration to 
that colony has been stimulated by the recent discoveries, and the means which we would 
if emigrants are still sent to the colony, to prevent their betaking themselves to the 
search for gold, instead of engaging in the other occupations for which their labour is urgently 
required. 

2. On the first point, namely, the funds in our hands, we have the honour to state that the 

to the credit of New South Wales at the present moment, after defraying existing 
liabilities, would, as nearly as we can calculate, be 16,000£, of which 15,OOOZ. is ordinary land 
revenue, and 1,000/. deposits for purchasers nominees. The sum of 15,000/. is all that 
could safely be applied at the present moment to general emigration, and it would enable us 
to send out about six ships. This calculation, however, would be affected by any considerable 

variation m the present price of freight. 

3. In respect to the second pqint, namely, the stimulus given to unassisted emigration from 
this country by the recent intelligence from New South Wales, we enclose herewith a return, 
showing the upassisted emigration to Australia in the months of September, October, and 
November of the last four years, from the ports of London, Liverpool, and Glasgow, from 
which alone there is any emigration to Australia. From this return it will be seen that the 
emigration from this country to New South Wales, during the months of September, 
Uctober, and November of the present year, though considerably larger than during the 
corresponding months of 1849 and 1850, is little more than that of 1848; while the emigra- 
tion to Fort Phillip during the present autumn has been much smaller than during the two 
previous autumns. It can hardly be considered, under these circumstances, that the recent 
gold discoveries have as yet had any sensible effect on emigration from this country. 
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4. On the third point we have the honour to state, that previously to the receipt of your NEW SOUTH 
letter we had decided, in consequence partly of the difficulty of obtaining eligible emigrants, WALES, 
and partly with a view to send out people who would be least likely to desert agriculture and 
shepherding for the gold mines, so far to relax our rules as to encourage a greater emigration 

of labourers with young children. 

We enclose a copy of the amended scale which we have just published, from which it will 
be seen, that, whereas under the former scale families with more than three children under yfgulati 0n 
ten were entirely excluded, and an extra payment of 41. was required for every child beyond s 

two under twelve, we now propose not to exclude, nor to require extra payment from, 
families with four children under twelve. We have likewise lowered the deposit on children 
from 1Z. to 10s., and we have extended the age at which we take adults from forty to forty -five. 

We have not altered the deposit required from single men, nor do we propose to do so, 
because under present circumstances single men are die class of labourers most likely to 
desert agricultural pursuits and sheep tending. We are happy to state that these modifica- 
tions, so far as they go, have given satisfaction to those connected with the Australian 
colonies, from whom we have had an opportuity of obtaining an opinion upon them, and 
the information which we have received from other quarters leads us to hope that they will 
have considerable effect in increasing the application for passages. 

5. We have likewise been in communication with Captain Stanley Carr and Mr. J. C. 

King, as to the means of assisting labourers who might be anxious to emigrate, but unable 
to raise the funds for their outfit and deposit. Those gentlemen urged, that, in consideration 
of the peculiar circumstances of the moment, these expenses might be borne for the preseut 
on the colonial funds; but we did not feel justified in entertaining this suggestion, both on 
account of the additional expense that would be thrown on those funds, and because, if 
emigrants and their friends were once taught to look exclusively to the colonial funds for 
assistance, there would be great difficulty hereafter in convincing them of the necessity 
of self-exertion and self-denial, in order that they might assist themselves. Nor should we 
have any security, if deposits were remitted, that emigrants who had been accepted would 
eventually come forward when summoned to embark. 

6. But while we felt bound to negative this proposal, we suggested to those gentlemen the 
expediency of attempting to raise, by subscription among the mercantile community most 
interested in the Australian trade, the funds to assist emigrants in obtaining the necessary 
outfit. We fear they have had no success hitherto in this attempt; but they are endeavouring, 
we understand, to form a company having the same object in view. We have no means of 
estimating the probability of its success. In the meantime, Mr. King having strongly 
pressed on us the advantages which might accrue from meetings held and lectures delivered 
in the north of Ireland by a person conversant with the Australian colonies, we did not 
hesitate to urge him to undertake this duty himself; and we promised, if he would do so, to 
solicit Earl Grey’s sanction to our paying his actual expenses while so employed. We trust 
that Lord Grey will not consider that we have in this overstepped our duty. We cannot 
but agree with Mr. King, that lectures and explanations given on the spot by a gentleman 
recently from the colony are likely to be more favourably received than any representations 
from individuals having no personal knowledge of Australia ; and looking to the position 
which Mr. King holds in Victoria, we think it no small advantage that he should have 
personal experience of the difficulty which sometimes prevails of procuring eligible emigrants 
in the numbers and on the terms prescribed by the colonial authorities. The arrangement 
which we have proposed to Mr. King is, that we should pay his actual travelling and 
postage expenses, and allow him 15s. a day for subsistence, Mr. King having himself 
expressed his desire to receive no remuneration for his services beyond what he now receives 
from the colony. We have not yet received his formal answer to this proposal. 

7. We have also the honour to report that we are in correspondence with some of the 
landlords of the western highlands and islands of Scotland, and that we hope to obtain 
some emigrants from that quarter, whose services as shepherds will be peculiarly valuable. 

Circumstances have induced us to try the experiment of despatching a vessel early in next 
month direct from Liverpool; and the owners of the vessel have for this purpose obtained 
the use of one of the warehouses in the Birkenhead Docks, to be' fitted as a depot, at no 
greater expense to the colony than if the emigrants had been despatched from Plymouth. If 
we should be able to procure emigrants from the west of Scotland, we should propose to 
despatch them also from Liverpool, provided the present experiment succeeds, as it would be 
much easier, and less expensive, to bring such emigrants from Glasgow to Liverpool, than to 
bring them to either London or Plymouth.

In regard to not sending out 

single men, we are sensible of the necessity of exercising caution, and we should not certainly 

be disposed to send out any number ; but we do not think it would be advisable to shut 

the door against them, as an indiscriminate rejection of single men might lose us many 

advantageous families. 

6. "With respect to the suggestion, that a loan should be raised to carry on the increased 
emigration, we must observe that we have already in hand, on account of the colony of 
Victoria, after paying all liabilities at present subsisting, no less a sum, on account of land 
sales and deposits, than 95,000/., irrespective of the remittances of 4,000/. a month which 
Mr. Latrobe, in his letter to Sir C. FitzRoy of 21st November 1850, announced that he 
was prepared to remit after the completion of the fourth 100,000/. remittance. It is true 
that of the 95,000/. now in our hands 85,000/ is on account of deposits, and not, therefore, 
immediately available for general emigration ; but, on the other side, if the depositors bring 
forward eligible emigrants, the demand for labour will be met, and if they do not, their 
right to nominate will lapse, and the deposits become applicable to general emigration. In 
either case, the necessity of the present crisis will be met. None of the monthly remittances 
of 4,000/. above adverted to have indeed as yet reached us, having, no doubt, been stopped 
by the information which Mr. Latrobe received as to the amount of funds in our hands. 

But as the power to make these remittances remains undiminished, we do not think there 
can be any necessity for a loan to procure the funds for emigration to Victoria. We may 
add, that we have reason to know that several of the agents in this country of depositors who 
have sent home nominations, not finding such nominations saleable, would authorize us to 
apply the deposits of their principals to general emigration, should it be necessary to prevent 
an interruption of the stream of emigrants.

officers of the ship should be received or entertained by the local Government — 
to fourteen days after arrival at the utmost, except in very special cases, I am 
convinced from many years experience, that no limitation ought to be recognised 
to the power of the colonial Government, as far as might be consistent with its 
duty, to notice, and as far as possible to investigate, charges of a serious character 
which may be credibly supported. Your Lordship will allow me to point out, 
that no individual inconvenience, or it may he alleged hardship, can be placed 
in the scale against the interests which would be perilled were any such limita- 
tion insisted upon. I quite admit that there is a certain class of complaints 
which, if not brought forward at the time the Board of Inspection holds its 
sitting, and when each emigrant, unwatched and uninfluenced by the presence 
of the officers, is asked “if he or she have any complaint to make ?” it may be 
quite inexpedient and impossible to entertain at a later period. At the same 
time I would remark, that even the fact that no complaints were then made 
would not always prove that no cause of legitimate complaint existed. Your 
Lordship must not lose sight of the class of people we have to do with, and the 
peculiarity of their position during the voyage and at the time of their arrival 
in the colony. The termination of a voyage carries with it feelings which in the 
majority of cases extinguish any temptation to complaint ; and again, it must 
be recollected, that under existing arrangements and ordinary circumstances, 
the emigrants are still liable to be detained on board the vessel, and under the 
direct personal control and influence of the officers, for fourteen days after 
arrival. It is not until the emigrants are quite beyond the control of the 
officers, who may have betrayed their trust, and whose interest it is consequently 
to stifle inquiry, that they can be expected in many instances to express their 
real -feelings, or to allow the truth to transpire. And however aware the local 
authorities may be of the duty and necessity of protecting the class of 
officers in question, and declining to submit them to distrust, or delay, or 
inconvenience, in consequence of charges of a certain class being preferred 
after the legitimate time, — charges which may not only be frivolous in them- 
selves, but even dictated by petty or vindictive feelings, — experience has shown 
that there are charges of a more grave and serious character which may 
not reach the ear of Government until after the lapse of a very considerable 
period and under every circumstance of disadvantage as far as investigation 
goes, which, nevertheless, it cannot and dare not leave unnoticed. 

“ It is very natural that, on the part of officers of emigrant vessels, every 
expedient should be adopted to bring their business with Government to a 
satisfactory close as soon as possible ; to remove any obstacle that may interpose 
in the way of the prompt acknowledgment on its part of the full and proper 
discharge of duty, the payment of gratuities, and the execution of the several 
certificates ; and it is also natural that the merchant or agent to whom the 
vessel may be consigned lends his best efforts to the same end, seeking to 
secure, with as little delay as possible, the delivery of the certificates of arrival, 
and of the fulfilment of the charterparty, and that he should consider his personal 
interests and those of the shipowner identical and affected by any delay or cause 
of delay that may arise. Under any other circumstances, Government would 
neither feel justified nor have any possible reason to hesitate to facilitate the 
business ; but such as they are, it must act with circumspection, and if it errs 
at all, must err on the side of caution. I am so thoroughly convinced that with 
all its caution and vigilance, it has in times past been grossly deceived, and that 
certificates have been given, and gratuities unhesitatingly paid, in cases wherein 
they were most undeserved, that I am most unwilling to adopt any course which 
might throw yet greater obstacles in the way of a proper discharge of the duty 
of Government to the public, even though your Lordship should have been 
induced from the representation made in connexion with the case before me, to 
consider that course expedient ; and I would strongly urge a re-consideration of 
the subject, and request that your Lordship would confide in the arrangements 
which I may be able to make under the new state of things, as just to all parties 
and interests concerned.”

We have the honour to inform you that, in compliance with his Excellency’s 
: desire contained in your communication to tlie immigration agent of the 29tli ultimo, 
No. 51/123, we on that day instituted an inquiry into the conduct and treatment of the 
needlewomen sent out at the cost of the Female Emigration Fund by the “ City of 
Manchester.” 

We examined the master, the matron, and the three females in depdt, whose evidence 
we* have appended to this Report. 

It will he unnecessary for us to repeat the observations contained in the Immigration 
Agents letter of the 27th ultimo, with which we entirely concur. Our present intention 
is, to bring before the Government, for the information of Mr. Sidney Herbert’s com- 
mittee, those points in which the arrangements of that committee appear to us to be 
defective. 

1. As to the selection of Emigrants. 

We fear that the evidence before us points to a great want of caution in the selection 
of these young persons. Out of forty-one by tins ship, seven or eight are stated to have 
been women of abandoned character ; and the reason for the admission of some of them 
assigned by Mr. Baker, videlicet, that they were taken at the last moment to fill up the 
number agreed upon, is, if true, greatly to he regretted That the inquiries made in 
se ver al cases (for instance, Walsh and Conway) were very superficial, is evident. 

We would here express our conviction that no female of immoral character is likely to 
e reformed by a voyage in a crowded ship, but that the contamination of her companions 
may be expected. 

We would also refer to the master’s opinion, that not above four out of the whole 
number of these persons were distressed needlewomen. 



2. As to the selection of the Ship. 

. ^Y e are ophbon that it is not advisable to send emigrants of this nla s s to two ports 
m the same ship. The lengthened detention at the first (which is often inevitable), the 
aimcuity of preserving discipline in harbour, the temptations incidental to visits on shore, 
tne unnecessary cost of maintenance, &c. incurred, are our reasons for this opinion. We 
are ot opinion that (if possible) these young persons should not he sent in ships car- 
rying many steerage or intermediate passengers, particularly single men. 

, , , e 9 s rougly deprecate the selection of a ship where the arrangements are similar 

to those in the ‘City of Manchester." The -women appear to have lived in the after 
s eerage, w c , although cut off from the other between-decks, was accessible by a sky- 
light, from the poop, through the poop cabin, where the single men messed, the entrance 
to this latter being independent of the cuddy. Nothing could have been better devised for 
facilitating the introduction of drink: and communication with the young men. 

3. As to proper SurveiUa/nce. 

The matron deposes that the surgeon (Mr. Fisher) told her that he had no idea that he 
had any tiling else to do with the needlewomen than to attend to their health. Both the 
fit? & hri ? e ti maSfcer considered that the surgeon was, from his want of energy, quite 
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The master deposes that he had no instructions from Mr. Sidney Herbert’s committee VICTORIA. 

and received no gratuity. Particular attention to the wants of the needlewomen was not 

to be expected from him, and he did his best to get rid of them all at Adelaide. 

The matron states that she had no regular instructions ; that the master thwarted and 
ridiculed her ; that her authority was set at defiance with impunity. 

4. As to proper Agreements and Regulations. 

We are at a loss to understand several points in the evidence before us. It appears 
that although Mr. Sidney Herbert informed his Excellency that seven of these women 
were to come to Port Phillip, and that they signed an agreement to do so, some of them 
were told that they might land at Adelaide if they chose. The statements of the master 
and matron on this head are quite irreconcileable, and we fear that a great deal of con- 
fusion was the consequence. The declaration of the former is corroborated by the fact 
that Mr. Were, who is the recognised agent of the Committee for Victoria, had no instruc- 
tions from them. 

We consider that the circumstance of the surgeon leaving the ship at Adelaide is to be 
regretted. We also are unable to understand why all the gratuities were paid there, 
when this port was the final destination of some of the party. 

In conclusion, we venture to express a hope that some o f our suggestions and remarks may 
be acted upon by the Committee in their future arrangements. We cannot too highly express 
our admiration of the objects which they have in view, and the noble sentiments by which 
they are guided ; and although we have felt it our duty to notice what we consider to be 
blemishes of a serious character, we would not have it imagined that we have any wish 
to impugn either the motives or the general arrangements of a body winch has made 
such laudable efforts in attempting to carry out that most difficult undertaking, a sound 
system of emigration.

5. The great influx of adventurers from the neighbouring colonies which we 

at present experience in consequence of the discovery of the gold fields, an 

influx which may be reasonably expected to increase when the intelligence

But the limitation should 
be regarded as the rule ; and whenever there is any such strong reason as may 
justify departure from it, that reason should be distinctly recorded, and the 
evidence of it should appear on the face of the proceedings of the board of 
inquiry.

“ In conclusion, I must instruct you to impress upon the Immigration Agent, 
and upon the officers of the Immigration Board, the duty of perfect fairness 
and impartiality in their inquiries into the conduct of the persons who arrive in 
the colony in charge of emigrant ships. 

“ The memorial which you have forwarded from various merchants of Mel- 
bourne affords evidence that the confidence of the mercantile community has been 
shaken by the ill-advised course of inquiry pursued in the case of the “ Reliance.” 

“ It is most undesirable that public officers should allow anything wearing the 
semblance of prejudices to enter into their proceedings. Their duty is to act 
with strict impartiality to all parties ; and whilst they take care that no injustice 
or ill-treatment is complained of by the immigrants without being fully inquired 
into, they are equally bound to protect the surgeons, masters, and officers of 
vessels against false, malicious, or frivolous charges, and to afford them the 
fullest opportunity of defending themselves against every accusation. 3 ’

Phillip, and it appeared scarcely proper to divert any ships from Melbourne and Geelong, 
Now, however, that the rate of emigration is increased, it becomes necessary to consider the 
desire of the New South Wales authorities respecting Portland. "We accordingly procured 
a report from Lieutenant Lean, of which we annex a copy. This report, in* the main 
-&[av 1"' corroborates the statements of Mr. Blair, and from it we conclude that a well found ship 

sent out to Portland at a proper season of the year would probably not be subject to any 
addition to the usual rate of insurance for Australia. It would seem to follow that no risk 
to the emigrants, and we should hope little addition to the rate of freight, would result from 
adopting the recommendation of the authorities. 

3. Under these circumstances we should propose, with Lord Grey’s permission, to take up 
a ship to leave England for Portland early in July, so as to arrive in the colony before the 
end of October, when, according to Mr. Blair, the unsafe season begins. As this period is 
now very near, we shall venture at once to advertise for this ship, but shall not take it up 
unless we receive permission from Lord Grey.

Government Emigration Office, London, 
Sir, _ May 12, 1851. 

I believe you are aware that many circumstances have prevented my reporting upon 
the purport of your letter respecting the anchorage in Portland Bay, New South Wales, and 
whether any increase of insurance was required by underwriters in ships proceeding to that 
place. Having had my attention again called to this subject, I have made the requisite en- 
quiries, and have learnt from various quarters the following result. 

1st. The bay is open to winds from N.E. to S.W. 

2d. The prevailing winds in summer, i. e. from October to May, are from the southward 
and eastward, which blow direct into the bay, which causes a heavy sea and surf on the beach; 
but ships with a large scope of cable can ride out any gale, by reason ofthe outset and back 
swell from the shore, enabling them to ride comparatively easy close in. 

3d. During the winter months, from the beginning of May to October, which is considered 
the safest period of the year, the prevailing winds are from N.W. to S.W. off the land, and 
consequently the desirable season for the arrival of emigrants, and their disembarkation in 
safety and comfort ; but I find that ships touch there at all periods of the year ; and I am 
informed, with regard to insurance, that formerly before the place was better known, a 
premium, varying from one to two per cent., was an additional charge upon the usual 
insurance to Australia; but that at present depends upon circumstances, according to the 
season of the year, the character of the ship, the captain, the duration of her stay, the 
competition at Lloyd’s, &c. 

I understand that there is a jetty built at the bottom of the bav for the accommodation of 
passengers, goods, cattle, &c.

I have the honour to enclose for your information the copy of instruc- No. 118, Sept, is, 
tions which I have had occasion to address to Sir Charles FitzRoy, relative to 1851, Page 36. 
the rate at which emigration should be kept up, and to the regulations under 
which persons are allowed to nominate emigrants for a free passage in virtue of 
deposits made for the purchase of land. You will consider these instructions 
equally applicable to the colony under your government, and will put an end, 
accordingly, to the allowance of interest upon any future deposits of this 
description. 

2. The only subject requiring separate directions for your guidance, is that 
of the public debt charged on the land revenue. Seeing how large is the 
amount of that revenue in Victoria, and that it almost outruns the demand for 
a supply of labour, there can be no adequate motive for keeping the debt on 
foot in this province, and you will accordingly take steps for paying off the 
debentures as fast as can be done consistently with their conditions, so as to 
extinguish the debt.

co-operation in carrying out a work beneficial to Great Britain, and which, they hope, may be 
in no small degree conducive to the progress of your colony. 

The rules and plan of the Society as framed by Mrs. Chisholm are most probably known 
to you ; but, to avoid any error, the committee beg to enclose them to you. You will 
observe that this Society does not provide for emigration from gaols, nor penitentiaries, nor 
from workhouses; that neither boys from ragged schools, nor needlewomen, are sent 
out by it; that it is necessary for all applicants to be of irreproachable character, and ulti- 
mately to defray the whole expense of their passage, under a superintendence and system 
conducive to their improvement in morality. If the colonists should see any reason to 
object to the class sent out, or to their numbers, the committee would beg of the Legislature 
to express an early opinion to that effect, so that they may meet the objections if possible, or 
direct their emigration to other colonies where there may be a greater demand for them, and 
consequently a greater wish to receive them. If, however, the opinion of the colonists 
should be favourable to the system of the Society, the committee trust they may confidently 
call upon the Legislature to aid in the good work; and deeply indeed will they deplore it, 
should the representatives of Victoria decline to co-operate with them, and to contribute 
from what has been always represented to be abundant revenue, in order to strengthen 
the hands of their friends at home, who are desirous to promote the best interests of the 
colony. 



To hundreds they have had to refuse passages, not having funds from which to advance 
the requisite loan. The funds in the first instance applicable to loans are entirely raised 
from charitable contributions, which must be uncertain in amount, and at best but limited. 
If their efforts were not thus crippled, they doubt not they could annually send to Victoria 
from four thousand to five thousand selected emigrants, who would ultimately defray every 
shilling of their own passage money, and would, therefore, constitute a clear addition to the 
emigration provided for by the public. A loan on an average of 4.-1. per head, is calculated 
to be sufficient. The committee submit, with all deference to the opinion of the Legislature, 
whose superior knowledge of local demands renders them the only competent judges of such 
a question, whether their funds could be devoted to a better or a nobler end tlTan that of 
planting upon their shores a thoroughly virtuous and industrious population, such as this 
Society are endeavouring to transmit to them. 

If they should think it advisable to make a grant as an experiment, in aid of the loan fund 
of this Society, it would increase its operations exactly in proportion to the means afforded 
to it. And this money, repaid as it would be by the emigrant, would form the foundation of 
a large, continuous, self-supporting system of emigration, such as now exists in America. It is 
alleged by many that the emigrants would not repay the advances thus made to them ; but 
it is submitted, that even if none of them ever repaid a shilling, still that the expense would 
r ol r com P ar ' son of what is at present paid for the Government emigrants. The Earl 
of Shaftesbury, the Right Hon. Sidney Herbert, the Hon. R. Vernon Smith, are ready to 
act as trustees of any money so granted by the Legislature. They would look to see it pro- 
perly applied to the purposes of the Family Colonization Society; but, beyond that, they 
feel that it would be unreasonable for them to incur any personal responsibility. They have 
preferred to address the elective branch of the Government, as it has the control of the 
general revenue. The committee wish for no aid from the land fund, as it might hamper 
their proceedings in England. That fund is now chiefly applied to emigration, and they 
wish to interfere with none. They observe that each individual in Victoria contributes at 
the rate of 21. per head per annum to the general revenue; that, therefore, each emigrant 
sent out by this Society, by m ? ans of that revenue, would in some sense contribute the whole 
sum advanced in two or three years, even if he were so dishonest as to evade a direct 
repayment. 

The committee, therefore, feel that they request nothing from the colony but what will be 
amply repaid by increase of revenue. From the representations made, they regard Victoria 
as a fair field for a due share of their operations ; the number of applicants for passages there 
^ceed tbose for other colonies ;and they now confidently ask for that cordial co-ojerauon, 
without which then: efforts for that colony can be but limited. r

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In reply to your request, I am directed to inform you that Lord Grey is prepared to send VICTORIA. 

out a copy of your letter and of its enclosure to the Lieutenant-Governor of Victoria, and 

to authorize that officer to place on the estimates of the colony a moderate grant to the 
society if he should find that to be the wish of the Legislature/ At the same time, Lord 
Grey thinks it right to express his own opinion that the prospect of the society’s being success- 
ful in recovering the loans which they may make, mainly depends upon the scheme main- 
taining the character of a private arrangement between parties having confidence in each 
other. While the experiment is tried in this form, Lord Grey does not consider its success 
improbable; but past experience, and more especially the trial of a somewhat similar plan 
about twenty years ago, when it entirely failed, induces his Lordship to believe that if the 
means of making the proposed advances in aid of the project were chiefly derived from 
public funds, the difficulty of recovering the loans would be insurmountable. Such, indeed, 

Lord Grey has reason to believe to be the opinion of Mrs. Chisholm herself, since when she first 
called his Lordship’s attention, three or four years ago, to the success of her own individual efforts 
to promote emigration in this manner, she mentioned a conversation which she had had on 
the same subject with the late Governor of New South Wales, when she was in the colony, 
in which Sir G. Gipps said that he had no doubt that advances made by individuals in this 
manner would generally be recovered, but if made by the Government, repayment would 
never be obtained. In repeating this observation, Lord Grey understood Mrs. Chisholm to 
express her assent to its justice. 

I am also directed to observe, that Lord Grey considers it would be improper if any con- 
siderable amount of public money were to be given for prosecuting this experiment, to allow 
the funds to be so applied by a society of private and irresponsible individuals, however 
estimable they may be. 

It will further deserve to be considered by the Legislature how far an emigration of this 
kind is likely to meet the great want of the colony, which is for labourers, as labourers of the 
description most wanted in the colony can obtain free passages through the Colonial Land 
and Emigration Commissioners, and the demand for such passages has lately so much 
diminished, in consequence of the abundance of employment in this country, that the Com- 
missioners have been compelled, in order to fill their ships with the necessary despatch, to 
reduce the deposit demanded; and it seems probable that the emigrants sent out by means 
of the society will principally consist of persons not of the class of labourers, though they 
may still be very valuable settlers. 

These considerations have prevented Lord Grey from offering any assistance to the society 
from the proportion of the land fund applicable to emigration, and they ought, as his Lord- 
ship conceives, to be borne in mind by the local Legislature in determining on any grant 
which may be voted by them from the general revenue of the colony. 

Copies of this correspondence will be transmitted to the Lieutenant-Governor for his 
information and guidance.

Sir, Downing Street, January SO, 1852. 

1. I enclose for your information copies of two reports from the Com- 
missioners of Emigration, upon the extent of the resources at present available 
for carrying on emigration to New South Wales and Victoria, and on the means 
of promoting it, so as to meet the demands likely to arise out of the discovery 
of gold. 

2. You will observe that, possibly owing to the disappointment previously 

experienced by persons who proceeded from this country to California, there 
has by no means occurred that stimulus which might have been expected to 
emigration to Australia since the discovery of gold in that quarter. It became 
necessary, therefore, to consider, first, what means could be adopted to keep up 
and increase the stream of emigrants sent out by Government ; and, secondly, 
whether the rules for their sanction could be in any way qualified, so as to 
embrace persons the least open to the temptation to quit other employments for 
the gold diggings. . , 

3. By the Commissioners reports you will perceive that the services of 
Mr. King, of Port Phillip, have been accepted for making an endeavour to open 
up a new district for the supply of emigrants to Australia. The Commissioners 
are also in communication for the same purpose with landlords in the Hig hlan ds

I am directed by the Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of the 2 1th instant, stating that you are the holder of receipts of 
land orders entitling you to nominate 150 emigrants for a passage to Victoria, and 
requesting to be informed of the regulation under which these emigrants are to be selected. 

In reply I am to acquaint you that at present the Commissioners have only received 
advice from the colonial authorities that you have deposited the sum of 105/. into the 
colonial treasury for the purchase of Crown land in Victoria, and that you are entitled to 
name six statute adults for a passage. If you have been appointed to act as agent for other 
depositors, I am to request that you will forward to this office their passage certificate for 
registration, with any document with which they may have furnished you, authorizing you 
to act for them. 

When this document shall be received the Commissioners will be prepared to supply you 
with forms for any eligible persons you may have to recommend if you will furnish the 
names, ages, and occupations of the intending emigrants, and the number and ages of their 
children, if they have any. 

I enclose for your information a copy of the regulations under which the people are to be 
selected. 

The Commissioners are unable to accede to your application to allow the people to 
proceed in a private ship. Besides the additional expense of sending them in a private 
vessel the Commissioners would not feel at liberty to dispense with the arrangements which 
are made in the ships taken up by them for the safety and comfort of the emigrants, nor 
with the general and medical superintendence of a surgeon appointed by the Board. 

With respect to your remark that you have been informed that obstacles are thrown in 
the way of persons’holding orders to nominate emigrants, I am to state that the Commis- 
sioners are not aware to what you allude; on the contrary, they are desirous of affording 
every facility in their power consistent with the due observance of the established regulations 
subject to which the deposits were made in the colony. But as there has been some 
misconception as to the rights acquired by the nominees, a circular lias been addressed to 
the holders of land orders, with the object of removing these misconceptions. A copy ot this 
circular is herewith enclosed for your information.

Her Majesty's Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners having learnt that persons 
possessed of die right of nominating emigrants for free passage to Australia have in some 
cases received or required sums of money as the price of such nominations, are desirous to 
guard against any misconception as to the rights acquired liy the nominees. It is expressly 
provided by the colonial regulations that all such nominees shall pay the same amount ot 
contribution and conform to the same rules as Ollier emigrants and especially that no such 
nominees shall be accepted unless they are in all respects eligible under the Commissioners 
regulations: and any ineligible persons are always rejected, without any regard whatever to 
any nomination which they may possess; but, on the other hand the number of free 
the Commissioners are at present authorized to send out is so large that eligible applicants, 
even wZnT«nro°.»i"»tL, are very rarely refused, if .hey apply to the Commissioners m 
a regular way, either at their office in Park Street, or through a selecting agent 

It will be obvious therefore that it is not worth while for any intending emigrant “ ‘J° y 
anything for nomination, which, under present circumstances, will confer little or no advantage 
upon them.

I enclose the papers giving me the right of nomination (possession of which constitutes 
agency) to 150 emigrants; and I beg to state distinctly that these papers were not sent 
home for the purpose of sale, nor with a view to charge any sum of money to any emigrants 
who might be nominated, but to send out a poor industrious class of people who have not 
the means of paying the prohibitory tariff that the Commissioners of Emigration have nut 
on emigrants going to the Australian colonies. F 

The papers that are granted by the government of Victoria will not bear the con- 
struction that the Commissioners of Emigration appear to put on them, consequently 
if the Commissioners of Emigration are not prepared to grant the full right that those 
pnpers imply, I will beg of you to return the same to me at once, as I will forward them 
without delay to the gentlemen who sent from the colony, where I have no doubt the 
subject, will receive the attention of them and of my fellow colonists which T believe due 
to this important matter. 

For the information of the Commissioners of Emigration I beg to state that I have 
before me letters from shipowners and agents in Liverpool, stating their willingness to take 
emigrants in batches from 10 to 100; and I am informed, at a much less charge than that 
of the Commissioners, they will allow them the dietary scale that is allowed by the Emi- 
gration Commissioners, and the ships and rations, together with the emigrants to be 
subject to the inspection and approval of the Commissioners. I may further add that 
I am now prepared to nominate 150 eligible agricultural labourers from the counties of 
Cumberland and Westmorland, such as I know, from eighteen years experience in the 
colony, are well adapted for its wants. r 

I cannot comprehend what object the Victoria government could have to issue such 
documents as I now enclose you, if they confer no privilege whatever on the holder (which 
is the definition the Commissioners appear to put on them) ; indeed, had I not full knowledge 
of the government of Victoria, the only conclusion I could arrive at is, that they used 
deception by holding out false inducements to parties purchasing land ; and such must be 
any rational man’s conclusion, if he concurs in the Commissioners’ declaration conveyed 
m your letter to me.

1. We beg to acknowledge your letter of the 19th ultimo, transmitting the copy of 
a letter from Mr. Urquhart, in which he complains of the proceedings of this Board. 

2. Sir John Pakington is probably aware that all persons sent out by us to Australia at 
the expense of the colonial land fund are required to make a certain payment, com- 
monly called the emigrant’s deposit. This payment is absolutely necessary to secure us 
from wanton changes of mind on the part of the emigrant made without notice to us, and 
producing disappointment most inconvenient to those who are charged with filling emigrant 
ships, and of course very expensive to the colony ; it is also required in order to defray the 
expense of the emigrant’s bedding and mess utensils (which generally become his property on 
his arrival in the colony); and, finally, it furnishes a fair means of obtaining from him 
some contribution towards his otherwise free passage. 

3. Persons depositing with this Board money for the purchase of land in Australia are 
allowed to nominate a certain numbeif of emigrants, who, if eligible under the regulations of 
the Board, receive a free passage ; not, however without paying the usual deposit. 

4. In 1848 the colonial authorities, acting on a suggestion of Lord Grey, published two 

sets of regulations respecting immigration. The one set authorized persons settled in 
the colony°to procure the emigration of their relatives from England on payment of sums 
varying according to the age and eligibility of the person nominated, but amounting, even 
in the case of persons perfectly eligible, to 8 L per statute adult. The depositors application 
was made in a form prescribed by Government, and was to the effect that on making the 
prescribed deposit he might “ obtain passages to this colony for the undermentioned persons 
« without any further payment, should the said persons be approved by the Colonial Land 
“ and Emigration Commissioners.” . . „ , 

5. The other set of regulations provided that any person depositing money tor the 
purchase of land should receive interest on his deposits till the receipt of their equivalent in 
land, and should further be entitled to demand that 80 per cent, of their deposits should 
“ be applied towards the payment of passages to this colony for such emigrants as he might 
« nominate.” subject of course to the usual condition as to eligibility, and with especial 
reference to our rules. The form of application prescribed by the colonial authorities was, 
that o certain sum, “ being at the rate of 80 per cent, on the sum deposited, may be applied 
•< towards the payment of the passages to this colony of the peisons below described. 

6. It will be observed that the large rate of payment required from depositors under the 
first set of regulations gives them fair ground for expecting that then nominees should be 
exempted from payment of the so-called deposits required by us in m tagland, and 
accordingly it is expressly provided that their nominees should be accepted without further

10. We beg to state (as will be seen by perusal of the correspondence) that far from 
repudiating any ooligation incurred by the colonial government, we are ready, and have 
repeatedly acquainted Mr. Urquhart of our readiness, to perform these obligations amona 
which, however, we do not include that of sending out his nominees either in ships selected 
or furnished by himself, or without payment of the customary deposits. 

11. We presume that the object of the Victoria government in their regulations of 1848 
was to give land purchasers in the colony a right analogous to that possessed by depositors 
of money m England ; a right, i.e., of nominating emigrants to be taken out in our ships on 
our usual terms. When we become unable to supply shipping for all eligible applicants 
for free passages this right will become valuable. When we find a difficulty in fillL our 
ships it will cease to be so. But we cannot suppose that in offering this privilege to the 
public it was the intention of the Victoria government to guarantee' to it any particular 
value, still less to make it the means of impeding the emigration service, or transferrins

I have the honour to transmit, for the information of his Excellency the Lieutenant- 
Governor, the Report of Immigration and Emigration for the quarter ended 31st 
March 1851. 

2. Two Government vessels arrived during the past quarter, viz., the “ Ascendant ” on 
board 511 JanUary ’ having 24 ' 6 ’ and the “ Prince Re S ent ” having 237 immigrants on 



3. These vessels are well adapted for the conveyance of immigrants, They were clean, 
and in good order in every respect, and the Surgeons-Superintendent appeared to have 
performed their duties in a very efficient manner. 

4. The provisions and water were good and sufficient in quantity. The immigrants 
made no complaints, but expressed themselves well satisfied with the kindness and attention 
of the Surgeons, Masters, and officers of their respective ships. 

5. On board the “Ascendant” there were twelve deaths, viz., four adults, four children, 

and four mfants. On this subject the Health Officer reports, “There were many cases 
« °Y* u o e am ° n S st the married people and children during the voyage, for 

w ic the Surgeon-Superintendent is unable to account, as the provisions were abundant

“ emigrants to these colonies is that of securing a better, that is, a more respectable class 
“ of men than might possibly otherwise be employed in the service, I feel it my duty 
“ to mention to you, for the information of his Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor 
“ as well as the authorities at home, the following facts relating to this matter:

“ * I had with him a few days before the departure of the vessel from this port, that 
“ * he himself received a guinea a month less wages, and the third officer ten shillings 
*• 4 per month less, than they would have respectively have had but for the prospect of the 
“ ‘ Government gratuity.’ 

“ Trusting that some means may be devised by which this transfer of gratuities from 
“ their proper recipients to the pockets of the owners of ships (for it amounts to no less 
“ than this) may be prevented, and apologising for troubling you with this com- 
“ munication,

The number of ships despatched by the Land and Emigration Commis- 
smners was iO; the number of souls, 2,422 ; viz., from England and Wales 
1,813, Scotland 112, Ireland 497 ; the casualties were 35 births, 48 deaths. 

‘ The total sum charged on the Colonial Emigration Fund for conveyance 
and superintendence is stated by the emigration agent to be 22,020 1. 2 s. 2 \d. 

‘In these ships the excess of males over females was 68 ; between 14 and 
45 years of age the excess of males was 97 ; between 45 and 10 it was 7 ; making 
a total excess of 104 male adults in the year 1850. 

‘ The infants and females under 14 years of age were 36, which number 
deducted from 104 leaves the net excess of males, as above mentioned, 68. 

agent remarks that every Government ship brings out an 
excess of from 10 to 15 unmarried male adults, the evil being mitigated, if at all, 
only m some measure by an excess of female children.

✓ 2. The excess of immigration over emigration for the quarter has been 836 

./ souls ; wages continue without reduction, 4 and a great demand still exists for 
female servants, but there is a growing disinclination to employ Irish if 
/ English and Scotch labourers are to be had, and that the influx of Irish 
/ labourers has been in excess of the fair proportion which should be sent as 

compared with the English and Scotch. 

S. The emigration agent suggests that ships from Liverpool should be 
obliged to have fittings arranged on the plan enforced in London ships ; the 
“Catherine” being by no means as clean as she ought to have been, and 
deficient in light and ventilation in the after part allotted to single women. He 
also suggests that Liverpool should be fixed as a second and more central depbt 
for the embarkation of emigrants, so that greater numbers might emigrate from 
Scotland, the north of Ireland, and north of England. 

4. The emigration agent further reports that numbers who ought to have 
paid their own passages have taken an unfair advantage of the regulations by 
returning themselves as daily labourers, when they were nothing of the kind, 
and that a re-consideratlon of the scale of prepayment in aid of passage money 
is desirable, with a view to its return to the old standard. 

5. The labour office report speaks of the persons most out of employment as 
of a description unsuitable to the wants of the . colonists ; viz., portrait painters, 
druggist’s assistants, lawyer’s clerks, book-keepers, salesmen, storekeepers, 
needlewomen, ladies maids, dressmakers, upper nurses, genteel housekeepers, 
and highly educated poor women unaccustomed to manual labour.

° n b ° a i d 1116 “Osceola” there were ten deaths, viz., three female adults, six female 
children, and one male infant; the births were four males and one female. The 
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“Wanderer” had four deaths, viz., two male adults and two female infants; the births 
were two females and one male. The Health Officer reports as follows respecting the 
“Wanderer:” “22nd May, I boarded the emigrant ship ‘Wanderer’ this morning at 
« the North Arm, in consequence of having received notice that several cases of measles 
« had occurred during the voyage. The Surgeon-Superintendent informs me that on the 
“ 11th day of January, before the vessel had proceeded on her voyage, a child was attacked, 

“ but immediately removed on shore with bedding and clothes, and was not taken again on 
“ board.” 

The vessel finally left Plymouth on the 23d January, and on the 26th another case of 
measles appeared, and from that date till the 17th March fifteen cases in all had occurred 
on board. 

I directed that the bedding which had been used by those infected, should be destroyed, 
and the clothes to be boiled and washed ; and this having been accomplished, the vessel was 
allowed to proceed to Port Adelaide. 

The Health Officer reports in the highest terms of the cleanliness of the ship and 
immigrants. 

The health of the immigrants on board the “Catherine” was indifferent, some cases of 
fever were, at the recommendation of the Surgeon, removed to the hospital, and I cannot 
avoid adding that the immigrants, particularly the children of this ship, had not the usual 
healthy appearance. There were five deaths, viz., two male and one female adult, one male 
and one female infant. The births were three males and two females. 

7. The general conduct of the immigrants during their passage out is stated to have been 
good, and they appear well suited to the wants of the colony. 

There arrived also during the quarter fifty-two British and three foreign passenger ships, 
bringing by the former 850 souls, and by the latter four. 

8. Referring to the accompanying return, No. 1, I beg to draw attention to the increase 
of immigration from Ireland, and a decrease from England. It has occurred to me that 
this circumstance arises from the excessive money payment required from agricultural 
labourers and poor mechanics. This fact scarcely admits of a question, when it is borne in 
mind that the labourers wages range from 6s. to 10s. a week; to raise the sum, therefore, 
of 21. each for a man, his wife, and two children under fourteen without assistance is utterly 
beyond his power; if he has more than, two children under fourteen he must pay 5 L 
for each. The parish, I presume, renders the required assistance, which they scarcely will 
do to their best men. 

The consequences that have resulted from the present system are precisely those which 
were anticipated by the Commissioners and Mr. Hawes in their replies to applications 
from Mr. Kingston to Earl Grev, and Mr. Scott to Mr. Merivale, in favour of increased 
payments; and, as Mr. Hawes predicted, vast numbers who ought to have paid their own 
passages have taken an unfair advantage of the regulations by returning themselves as 

daily labourers when they were nothing of the kind. 

9. The increase of Irish is accounted for by the well known fact that the Irish landlords in 
order to clear their estates advance the necessary amount; they of course act on the same 
principle as the parochial authorities, and very naturally retain their best people, and I 
regret to add, there is a growing disinclination to employ the Irish if English or Scotch 
are to be had ; what has operated prejudicially in England has had, no doubt, a corre- 
sponding effect in Scotland. 1 beg further to remark, that taking the census of 1841 of 
Great Britain and Ireland as the basis of calculation, the numbers of Irish which have 

' arrived this year has far exceeded a fair proportion. The following table will at once 
enable his Excellency to ascertain whether I am correct, and assuming the pomts I have 
adverted to to be so, I respectfully submit his Exce lency would do good service by urging 
Her Majesty’s Commissioners to reconsider the subject of payment, with a view to their 
reverting to the old standard. 

The population of England, Scotland, and Ireland, according to census 184,1, amounts 
to 26,102,168, of which there ale in

10. I have endeavoured to discover the cause of so few Scotchmen coming to this 
colony, but I cannot ascertain any defined reason why we are deprived of so valuable a 
class of labourers. I think if the Commissioners could be induced to relax their rule of 
having only one depot, and establish a second and more central one — Liverpool, for 
example, it might be most advantageous and operate as an inducement to greater numbers 
to emigrate from Scotland, the North of Ireland, and North of England ; and in order to 
give full effect to this suggestion I would propose that all intending emigrants, North of 
the 53d degree of latitude, should have the option of embarking from Liverpool, instead 
of being obliged to go to Plymouth. The depot at Liverpool would be just as much 
under the immediate supervision of the Commissioners as that of Plymouth, and I think 
the additional expense of such an establishment would be more than counterbalanced by 
the additional facilities it would offer to the portions of country mentioned. I will only 
add, that the emigration from the Clyde has for the last two or three years exceeded 12,000 
souls, and admitting many of them to have been Irish, the great majority I imagine must 
have been Scotchmen. 

11. Referring to query No. 7. of Return No. 2., I have to state that the two pound loaf 
has fallen to 5 d. since that return was made out ; I do not, however, think it necessary, for 
the reasons given in my answer, to say more on the subject, as I conceive emigration cannot 
and certainly ought not to be in the slightest degree affected by any temporary rise in the 
price of bread.

Labour Office Report. 

Colonial Labour Office, Adelaide, 

Sir, July 1. 185L 

The first six months having elapsed since the Government took this office under 
its protection and support, the Committee beg to report, for the information of his 
Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor, that its utility remains undiminished, and the value 
of an office for the meeting of labourers with employers is most fully established ; and 
the grateful feelings of the parties accommodated is so frequency expressed as to beco e 
a valuable reward in itself, for since so many thousands of pounds are expended in brmgin 0 
people to this colony, it appears only reasonable that there should be a point of con- 
centration where that labour may be readily exchanged, as multitudes are constantly

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SOUTH requiring workpeople for a short period. The habit of repairing to the Labour Office 
JSTRALIA. j s b ecome almost natural, that both parties (employers and employed) seem to be gratified 
that such facility is afforded them. There have only been 683 new applicants, while 1,110 
persons have received situations from the office, the balance being in behalf of persons 
previously on the books. 

His Excellency may reasonably expect that the Committee would offer an opinion upon 
the great question of supply and demand for labourers ; and there is one sure test, namely, 
the price of labour. So far as this Committee is aware, there is no diminution in its value; 
and as to demand, that is materially governed by the price, that is, if labour were lower 
many would employ more than they do, but people live in the expectation of its becoming 
lower, and are disappointed from year to year, so that with the great increase of the price 
in the value of land products it is not unreasonable to expect that labour will henceforth 
be put into activity, in confidence that it will be well rewarded. Under this head the 
Committee would wish to put on record a most remarkable fact, that the price of wheat 
in England by the last accounts is less than half what it is in South Australia, — the price 
being 9s. to 10s. per bushel of 60 lbs. This proves that in no country is the price of its 
food stationary, and everything under human control is sure to vary sometimes too little, 
and sometimes too much, in its supplies. 

The persons most out of employ are those who never ought to have come. Farming 
and mining are the staple employments, and these are not overdone ; but of what use are 
portrait painters, druggists assistants, lawyers clerks, book-keepers, salesmen, storekeepers, 
and persons who have no trades in their “hands in a colony like this consisting of 70,000 
persons in all grades of society? Care must he taken by philanthropic individuals only 
to send such as can labour hard for their living; bush work is no child’s play, and masters 
who have to wqdc hard for their own living have a strong desire that their workmen should 
be able to endure hard work also. 

Women, too, who know nothing of housework and the proper duties of a family are 
very unfit to be sent here, because a man having his own land, and getting a living 
thereby, wants a wife who can manage in-doors while he is doing the business of the farm. ° 

Needlewomen, ladies maids, dressmakers, upper nurses, genteel housekeepers, and all 
highly educated poor women have very little chance here to get on; the fact is, all have 
to work and work hard, because seventeen out of every twenty farmers work upon their 
own land, and do the work mainly themselves, and what can these do with fine ladies for 
wives and helpers.

I HAVE the honour of enclosing a correspondence with the Adelaide 
Benevolent and Strangers’ Friend Society, in which the society express alarm 
at an anticipated influx of emigrants at the rate of two ships a month, especially 
during the winter months, and suggest that an emigrant’s home should be 
erected at the expense of the funds applicable to the introduction of emigrants, 
in which they should be maintained until they obtained employment' either 
from the Government or from private persons. 

As I did not concur in the views of the society, except to the extent set 
forth in my reply, I have the honour of submitting the correspondence for your 
Lordship’s consideration.

In accordance with the wishes of the meeting ns expresed in their fourth* resolution, I 
take the liberty of addressing your Excellency on the subject of the distress likely to result

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from the sudden influx of immigrants during the winter months, in consequence of the very 
limited demand for labour in the immediate vicinity of Adelaide, and the present 
inadequate means of promoting their objects in the country districts. 

In bringing this subject under your Excellency’s notice, I am instructed to disclaim, on 
the part of the committee, any intention or desire to discourage or throw any impediment 
in the way of emigration to this colony ; on the contrary, I am directed to assure your 
Excellency that the Committee are perfectly satisfied there will be for many years to come 
abundance of employment in South Australia for as many emigrants as the mother country 
can spare ; they simply regret the accidental resumption of immigration in the winter 
months. 

The Committee would respectfully recall your Excellency’s attention to the fact that 
there is only one inlet for immigration labour in the province, and that is through the port 
and City of Adelaide ; that the employers of mining, agricultural, and pastoral labour are 
scattered over a large tract of country, and consequently that time is required to allow the 
stream of immigration to dissipate itself through the length and breadth of the province. 

If employment could in all cases be obtained immediately by the newly arrived immi- 
grants this appeal to your Excellency would be in a great degree unnecessary, for then 
only such cases of distress would require relief as might arise from peculiar circumstances 
of sickness or bereavement; but unfortunately it frequently happens that a long period 
intervenes between the arrival of an immigrant and his obtaining employment, and an 
interval of even a few days of unprofitable idleness is a matter of serious inconvenience 
to persons landing in a strange colony without sufficient means to supply them with the 
most common implements of husbandry, without which they cannot in most cases procure 
employment. 

It is with a view to devise such measures as your experience may suggest, for assisting 
newly arrived immigrants to support themselves during this trying interval, that the Com- 
mittee earnestly invite your Excellency’s attention to the subject, and they beg to recom- 
mend to your favourable consideration the plan suggested in the second resolution, namely, 
the erection of a building, to be called “ The Immigrants Home,” on the principle of the' 
“Model Lodging Houses in London,” in which male and female immigrants might find 
shelter from the inclemency of the weather, and be rescued from the misery, and in the 
case of females from the ruin, to which they are exposed in the low lodging houses which 
abound in the city. The Committee fear, however, that they cannot raise sufficient funds 
for such a purpose by private subscription, and they appeal to your Excellency to assist 
them with a grant from the Immigration Fund, which could, not, they respectfully suggest, 
be more legitimately appropriated than in furnishing the immigrants newly arrived in a 
land of strangers with accommodation similar to that afforded them in the land of their 
fathers prior to their embarkation at the emigration depots. 

The Committee have further directed me respectfully to suggest to your Excellency the 
advisableness of recommending Her Majesty’s Land and Emigration Commissioners, either 
totally or partially, to discourage emigration to this colony during the months of February, 
March, and April, as vessels leaving England in those months arrive in this colony during 
our winter season, when the demand for labour is less than at any other period of the year, 
and the number of emigrants intended to be sent out during the other months could be 
proportionably increased.

“ month, many to be landed during the wet and stormy months at the dead season of the 

« year for farming operations, and at a time when from various causes so many mines are 
“ unable to afford employment to the labouring classes.” In the absence, however, of the 
communication of the like views from the majority of the colonists, his Excellency will, in 
transmitting the report of the society, express his doubts whether the resumption of free 
emigration at the rate of two ships a month is contemplated by the community at large 
with the alarm and surprise which are expressed by the society. The Immigration Agent 
and the Committee of the Labour Office have both recently reported (and long subsequently 
to the publication of the opinions of the Benevolent Society) that the price of labour is 
undiminished ; spade labour is not, his Excellency believes, obtainable at this moment for 
3s. a day, and ploughing cannot be effected under 14s. an acre. 

2. With reference to the further observation of the society, that unless “ this important 
“ subject be speedily taken up by the authorities, and shelter and employment be timely 
« provided, the society foresees a lamentable increase of distress,” his Excellency must 
remark that it will be the duty of the Board for the relief of the Destitute Poor to extend 
relief to cases of actual destitution in the building which has been recently hired for the 
purpose, at the recommendation of the Destitute Board, at an expense of 150/. per annum. 
As respects accommodation for unprotected young women on their first arrival, his 
Excellency has been this morning informed that in another building capable of temporarily 
accommodating about forty there is at present but one single woman of the above 
description. 

His Excellency has been also informed that in a broad paling building containing ten 
rooms, erected at Port Adelaide to afford shelter for a night or two at a time to emigrants 
on their first arrival, there are no other tenants than policemen and other persons who take 
care of the premises until they are wanted for the above purpose, and that no such demand 
for them has occurred during the last fourteen months. 

The relief afforded by law and voluntary charity must be extended to destitution, but 
in all other cases it cannot be too distinctly and plainly stated that it is neither the function 
nor the intention of any authorities in this colony or in the mother country to guarantee 
employment to emigrants. It is impolitic and unnecessary that persons not disabled by 
sickness or infirmity should receive food or shelter gratuitously, the dependence of such 
persons on Government for employment and shelter in times long happily passed away was 
attended with great detriment to the community, and especially to private employers of 
labour. Unless employment can be found for emigrants by private employers, contractors, 
and others, the stream of emigration cannot with propriety be promoted by either the local 
or the Imperial Government. Any formidable increase of destitution, if it arise from the 
want of employment for emigrants, will, after present relief, be prevented for the future, 
and in mercy to the intending emigrants themselves can be met, whenever necessary, by a 
partial or total cessation of emigration. 

3. The question of discouraging emigration from England in certain months so as to 
obviate arrivals in our winter was long ago brought under the consideration of the Land 
and Emigration Commissioners, who reported that such a measure was impracticable, 
without considerably lessening the amount and increasing the cost of emigration. 

4. His Excellency thinks an emigrants home, as suggested by the society, on the plan of 
Model Lodging Houses in London, viz., one of self support and moderate profit, would be 
very useful, whenever, as in London, a private association shall have agreed to a scheme 
by which the charge on the occupants of the house shall be calculated to defray the current 
expenses, including management, and to pay reasonable interest on the outlay, and his Excel- 
lency trusts such a proposition, under the auspices of the Adelaide Strangers Friend Society, 
will receive popular sympathy and support, and when the details of the plan and a list of 
paid up subscriptions shall be submitted to his Excellency, he will propose a moderate grant 
in aid to the favourable consideration of the local legislature. 

If the emigrant’s home should become a Government institution, or the cost of its 
erection or maintenance be defrayed by Government, its usefulness will be greatly impaired ; 
it will be subjected to many abuses, its accommodation would be claimed as a right, the 
payment of rent would be evaded, the expense of management increased, and it would fail to 
be a charitable self-supporting establishment. 

His Excellency’s experience in this and other countries of the best mode of inducing 
emigrants to shorten the trying period between their arrival and the time of their obtaining 
employment is to throw them entirely on their own resources, even at the risk of some 
hardship and privation, and to give support only to the sick and destitute.

I have the honour of enclosing a copy of a letter, dated the 19th 
ultimo, addressed to the emigration agent by the surgeon superintendent of the 
emigrant ship “ Wanderer,” and to suggest that it should be referred to the 
Land and Emigration Commissioners. 

2. The contents of the letter may be classed under the following heads, sug- 
gestive of measures to be taken prior to the sailing of the ship from England : 

1st. Life buoys and boats in readiness to be lowered. 

2d. Lightning conductors. 

3d. Deficiency of clothing on the part of Irish emigrants, and superiority of 
provisions in London ships over those of Liverpool. 

4th. Improved construction of fireplaces for cooking. 

5th. The promotion of exercise by dancing would be assisted by a musical 
instrument. 

6th. Better ventilation and increased means of ensuring cleanliness. 

7th. That the return passage of surgeons should be defrayed at the expense 
of the emigration fund.

13. Mats and slop pails recommended, showing the difference between teak decks and 
those of North American ships, as well as the necessity of having a double supply of swing 
stoves, coke, charcoal, holystones, sand, together with grindstone, sieve, and other articles 
for North American ships. 

14. Good habits and morals. 

15. Observing on the hardship of surgeons superintendent finding their own passage 
home, and suggesting it should be provided at the expense of Government.

AUSTRALIA. j n the colony of as great a number as possible of those intrusted to his charge, and in a 
condition the most likely to prove serviceable to the colonists. With their previous 
characters, occupations, or attainments he has nothing to do. His duty previously to 
the embarkation of the emigrants consists in providing that no one be allowed to embark 
who from the state of his health is likely to be a source of loss to the colony in his own 
person, or by bringing disease amongst the others. Having once embarked them, his duty 
is to render them as comfortable as circumstances will permit on board ship, and to land 
them, as far as possible, in possession of good health, good habits, and good morals. 

3. The causes of death on board ship as elsewhere may be divided into two; viz., 
sickness and accidents. With regard to the latter of these two, every means have been taken 
by the Government before the ship leaves England in the way of life-buoys and boats 
to provide against accidents by water; in many cases, however, these means are rendered 
nugatory by the folly or obstinacy of those in charge of the ship. The life-buoys, for 
instance, 1 have known to be, in spite of representations, kept in the captain’s cabin, 
instead of being, as they ought to be, hung over the stern or quarter of the ship (which 
is the place where, in the event of a man falling overboard, people generally from curiosity 
rush to) in such a way that they can be let go in an instant. 

4. The boat too has been so useless from the number of lashings, &c. around it, and 
with being filled with all sons of odds and ends, that unless a man could swim well he 
would most probably be drowned before a boat could be lowered. One of our seamen 
fell overboard one afternoon on the passage out. The only boat that was outside the 
ship, or that could be lowered into the water, had first of all to be emptied of sundry 
superfluous articles belonging to some other part of the ship, and a number of lashings 
had to be cut away before the boat could be lowered. 

Fortunately the man could swim well and reached the life-buoy, otherwise he must 
have been drowned, as he was fully half an hour in the water before a boat reached him. 
I had several times previously told the. captain that I thought it necessary to have at least 
one boat with oars and everything complete in it ready for being lowered at a moment’s 
warning, but I never could get any sort of answer, except that he had never seen a man 
lost overboard. 

5. Although not required in the charter-party, there seems to be some secret arrange- 
ment or stipulation by which every emigrant ship is made to carry a lightning conductor ; 
it is, however, considered to be optional with the captains of the ships as to whether they 
will fix this conductor up or not, and I need not add that the mode of doing so is also 
left to their discretion. In one ship I sailed in the lightning conductor terminated at one 
of the cabin windows. In another ship it was kept in a wooden box all the voyage in the 
captain’s cabin, as he was of opinion that they only attracted lightning. Considering, 
therefore, the class of men who in many instances command emigrant ships, I think that 
the less that is left to their discretion the better, and that it should be imperative on them 
to carry at sea at least one boat ready in every respect for immediate service, and that 
before the ship sails the life-buoys and lightning conductor should be fastened up for them 
in the place where and in the manner in which they are to remain during the voyage. 
With these precautions the risks from this class of accidents may be diminished'. 

6. With regard to sickness as a cause of death, when sickness does occur every surgeon 
of course knows how to treat it, and no specified rules can be laid down applicable to 
every case, but something may be said on what I consider a much more important subject; 
viz., the prevention of sickness or the preservation of health. 

T. lie chief means of preserving health during the voyage I consider to be a sufficient 
supply of clothing, a sufficient and regular supply of wholesome and well-cooked food, 
moderate exercise of mind and body, personal cleanliness, free ventilation, strict dryness, 
and cleanliness between decks. 

7. To the first of these points, a suitable supply of clothing, I am compelled to say that 
in many cases from the Irish ports sufficient attention has not been paid, and I have been 
obliged during the voyage to cut up some of the hospital blankets and the flannel in the 
medicine chest to make warm clothing for the younger children. The English in general, 

owever poor, are better supplied. With regard to the food, when there are many Irish 
or scotch emigrants on board I consider the present scale a very suitable one. Should 
the emigrants consist principally of English, I think the quantity of oatmeal might be 
diminished, and that of meat, especially the preserved meat, increased. The quantity of 
tins latter is so small that if served out as from the tin there is scarcely a mouthful for each 
person, and if made into soup with rice and water it is so weak as to be unpalatable. 

b. ihe quality of food in ships inspected in London I have always seen good and much 
superior to those fitted up in Liverpool. 

9. The means of cooking I have generally considered defective. The faults of the 
cooking apparatus have been in my own experience numerous. In the first place it lias 
always been imperfectly sheltered from the wind and rain. The only covering has at 
times been tarpaulins at the sides (a wooden top of coarse), which in a high wind are 
useless, and the consequence has been that in strong breezes the cook has complained 
that his tires will not burn, and that consequently the people’s food cannot be properly 
cooked. 1 can see no reason why the cooking apparatus for emigrants should not be 
inclosed in a properly constructed wooden house of sufficient dimensions, as well as that 
lor the seamen. 
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Secondly, It has been purchased at second-hand, and therefore not so strong as it ought 
to have been. This, I suspect, was the case with ours this voyage, and in consequence 
required repairing at Plymouth, twice during the voyage, and when in harbour here almost 
entirely broke down. Fortunately for us one of our emigrants was a blacksmith, or we 
might not have been able to get it repaired at sea. It has also in general been loo small 
and badly constructed. The apparatus sent on hoard us this voyage was at first too small 
even for the number of passengers we had, and' we were therefore obliged to have some of 
the boilers enlarged when the ship lay at Plymouth. After this alteration it was large 
enough for our numbers, as we were short of our complement, but if the full number had 
been on board it would certainly have been too small. It was also, I think, badly constructed, 
inasmuch as the boilers were all too thin in the bottoms, and therefore, according to the 
statement of the cooks, exceedingly apt to burn the soup. Considerable inconvenience also 
was experienced from the circumstance of the large copper, as the cooks term it, being a 
fixture ; our apparatus only admitting of two small square boilers being on the fire at a 
time along with the copper ; these boilers were required every morning for burgoo, and 
the copper for tea-water or cocoa. The copper was emptied of its contents by a brass tap 
or cock, but in consequence of this being inserted some little distance from the bottom it 
could never be properly emptied, nor could the copper be raised on end so ns to allow the 
contents to be baled out; in consequence some hot water and some cocoa were lost every 
morning. But this was not the worst: after breakfast the copper was required for boiling 
the people’s meat and puddings in, the boilers being taken to make soup. On cocoa days 
therefore after breakfast, before this copper could he cleared out for the reception of the 
food for dinner in consequence of its being a fixture, the fires had to be let down, and even 
then it could only be imperfectly cleaned, and if required for any purpose (and it is always 
advisable to have a supply of clean hot salt water in them for baths to children) the same 
process had to be gone through after dinner. Were the copper movenble all this incon- 
venience might be spared. 

As no cooking apparatus, however well constructed, is self-acting, it becomes requisite to 
secure the services of a proper person to act as cook. More care ought to be taken in the 
selection of this person. The charter-party very properly requires that he shall be a sea- 
faring person. I do not think that a voyage to America, and, after some considerable period 
of residence there, a passage back to England, as in the case of our cook, entitles a man to he 
called a seafaring man. I would suggest that no man ought to be shipped ns emigrants cook 
unless he have earned real wages in some respectable ship as a seamen’s cook for at least 
six months previously. Without the test of real wages or some similar test there can be no 
protection against the frauds of shipowners, who will take any fellow who has perhaps 
acted as assistant on board one of the American ships where the cooking is done by the 
messes themselves as they best can, and ship him on board an emigrant ship as a seafaring 
cook at the nominal wages of Is. per month. There is, no doubt, a kind of provision 
against this by stopping the captain’s gratuity; at least we are ordered in our instructions to 
note whether the food is habitually cooked badly or not, at proper hours, with reference to 
its bearing on the master’s gratuity. He, however, in many cases is not the person 



The fault lies with the shipowners, and they ought always to be held responsible. This, 
however, is no compensation to the emigrants or to the surgeon for the annoyance caused 
by a bad cook. Let the shipowners show that they really desire to find a good cook by 
orvin" one real instead of nominal wages, and let the cook sign articles of agreement 
subjecting himself to a deduction from his wages every time the food is badly cooked, or not 
prepared°at the proper time, and I will venture to say we shall have a better class of cooks 

and a more contented set of emigrants. . 

10. With regard to mental and bodily exercise, every surgeon has to a certain extent the 
means in his own hands of ensuring these requisites. One deficiency, however, I consider 
exists on this point. We are enjoined to promote music and dancing by all the means in 
our power but we have not always the means of doing so. There may be no musical 
instrument on board, or no one able or willing to play for the others, dancing in consequence 
is out of the question. I do not speak from theoretical notions, but from what I have 
known to be the case. I would therefore propose that a violin with a due supply of spare 
strings resin, Stc., and perhaps also a clarionet or fife, be sent on board each ship, lhe 
expense would be very trifling, and if there were any musical amateurs on board, the 
promise of giving them the instruments at the end of the voyage would be suffic.ent 
inducement to ensure their services during the voyage. Two pair of dumb-bells would 
also be a desirable addition. . . . , , 

11 As far as personal cleanliness is concerned, unless bathing at proper times be made 
compulsory it is quite impossible of attainment amongst the married women ; amongst the 
single women and the men the matron and surgeon have each an opportunity respectively 
of observing anv deficiency in this respect, but the married women have none to look alter 
them, except their husbands, and they in many cases are not very particular. 

\o With regard to free ventilation, when so many human beings are breathing the same 
atmosphere, is s°o essential to the preservation of health, great care ought to be taken in the 
selection of a ship, that she have a certain minimum number of scuttles according to hei 
lencrth, and these^cuttles of certain definite dimensions. There ought also to be atW two 
good stern ports in each ship of sufficient dimensions to afford a good light to the after part 
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south of the ship. The minimum dimensions ought to be specified, instead of being left to the 
AUSTRALIA. judgment or caprice of the agent at the port in which the vessel is taken up. The minimum 
dimensions of the hatches ought also to be specified, in proportion of course to the tonnage 
of the ship, as a hatch which in a small ship would be of ample dimensions would be quite 
insufficient for a ship of large dimensions. Every ship also, whatever may be her size, 
ought to have what are termed storm hatches ; windsails ought also to be fitted and in 
operation in every ship before the emigrants embark, instead of trusting, as is sometimes done, 
to their being made on board, in which case they are generally made out of any worthless 
material that may come to hand. 

On the point of dryness between decks, as prevention is always better than cure, every 
means ought to be used to keep the wet out. The chief causes of wet between decks on 
board ship are from water shipped at the scuttles or stern ports in consequence of their not 
being fitted sufficiently tight, leaks from decks, by side of masts and ventilators, &c., leaks 
from waterclosets, &c., water pipes, rain coming in at the hatches, water spilt in the neigh- 
bourhood of the fore-hatch, either when serving out fresh water or when refilling the casks 
with salt water, wet conveyed by the feet of the people from the upper and to the between 
decks, spilling of slops or water between decks, seas shipped on deck and rushing down the 
hatchways, &c. &c., all these causes are susceptible of removal or alleviation. The decks, 
waterclosets, water pipes, scutdes, and stern ports might all be subjected to appropriate 
tests before the emigrants embark, and every deficiency at once rectified. There might also 
be, as I have seen in some ships, a hollow in the sill of each port or scuttle where any water 
running might lodge, and from thence be conveyed by a hole inside the skin into the hold, 
instead of trickling into the bed places or on the decks. A supply of soldering material 
should also be sent on board each ship, and I think each ship should, in addition to her 
carpenter, carry as part of her crew a caulker to attend to leaks in the upper deck, &c. To 
prevent the rain coming down the hatchways there ought to be fitted up over each 
hatchway, before the ship leaves port, a proper tarpaulin, constructed expressly for the 
purpose, which should be made to slope from a proper height above the hatch down to the 
deck, and then be secured by proper stops to a batten about a foot distant from the 
hatchway at each side, and extending about two or three feet both before and behind the 
hatch. By this means a sort of tent might be formed in rainy weather which would exclude 
the wet and admit air without being obliged to fasten the hatch down, or to have recourse to 
any old tarpaulin that may be at hand; such a tarpaulin could, when simpler means failed, be 
easily fitted up by having, in addition to the two battens already mentioned, two upright 
pieces of wood or iron at proper distances, one in front and the other behind the hatchway, 
with a connecting bar or ridge rope on which the tarpaulin when not required might be 
rolled up ready tor use. As in the usual method of drawing water by the common buckets, a 
good deal is spilt on the between decks by the fore hatchway, there ought to be at least three 
scuttle butts on deck with lock and key, capable of containing respectively the ship’s 
company’s emigrants cook’s and emigrants drinking water. 

There should be at least three or four, and the water should be served out to the 
emigrants from the scuttle butts on the upper deck ; any loss of water before it is served out 
from the butt falling on the ship, and not on the emigrants: As every ship too, after having 
been some time at sea, requires, in order to preserve her trim, to fill up her empty casks with 
salt water, there ought to be a proper water-proof hose and filling tub on board each ship 
for this purpose. 

13. In order to prevent wet and dirt being brought by the feet of the people from the 
upper to the lower deck there ought to be two good sized mats made of coir at the foot of 
each ladder, and on each side the hatch, on which the people may clean their feet when 
requisite. To prevent the nuisance arising from the spilling of slops, &c. between decks, it 
would be advisable to have in each division of a ship two or three good sized covered slop 
pails, secured in racks to prevent their being upset, which could be removed and emptied at 
regular hours by the sweepers. Proper storm hatches would in most cases prevent any seas 
from going below, as, however, notwithstanding every precaution, the decks may get wet, 
our only means of drying them properly are hot sand and swing stoves. In a ship with a 
good teak deck the wood is so hard that the wet takes little hold of it, and drying is effected 
very soon. In these North American built ships, however, the wood composing the decks 
is in general so soft that it is difficult to get them properly dried after having been once wet; 
in such ships it would be very necessary to have a double supply of swing stoves, coke, and 
charcoal. 

Strict cleanliness between decks is also an essential to health and comfort on board ship, 
and here I think our present means are inadequate, at least in North American built ships. 
Our orders from the Commissioners are to scrape or dry holystone every day. With decks 
such as ours were, and such as I believe most of the decks of the North American ships are, 
so soft is the wood, so numerous are knots in it, and in so many different directions do the 
fibres run in the same plank, that it is utterly impossible to clean such a ship by scraping 
alone. Scraping such a deck raises the fibre, makes the surface rough, and more apt to 
imbibe dirt than it was before. 

Although a teak deck can never be made to look so white as a pine deck, yet I will 
undertake, and in fact from want of other means have been obliged to do so, to make it as 
clean with nothing but the men’s knives used as scrapers as another deck can be made with 
scrapers and holystones. With a pine deck therefore we must have more sand and more 
holystones than are usually allowed. Our allowance in London were twenty-four plain and 
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foui - mounted, and Lieutenant Lean considered he had given me more than the ordinary 
supply ; fully one half of these were used up before the ship left Plymouth, and had I not at 
my own expense procured at Plymouth three dozen extra stones and a large cask of sand, 
and latterly holystoned only every second or third day, the ship would in all probability 
have been in a very dirty state before the voyage was half over. I think therefore that no 
ship ought to leave with fewer than one dozen and a half scrapers, five dozen holystones, and 
two tons of the whitest and driest sand that can be procured ; a sieve also ought to be sent on 
board for the purpose of sifting the sand which has been used for the decks, as when it is 
sifted after being only once used and the dirt thrown away it will do for cleaning the tables 
and seats on the following day. With these and a grindstone to sharpen our scrapers on 
when requisite, a cask of whitewash, and a brush for the masts and stanchions, and the seats 
and tables moveable as is the plan of the London ships, I think there can be no difficulty 
in making any ship clean ; to keep her so requires of course constant care and attention by 
all parties, and in the neighbourhood of the fore hatchway, in consequence of most ships now 
bringing out coals as part of their cargo, when any portion of the stores such as the water is 
stowed amongst them, the coal dust adheres to the feet of those who have to go into the 
hold, and in consequence gets conveyed for the between decks ; without coir mats such as I 
have already mentioned it is impossible to keep the place clean. 

14. As far as the formation of good habits is concerned, it is the fault of the surgeon and 
matron if they do not find quite enough for the people to do in the way of work to prevent 
them acquiring habits of idleness on board. 

The most difficult thing is to preserve the morals of the young women on board. It 
ought to be the earnest object of the surgeon to provide that they are landed as pure, not 
only in body but also in mind, as when they embarked. For this purpose it is far preferable 
to incur the charge of being over strict, and perhaps overstepping his strict duty, than to 
be too lax j the young women are exposed to the risk of many chances of moral contamina- 
tion, not only from the sailors, but also from the. young men; I therefore do not allow a 
sailor to speak to a girl on any account, nor do I allow the young men to come on the 
quarter deck to which the young women are confined, except on Sunday afternoon, and even 
then that privilege is only'allowed to such as have sisters or cousins on board. I also 
persuaded the married messes to act as captains to the young women’s messes in the way of 
drawing their water and provisions for them, and taking it to and from the cook.^ Although 
I found no difficulty in persuading my married messes to do this, yet I think it would be 
desirable to incorporate it if possible into the regulations so as to render it imperative. 

15. Having said so much about the service in general, perhaps I may now be allowed to 
make one suggestion regarding the surgeons superintendent, which is, that I consider it very 
hard that we should be compelled to pay our own passages back. I would therefore suggest 
that a passage be found by Government to such of their surgeons as they may consider 
worthy of being retained in the service. By this plan they might be enabled to make a 
distinction between such as have conducted themselves well and such as have only the 

negative merit of having done nothing to cause the loss of their gratuity.

The Immigrants of the “Marion” having been finally settled with by the Govern- 
ment, I have the honour to submit the following report of the measures adopted in 
consequence of the wreck of this ship. 

On the evening of the 31st ultimo I received information from the Lieut.-Governor 
of the wreck of the “Marion” on Troubridge Shoal, and that upwards of sixty immigrants 
had been landed at Cape Jervis, and fifteen at Rapid Bay. 1 was also directed to put 
myself into communication with Captain Lipson, the harbour master, and report to his 
Excellency the proposed arrangements of that officer; they were to this effect : the Govern- 
ment schooner “ Yatala,” the schooner “Venus,” together with the cutter “Frolic” and 
“ Midge ” were to start at daylight the next morning (1st August), the three former 
vessels for the wreck, and the “ Midge ” for Cape Jervis and Rapid Bay ; these vessels 
sailed accordingly. About 8 o’clock the same morning the “Maid of the Mill” arrived 
from the wreck with the surgeon superintendent, master, and about 170 of the immigrants. 
These people were provided with breakfast and dinner in different houses in the port, and 
’forwarded to Adelaide in the afternoon, where they occupied the new police barracks. 

On Saturday evening Captain Lipson returned in the “Yatala” from the wreck- 
bringing the remainder of the immigrants who had been landed on Yorke’s Peninsula ; they 
were immediately landed anti lodged in the iron store of Mr. Newman, which that gentleman 
had most kindly placed at my disposal. Tea was served out to them, and the next day, 
Tuesday, after dinner they were forwarded to Adelaide, conveyance by carts having, as on 
the previous occasion, been provided for the women. 

On Monday the 4th a few members of the “Benevolent Strangers Society ” assembled 
at the Governor’s request, and recommended that a change of linen should be immediately 
issued to every one, and that the articles of clothing - required by Government to be in 
possession of emigrants prior to embarkation should be made good ns soon as the losses 
of individuals could be ascertained ; this suggestion was carried into effect without delay. 

On Tuesday the 5th those immigrants who had been landed at Cape Jervis and Rapid 
Bay arrived in Adelaide, having come up by land ; thus the whole had been safely landed ; 
hut I regret to report that one poor woman was killed by the upsetting of a dray, and an 
infont died on Yorke’s Peninsula. 

His Excellency was pleased to sanction a money compensation in lieu of clothing, in 
order that the immigrants might be placed at once in a position to provide for themselves, 
and I am most happy to report that the result proved such as was anticipated, the whole 
having left the police barracks on the 14-th. The “Venus” and the “Frolic” were 
employed in bringing up such of the immigrants luggage as could be saved. 

The amount of compensation issued to the immigrants according to their losses amounted 
to 690 /., and I cannot close the report without hearing the strongest testimony in my power 
to the zeal and anxiety of Dr. Banger, the surgeon superintendent, and of the great 
assistance he afforded me in apportioning the amount of compensation to the different 
individuals.

MY Lord, (Answered, No. 8, April 7, 1852, page 112.) 

I have the honour of forwarding a report of a commission of inquiry 
into the circumstances of the wreck of the emigrant ship “ Marion,” on Trou- 
bridge Shoal in Gulf St. Vincent on the 80th July last. 

The commission unanimously arrived at the following conclusion : 

“ Having maturely considered all the circumstances attending the loss of the 
“ Marion ” in connexion with the fact of so many passengers being on board, and 
the advantages of fair weather, your committee feel it their duty, though with 
great reluctance, to express their conviction that a degree of carelessness is to 
be attributed to the master and officers of the ship “ Marion” in the navigation 
of the ship generally since noon of the 30th Juty, and further to state their 
unanimous opinion, that if due and proper attention had been paid to the lead 
when soundings could so easily have been obtained, the accident would not in 
all probability have occurred. 

2. The commission of inquiry consisted of the harbour master and naval officer 
of the colony, Captain Lipson, R.N., Lieutenant Daslnvood, R.N., (Police 
Commissioner,) and Messrs. John Hart and N. Le Bair, who formerly were 
connected with the mercantile marine, and were selected at my request to be of 
the commission by the chamber of commerce of Adelaide. 

3. The usual gratuities to the master and mate of emigrant ships have been 
withheld in this case, and I have also abstained from certifying the ships papers 
for the payment of freight in England, leaving it therefore to the Land and 
Emigration Commissioners to decide whether any part of the amount which 
would otherwise be payable in England should be paid. 

In the event of any claim being admitted by the Land and Emigration Com- 
missioners, it will be necessary to consider of a deduction therefrom on account 
of the expenses defrayed by " the Government on account of the shipwrecked 
emigrants as reported in my Despatch, No. 116 .,* of 23th August, as also of such 
further accounts not yet rendered to' the local Government for the cost of 
conveying the emigrants to the port of Adelaide from the wreck and from the 
opposite side of the gulf.

Harbour Master’s Office, Port Adelaide, 
Sir, August 11, 1851. 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 9th instant, 
requiring my opinion as to the expediency of a regular survey of Gulf St. Vincent. 

The communications of Mr. Ingold in recommending that Captain Erskine should be 
applied to for the above purpose in all probability owe their origin to the fact of two 
wrecks having recently occurred in that locality. 

These accidents have been ascribed to inability on the part of shipmasters to ascertain 
the exact limits of the shoal, instead of to that error in judgment which caused them to 
mistake the positions of the vessels in question. 

The “Sultana” lay to during the night in Investigator’s Straits, and the master, instead 
of waiting until the arrival of daylight should enable him to ascertain the exact position of 
his vessel, shaped her course straight for the shoal ; he, at the same time, supposed himself 
to be further to the eastward than he really was. Here the error was plainly in the position 
of the vessel, and not in any misapprehension as to the exact boundaries of the shoal. 

As regards the loss of the “ Marion,” an inquiry is to be instituted in a few days. In 
the meanwhile I have been able to ascertain that at sunset the master considered himself 
to be fifteen miles distant from Troubridge Shoal, which lay ahead of him. Continuing 
in the same direction, viz., N. and N. by E., until 8 p.m., the vessel struck upon the 
very middle of the bank, at least four miles inside the boundary line as laid down oil the 
chart. 

My conviction is that the surveys of Gulf St. Vincent which are now within the reach of 
shipmasters are sufficient for the safety of vessels, and that the changes effected in Flinder’s 
coast lines, by the observations made by myself and embodied in the chart which his 
Excellency has recently transmitted to the Admiralty, will be found perfectly accurate, and 
to include the shoal of Nepean Bay, Kangaroo Island, of which the omission is felt in 
Flinder’s chart. I would submit to any captains of vessels now in port, whether, with the 
use of the sailing directions which have been published under my care, any one who 
exercises the proper amount of care and judgment has any ground for alarm in approaching 
this coast. 

Had vessels been lost in consequence of the position of the shoal not being accurately 
defined, the wrecks would have been found near the east end of the shoal. The fact of 
their having been thrown upon the very centre of the obstruction, with several miles of sand 
on either side, removes all doubt as to the cause of misfortune. They were not kept suffi- 
ciently in the main stream of tide, as directed in my instructions, to prevent the action of 
the current which sets in upon this shoal. This current is produced by the drive of the 
ocean beino- suddenly restricted within the narrowed limits of Backstairs Passage on the one 
side and Investigator’s Straits on the other. The tides flowing through these passages meet 
at the entrance of St. Vincent’s Gulf, and rush in a direct line towards the shoal with a 
force which sometimes renders a vessel quite unmanageable. 

When the Lieutenant-Governor considers that the shoal in question is so immediately 
contiguous to the main land that the angles may be taken with the ease and certainty 
which characterize land surveying, his Excellency will, I think, concur in my opinion, 
that an application to Captain Erskine for the purpbse, which could be attained by any 
officer in the Local Survey Office if my previous observations be doubted, would hardly be 
called for. Were the spot in mid-ocean, and requiring the precision necessary for ascer- 
taining the exact longitude, there would be more cause for doubt, but under existing 
circumstances there is in my opinion none.

Whereas a commission has been appointed by his Excellency 
the Governor of South Australia, and is about to sit to inquire into the circumstances of 
the wreck of the above-named ship, and amongst other matters to inquire whether any and 
what blame is attributable to me as master of the said ship or the officers theieof: And 
whereas Thomas Lipson, Esquire, Naval Officer, and Harbour Master o the Province 
of South Australia, has, as I am informed, been appointed by his Excellency the said 
Governor one of such commissioners as aforesaid : And whereas I consider the said 
Thomas Lipson in respect to his above office to be an interested party in the questions 
which must be decided by the said commission: And whereas, moreover, the said Ihomas 
Lipson in one part of a letter, dated August 11, 1851, and addressed to die Honourable 
th<F Colonial Secretary, states, “I have been able to ascertain that at sunset the master 
“ considered himself to be fifteen miles distant from Troubndge Shoal, winch lay ahead 
« of him. Continuing in the same direction, viz., N. and N. by E, until 8 P.M , the vessel 
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« struck upon the very middle of the bank, at least four miles inside the boundary line as 
“ laid down on the chart;” and in another part of such letter he states, “The fact of their 
(the * Sultana’ and the * Marion ’) “ having been thrown upon the very centre of the 
« obstruction, with several miles of sand on either side, removes all doubt as to the cause 
« of misfortune.” And as the whole tenor of such letter indicates that he, the said Thomas 
Lipson, has already prejudged that part of the inquiry in which my character nnd repu- 
tation as a shipmaster are involved, now know ye that I, the said George Kissock, (not 
having had any voice in the election of any of the members of the said commission, and 
believing on the grounds herein-before set out that the said Thomas Lipson cannot be 
and is not an impartial person, but on the contrary is personally deeply interested in the 
decisions to be arrived at by the said commission,) do hereby solemnly protest against the 
said Thomas Lipson as a member of the said commission; and I further protest and 
declare that if after this protest his Excellency the Governor aforesaid shall continue the 
said Thomas Lipson as a member of the same commission, then I shall not nor will be 
nor consider myself as bound, either legally or morally, by any decision or determination 
that the said commission may arrive at.

At this stage of the pro- 
ceedings a letter was laid on the table by John Hart, Esquire, addressed to the Colonial 
Secretary, and written by Captain Kissock, which, on being read, it was moved by 
Lieutenant Dashwood, and seconded by N. P. Le Bair, Esquire, that the commission be 
adjourned sine die, and that the Colonial Secretary be written to on the subject, and that 
the letters in question should be sent. This motion was carried. The Board also recom- 
mended that Captain Kissock should receive notice of the time when any further inquiry 
should take place.

Report of a commission appointed by his Excellency Sir Henry Edward Fox Youn^ 
Knight, Lieutenant-Governor of South Australia, and the Chamber of Commerce of 
that province, to inquire into the circumstances relating to the wreck of the ship 
“ Marion ” on the Troubridge Shoal in the Gulf of St. Vincent on the 30th day of 
July 1851. 

Showeth, that your committee met at Port Adelaide on the 18th instant for the above, 
purpose ; on which occasion, and before entering upon the case, a protest was put in by 
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Mr. Kissock, the master of the ship “ Marion,” objecting to Captain Lipson as a member 
of the committee. That your committee felt it due to Mr. Kissock to refer the protest to his 
Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor, and await his Excellency’s further instructions, and 
accordingly adjourned. That your committee again met at Port Adelaide on the 25th day 
of August, and having examined the log book of the said ship, and taken the evidence of 
the chief and second officers, the surgeon and two of the crew, find that the ship made 
Kangaroo Island on the 28lh July last at 3 p.m., and that from that time until noon of the 
30th of July she met with light variable winds and fine weather, her position at that time 
being about, six or seven miles N.W. of Cape Jervis; from that time until 5.30 p.m. of the 
same day she appeared to have been working up the Gulf, and from bearings then taken, 
Mount Lofty bearing N.E. E. and Troubridge Hill W. by N. ^ N., the ship would have 
been about fifteen miles to the S.E. of the shoal, and that her course from that time by 
the log being N. and by E. would have taken the ship ten miles to the eastward of the shoal, 
but at 8 p.m. the ship struck the ground on the southern part of the Troubridge Shoal. 

Your committee are of opinion that some error must have existed either in mistaking 
some other high land for Mount Lofty, or that the bearings were incorrectly taken ; an 
error of one point in the bearing, taking into consideration the distance of the two objects, 
bein<r sufficient to account for the accident. This view your committee are inclined to 
entertain from the fact that Troubridge Hill, with the trees visible upon it, as stated by the 
doctor in his evidence, could not be seen at the distance of twenty-two miles, which the 
assumed position of the ship by the hearings would have made it. The attention of your 
committee was then directed to the effect of the tides upon the course of the ship during 
the afternoon of the day upon which she grounded, and find that at 4 p.m. she was under 
the influence of the flood tide setting through Backstairs Passage to the westward, and that 
subsequently she met the ebb tide setting down the Gulf St. Vincent in a south-westerly 
direction, which on the course she appears to have been steering by log would have taken 
her on the weather how, showing that the ship was under the influence of a current selling 
her to the westward from noon until the hour of her striking. From this circumstance 
yonr committee were most particular in endeavouring to ascertain whether proper attention 
had been paid to the lead, and regret that it becomes their painful duty to report that the 
evidence on this most important particular was most conflicting, such indeed that no reliance 
whatever could be placed on it, beyond the fact that no bottom was struck by the lead until 
the ship grounded, although at no time since the last bearings were taken at 5.30 p.m. 
was she sailing at a greater rate than three or four miles per hour. 

It bavin" been su"»ested to your committee that the water adjacent to some parts of the 
shoal deepened veryTuddenly, and anxious that every opportunity should be afforded the 
master to explain" the cause of the accident, your committee made application to his 
Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor for authority to procure a chain of soundings from 
the spot where the ship struck on the course which she must have sailed previous to her 
running aground, which authority having been granted, and this service having been 
performed \v Captain Duff, and his report furnished, your committee again met on the 
19th of September instant, and proceeded to examine the same, and your committee now 
find that from the spot where the ship lies, in a S.S.W. course, and at a distance of three 
miles there are eleven fathoms of water, that the soundings gradually decrease to five 
fathoms at the distance of about one furlong from the ship, and from thence to three 



fathoms near the rocks. 

Havin" maturely considered all the circumstances attending the loss oi the Marion in 
connexion with the fact of so many passengers being on board, and the advantages of fair 
weather, vour committee: feel it their duty, though with great reluctance, to express their 
conviction that a decree of carelessness is to be attributed to the master and officers of the 
ship “Marion” in The navigation of the ship generally since noon of the 30th of July, 
and further to state their unanimous opinion that if due and proper attention had been 
paid to the lead when soundings could so easily have been obtained the accident would not 
in all probability have occurred. (Signed)

About the beginning of June, when off Rio Janeiro, disease, ending in fever of a low tvne 
began to show itself, which has continued to prevail more or less till now. h 3 

There have been in all about twenty-five cases of fever. 

Eight deaths occurred on board, a list of which I subjoin. 

The surgeon superintendent attributes the fever to the noxious exhalations proceedim. 
from a cargo of patent fuel, which being made of small coals formed into cakes with coal tar 
is very likely to be prejudicial to the health. 

I would recommend that in future no emigrant ship should be allowed to sail from 
England with such a cargo. 

Ihe surgeon informs me that the quantity and quality of the food put on board was o-ood 
with the exception of the biscuit, which seems to have been made of sandy and impure 

The nCtmcga” was, originally despatched from Liverpool, and it seems to me that 
dr^trlSd p mer 1 !i * ttI "8 s ” or the arrangement of the waterclosets are so good as in ships 
despatched from London. I consider that the waterclosets are placed in such a way as to 
interfere not only with the comfort but also the health of the emigrants. ‘

I have the honour to acquaint you, for the information of his Excellency the 
Lieutenant-Governor, that I this day mustered and inspected the emigrant ship « Omega,” 
and found her particularly clean and in good order. 

2. The provisions and water were abundant ; but the surgeon reports that the water was 
indifferent, and the biscuit of a very inferior quality. 

3. The immigrants expressed themselves perfectly satisfied with their surgeon, master, 
and officers of the ship. There were no complaints. 

4. The surgeon reports that he received every support and attention to his wishes from 
the master and officers of the ship, and that the teacher and matron performed their duties 
in a very satisfactory manner. 

5. The ship is, like the last from Liverpool, well adapted in point of size and height 
between decks, hut most deficient as regards ventilation and light. This remark applies 
particularly to the portions allotted to the single men and single females. 

6. The health of the emigrants was not good. The deaths were four male adults, three 
male children, and one female. 

7. The conduct of the emigrants is represented as having been extremely creditable, and 
they appear to be a class suited to the wants of the colony. 

8. The surgeon has performed his duties in a most efficient manner ; and he states that 
Divine Service was regularly performed, weather permitting. 

9. The usual returns are herewith forwarded.

I have the honour to report, for the information of his Excellency the Governor, 
that 1 boarded the emigrant ship “ Reliance ” this day at the North Arm. 

Fever has been very prevalent during the voyage, and of this disease six persons died. 
The ship is in a clean and dry state ; the persons and bedding of the immigrants are in 
excellent order; the middle deck, though not very well lighted, is nevertheless well ventilated; 
the provisions and water are unexceptionable, and yet a low typhoid form of fever prevailed 
throughout the passage. 

There is but one cause to which I can attribute the sickness, and that is a cargo of patent 
fuel, which produces an effluvium not only disgusting but noxious. 

On a former occasion I ventured to suggest to his Excellency the necessity of preventing 
all emigrant ships proceeding on long voyages from taking such a cargo. The sickness on 
board the “ Omega ” I attributed to that cause, and now again the sickness on board the 
“ Reliance ” I can attribute to no other cause whatever.

With reference to my Despatches, Nos. 116* and 123, t on the emigrant 
ship “ Marion,” I have now the honour of enclosing a correspondence with the 
local agents of the owners of that ship, by which your Lordship will perceive 
that the ship’s muster-roll has received the signature of the emigration agent 
and myself, subject to deduction, either wholly or in part, at the discretion of 
the Land and Emigration Commissioners, of the expenses entailed on the local 
government by the shipwreck of the “ Marion,” which, in the opinion of a 
commission of inquiry, was a disaster arising from want of due vigilance on the 
part of the officers of that ship.

My Lord, (Answered, No. 6, April 5, 1852, Page 111.) 

I have the honour to enclose the report of immigration into the colony 
for the quarter ended 30th September last. 

2. Six Government ships arrived, conveying 1,672 souls. The deaths were 37, 
and the births 29- 

3. Independently of the Government ships, 44 British vessels arrived, with 
1,280 souls, and 4 foreign vessels, with 309, and the total number of departures 
from the colony was 1,336, leaving an excess of immigration over emigration 
of 253, who paid for their own passage to the colony. 

4. Patent fuel on board of two of the Government emigrant ships, viz. 
the “ Omega” and the “ Reliance,” is supposed in some degree to have pro. 
moted illness during the voyage, and an additional probable cause of illness in 
the case of the ship “ Reliance ” was the very cold south latitude, 54°, which 
that ship reached. 

For absence from duty after the arrival of the “ Reliance ” at Adelaide, the 
emigration agent recommends that Mr. Robertson, the surgeon-superintendent 
should not he re-employed in the emigration service. 

5. The wreck of the “ Marion,” on Troubridge Shoal in Gulf St. Vincent, 
was reported in my Despatches No. 116,* of August 25, and No. 123, f of Septem- 

* Page 89. ber 24 ; and although in the report of the commission of inquiry which forms an 

t Pa g e 91 • enclosure to the last quoted despatch, carelessness is attributed to the officers 

navigating the ship, the surgeon-superintendent, Dr. Sanger, is reported to have 
performed his duties to the emigrants kindly and efficiently. 

6. The Government emigration during the quarter has resulted in the intro- 
duction of an excess of male as compared with female adults of no less than L72, 
an evil to which my Despatch, No. 52, J of April 14 last, adverted. The general 

t Page 72. conduct of the emigrants has been satisfactory, and their description suitable 
to the wants of the colony. 

7. The emigration agent reports wages to continue at about the usual rates; 
that during the last winter labour was not in demand, but that at present no 
anxiety is felt as to the labour market being over supplied. 

I think it right to add to this statement of the emigration agent the very 
unusual circumstances, that the Legislature recently received a memorial from 
about 4-70 labourers, who described themselves as unemployed, and another 
memorial, suggesting a stoppage of emigration for a couple of years. 

Advances of public money were immediately voted by the Legislature to the 
central road board and city commissioners, so that work might be given to 
the unemployed new arrivals until the harvest and shearing, now close at hand, 
shall have drained the city of some of its redundant labour. Deduction being 
made of some cases of real distress among the newly arrived labourers with 
families, the greater number of unemployed persons were believed to be reluctant 
to seek work in the rural districts, or were holding out for higher wages than 
were obtainable. I concur with the emigration agent in thinking that, at least, 
as respects the hire of male servants, any reduction of wages has been but trifling, 
and in a few instances only. 

The price of provisions has, however, been unusually high, and it is not likely, 
to fall until the harvest is gathered. 

The wish to stop emigration for a time, to which I have alluded, emanated 
from a small and uninfiuential number of persons, and very properly, as I think, 
received no countenance from the Legislature. 

I do not anticipate that the gold diggings of Sydney and Melbourne, which 
the newspapers of those colonies report to be progressing prosperously, will 
tempt any considerable number of this commuuity to leave the colony. A 
general impression prevails here that gold will quite as abundantly be found in 
South Australia as in New South Wales.

I have the honour to transmit, for his Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor’s informa- 
tion, the immigration report for the quarter ending 30th September. 

2. Six Government vessels have arrived during the past quarter ; viz., Omega, Marion, 
Sultana, Thetis, Reliance, and Navarino, conveying 1,672 souls. The deaths on board these 
vessels amounted to 37 ; viz., 10 male and 6 female adults, 8 male and 5 female children, and 
4 male and 5 female infants. 16 of these deaths occurred on board the Reliance. There were 
no deaths on board the Thetis. The births were 29, viz. ; 13 males and 16 females. There 
arrived also during the quarter 44 British and 4 foreign passenger ships, bringing, by the 
former, 1,280, and by the latter 309 souls. 

3. With the exception of the remarks made in my last report respecting the deficiency of 
light and ventilation in most Liverpool ships, the vessels, from their height between decks, 
are well adapted for the conveyance of emigrants ; but I would beg to repeat my suggestion, 
that ships from Liverpool should, as far as possible, be arranged according to the London 
system. 

4. With the exception of part of the biscuits of the Omega, the provisions and water were 
ample and good, and the immigrants expressed themselves satisfied with the treatment 
His Excellency ordered the emigration board to inquire into the complaint of bad biscuit, 
but the board did not recommend any ulterior steps to be taken. 

5. The health of the immigrants was bad on board the Omega and Reliance, which the 
surgeons attribute in a great degree to the quantity of patent fuel on board ; and Dr. Robert- 
son thinks the rock salt on board the Reliance may have been an additional cause. This 
latter ship went as far south as 54°, indeed she was one day in 53°, and the immigrants 
complained that they suffered very much from cold, snow, and bad weather. The surgeon- 
superintendent strongly recommends that vessels should not go higher than 50 degrees. 
The health officer reports with respect to the Navarino, “ On the 15th day of July last a 
“ case of illness had occurred which showed many of the characteristic symptoms of Asiatic 
“ cholera, but in the course of twelve hours the disease yielded to active treatment ; three 
“ days after the patient was perfectly cured. As I found that proper precautions had been 
« taken to prevent the spread of the disease, the bedding ancl clothes having been all 
“ destroyed, I allowed the ship to proceed to the harbour without further delay.” 

6. The general conduct of the immigrants is reported as good, and they appear well 
suited to the wants of the colony ; those arriving by the last three vessels appear to be of a 
better description, and I have no doubt the circumstance arises from the reduction of the 
money payments required from the immigrants. 

7. Having already reported so fully on the wreck of the Marion, I think it only necessary 
to remark, that every step which could conduce to their comfort and well-being was adopted 
by the Government, and I believe the money compensation for losses which his Excellency 
was pleased to grant, was mainly instrumental in enabling the unfortunate sufferers at 
once to provide for themselves without further expense to the public. I cannot, in justice 
to Dr. Sanger, surgeon-superintendent of the Marion, conclude this notice without bearing the 
strongest testimony in my power to his great kindness and zeal for the welfare of his 
people. 

8. I beg to draw the attention of his Excellency to the excess of male as compared to 
female adults by the Goverment emigrant vessels this quarter, amounting to no less 
than 172. 

9. Referring to query No. 6. of the Quarterly Abstract, I am happy to say, that although 
from the inclemency of the weather during the winter the demand for work was very 
limited, I believe now every willing and industrious man may find employment. 

10. On the 17th ultimo it was my painful duty to report the surgeon-superintendent of 
the Reliance, for being absent from his vessel two nights and a day, there being many sick 
on board. Whilst Mr. Robertson admits the fact of his absence, he states his error was 
committed in consequence of a misconstruction of clause 55 of the regulations. The clause 
referred to is certainly not a compulsory one as to surgeons remaining on board during the 
fourteen days after arrival in port; the spirit of it is nevertheless so evident, and the duty 
ought I think to be so morally binding on the medical officer in charge, that any evasion of 
it should not be passed over. I therefore respectfully submit that his Excellency should 
recommend that Mr. Robertson should not again be placed in charge of an emigrant ship.

My Lord, (Received February 23, 1852.) 

(Answered, No. 5, April 3, 1852, p. 111.) 

I propose in this despatch to have the honour of submitting to your 
Lordship a statement of the amount which will probably be available for immi- 
gration into the colony in 1852. 

2. Assuming two vessels a month, at 2,000?. each, to be dispatched from 
England during October, November, and December 1851, I calculate that the 
Land and Emigration Commissioners will still have in hand, for 1852, 34,000/. 
I estimate the land sales of 1852 at 70,000/. ; one half of which being applicable 
by law to emigration, there will be 34,000/. + 35,000/. = to 69,000/. available 
for emigration in 1852. 

3. The whole of this amount may not be remitted so as to arrive in Eng- 
land before the end of 1852; yet an equivalent sum may, I think, be relied on ; 
for the. Crown moiety of the land fund during 1852 will probably be enabled 
to contribute largely, as heretofore, to the aid of the emigration fund. 

4. The customary periodical reports of each sale of Crown land by public 
auction, at the time of its occurrence, necessarily convey but an imperfect 
account of all the sales of Crown land that take place. There are sales without 
auction, as well as sales by auction. I have therefore directed quarterly returns 
to be prepared of sales by auction and also of sales by private contract (both 
description of sales being always preceded by proclamation), and I now forward 
a return to the 30th September last. In the March quarter the amount 
realized was 18,180/. 19s- 0 d . ; the June quarter, 17,766/. 5s. 0 d . ; and the 
September quarter, 27,47 5/. 13s. 0 d.

1. WE have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 6th instant, 
enclosing the copy of a despatch from the Lieutenant-Governor of South Australia, forward- 
ing the half-yearly report to the 31st December last of the Labour Office at Adelaide. 

2 - ?*r H. Young takes this opportunity of reporting that this institution, the usefulness 
of which he considers to be established by a trial of nearly two years, is no longer main- 
tained by private subscription, and that the Legislature having provided, in the estimates of 
1851, for the rent of an office, &c., he had undertaken to charge the clerk’s salary, 100/. a 
year, to the emigration fund, and to supply stationery. We see no reason to object to this 
arrangement as a temporary measure, but we believe that in other colonies where Govern- 
ment emigration officers are established it falls within their province to discharge the duties 
which, if we are correctly informed, are performed by the Labour Office at Adelaide. It is 
possible, therefore, that Sir H. Young may be able to effect a saving, without impairing the 
value to the emigrants of a protective institution, by placing the business more directly under 
the control of the emigration agent. 

3. In the report there is one remark that requires notice. It is stated that Cornish miners 
are especially needed, as well as good workers upon land, along with respectable female ser- 
vants suitable for the dairy and general house duties. On this subject we would beg to observe, 
that we shall continue to send out a large proportion of miners, but that with regard to 
female domestic servants of the class mentioned we can scarcely hope to be able to meet the 
wishes of the association, as respectable women of that class are in too great a demand in this 
country to admit of our being able, except occasionally, to procure any emigrants from among

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your two despatches of the num- 
bers and dates noted in the margin, one forwarding a report of the St. Andrew’s 
Society, in which they apply for more Scotch emigrants, and the other enclosing 
a memorial from the Cornwall and Devon Society, who represent that the 
supply of Cornwall and Devon miners is insufficient; and having referred those 
despatches and their enclosures to the Land and Emigration Commissioners, I 
now transmit for your information the copy of their reply to the statements set 
forth in those representations.

Colonial Land and Emigration Office, 

Sir, June 2S. 1851. 

W e have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of vour two letters of the 6th instant, 
enclosing two despatches from the Governor of South Australia, one forwarding a report of 
the St. Andrew’s Society, and the other a memorial from the Cornwall and Devon Society, 
the former applying for more Scotch emigrants, and the latter complaining of the insuffi- 
cient supply of Cornish and Dveon miners. 

2. First. With respect to the report of the St. Andrew’s Society, it will be found to 
notice very favourably the young women selected last year in Shetland by the assistance of 
Mr. Kingston. They are described as being of excellent moral character, and well adapted 
for country work, able to wash, milk, and do all other ordinary duties required in farm- 
houses, and as having, in consequence of these recommendations, been engaged at good 
wages within twenty-four hours after their arrival at Adelaide. A continuance, therefore, 
of this emigration is much desired. Upon the receipt of this intelligence we communicated 
with Mr. Kingston, and made known to him the favourable reception of the last emigrants 
from Shetland, and the wishes of the colonists for an additional supply. It will be remem- 
bered that in the early part of this year we were in communication with Mr. Kingston on 
the subject of promoting emigration from Shetland to the Australian colonies. Up to the 
present time, however, no emigrants have come forward. But Mr. Kingston has now con- 
sented to proceed to the islands, and to undertake himself on the spot the necessary arrange- 
ments for the selection of about two hundred adults, chiefly females, whom we hope to be 
able to despatch in the course of this year to Adelaide. These people are represented to us 
as being very poor, and likely to experience much difficulty in procuring the necessary outfit 
But believing them to be a most eligible class of emigrants, we are desirous that their services 
should be secured for the colony, and intend, therefore, to apply a portion of the South 
Australia Relief Fund towards making up clothing for those who cannot otherwise be pro- 
vided. In apportioning this assistance, which by our instructions cannot exceed 21. per adult, 
we shall chiefly be guided by the result of Mr. Kingston’s inquiries ; but we have cautioned 
him against holding out expectations that clothing can be generally provided out of public 
funds, and have also impressed upon him the necessity of making the inhabitants understand 
that our contributions can only be in aid of local funds, and that efforts must be made locally 
to raise money for such expenses of this emigration as are usually borne by the emigrants 
themselves. 

3. Secondly. With respect to the memorial of the Cornwall and Devon Society, the 
memorialists complain, first, of the “ marked injustice ” of certain regulations issued by this 
Board, by which, as they allege, “ miners are excluded from participating in the assistance 
« afforded by Government in aid of emigration.” This is altogether a misconception, and 
arises from the fact, that in a set of regulations issued in July 1840, and intended as appli- 
cable to all the Australian colonies then importing labourers, miners were not specially 
named, because to Sydney and Port Phillip they were not eligible as emigrants. But in 
practice they have always been accepted for South Australia ; and in a set of rules applicable 
exclusively to that colony, which were issued in November 1850, miners were specified as 
eligible on paying the then lowest rate of deposit, viz., 21. And further, in January last, the 
selecting agent in Devon and Cornwall having stated that miners were unable to pay so high 
a deposTt as 2 1 was instructed to accept men of that class on their paying only 11., although 
the rate payable by other emigrants continued for some time longer at 21. So farj therefore, 
from miners having been unfairly excluded from the emigration, they have been specially

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SOUTH favoured to bring them within it. And to show conclusively that a proportion of miners has 

AUblKAiOA. been regularly despatched, it is only necessary to state that between June 1850 and May 

1851, both inclusive, of 3,759 emigrants who were despatched to Adelaide, 521, or about 
one seventh, belonged to the mining class. 

4. Next, the memorialists denounce the attempt to exact from intending emigrants any 

portion of the cost of their passage, and allege that even the cost of outfit and transit to the 
port of embarkation is beyond the means of a great majority of the mining population. They 
do not apparently perceive, that if no contribution is obtained from miners, and if as we 
presume they would desire, that class are to be assisted in their outfit and travelling expenses, 
the colonial funds will be adequate to send out much fewer emigrants, and though the mining 
interest may be benefited, other interests will be injured. ° 

5. The memorialists next demand the despatch of vessels from Cornish ports. This 
demand may, we think, be very shortly disposed of. We now despatch from Plymouth all 
emigrants selected in the west of England, and no single port can be found in Cornwall or 
Devonshire so accessible from all parts of those counties. We could not despatch ships from 
any other port without establishing there a depot and officers. But to form such an establish- 
ment for a small number of ships would be a mere waste of the colonial funds. 

6. The memorialists complain that the Government notice of January 1848, allowing to 
colonial land purchasers the nomination of emigrants, is inoperative, and they apply" for 
permission to delegate to persons in this country the selection and despatch of their emigrants 
and to be allowed themselves to claim only half passage money upon the arrival and approval 
of their emigrants. 

7. In reply to their complaint it may be stated that about 350 persons have already 
been despatched in virtue of these nominations, and that a considerable number are still 
in course of preparation for departure, so that the regulations cnnnot fairly be said to be 
inoperative. And with respect to the scheme proposed as a substitute, we fear that it would 
so nearly approach the early bounty system of New South Wales that there can be little 
doubt that it would be exposed to the same evils which led to the abandonment of that system 
by desire of the colonists themselves. 

8. We think it unnecessary to advert to other topics urged by the memorialists, but we 

trust that the arrangement which we have made in regard to female immigrants from 
Shetland, and the answers which we have supplied upon the above points, will be sufficient 
to satisfy the authorities that we are desirous, as far as lies in our power, of meeting the wishes 
of each class of settlers in the colony so far as we can do so consistently with a due regard to 
the common interests of all. °

Colonial Land and Emigration Office, 

Sir, January 6, 1852. 

1. We have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 10th ultimo, enclosing the 
copy of a despatch from the Governor of South Australia, accompanied by the report of the 
immigration agent of that colony for the quarter ended 30th of June last. 

2. During this quarter there had arrived three vessels chartered by this board, carrying 
696 emigrants, aud we are happy to perceive that the provisions and water on board all 
these vessels are said to be good, the emigrants to have made no complaints, but to have 
expressed themselves grateful for the kindness and attention of their respective surgeons, and 
the surgeons to have reported that they had received every assistance from the masters and 
officers of these vessels. It is further stated, that the emigrants appeared well suited to the 
wants of the colony; but the emigration agent' draws attention to the great increase of 
emigration from Ireland, which he attributes to the increased deposits in force at the 
beginning of this year. He states that there is a growing disinclination in South Australia 
to employ Irish, if English or Scotch servants are to be had ; and he furnishes a return to 
show that the number of Irish sent to South Australia by the last five ships which had 
arrived had been considerably beyond the proportion which the population of Ireland bore 
to that of England and Scotland on the census of 1841. 

3. We should have thought it scarcely necessary to point out that it is not possible to keep 
the emigration from the three divisions of the United Kingdom to a particular colony at all 
times exactly balanced, but that at one time the English or Scotch, at another the Irish, 
must preponderate. It is no fair criterion of our operations, therefore, to select a small 
number of ships, and assume the emigrants sent out by them as a sample of the whole ; and if 
instead of taking only five ships, the emigration officer had taken the whole number of ships 
sent out during the last three or four years, or during the whole period since 1844, when 
emigration to South Australia was first placed under the control of this Board the result 
would have been very different. Thus, since the 1st of January 1847, we have sent to South 
Australia 19,852 emigrants, of whom 2,826 only have been Irish, 1,355 Scotch, and 15 671 
English, or in the centesimal proportions of

So far, therefore, from having sent to South Australia an excess of Irish, we have sent less 
than the proportion which the present population of Ireland bears to that of the United 
Kingdom* and very much less, therefore, than the proportion shown on the census of 1841. 

4. It is true that the number of Irish emigrants sent to the Australian colonies generally 
during the last few months has been much larger than during an equal period in any of the 
preceding three years, and as far as we can judge at present it is likely to continue so ; but 
the i eason for this is, that at the present moment there is comparatively but little desire 
among the English labouring classes to emigrate, and the efforts which we have made to 
procure a larger number of English emigrants have not been successful. Although this 
niterferes with our operations, and is a natural subject of regret to the Australian capitalist, 
yet, legarded as a proof of the well-being of the labouring classes in England, it is of course 
a subject of congratulation. The relaxations, however, which we have recently introduced 
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into our rules (of which a copy is enclosed), and the efforts which we are makim. to procure 
emigrants from Scotland, will, we trust, enable us to keep the proportions from the several 
parts of the United Kingdom more balanced than they have latterly been. 

5. W e may, perhaps, before we close this report, be permitted 'to recal to Lord Grey’s - 
recollection, that only two years ago that is, on the 3d December 1849, we were required to 
defend ourselves from the charge of sending too few Irish emigrants to South Australia, in 
answer to a memorial presented to the Governor by the St. Patrick’s Society. This fact, when 
contrasted with the present complaint, affords some illustration of the difficulty of so conduct- 
mg the emigration as to satisfy all parties in the colony.

7. If approved of, the applicants will receive a printed “ Approval Circular,” calling for 
the contribution required by Article 8, and pointing out how the money is to be paid. After 
it is paid, they will, as soon as practicable, receive an embarkation order (which is not trans- 
ferable), naming the ship in which they are to embark, and the time and place of joining her. 
They must not leave their homes before the receipt of this order.

Regulations for the Selection of Emigrants, and Conditions on which Passages are granted. 

Qualifications of Emigrants. 

1. The emigrants must be of those callings which from time to time are most in demand 
in the colony. They must be sober, industrious, and of general good moral character; of 
ali of which decisive certificates will be required. They must also be in good health, free 
from all bodily or mental defects ; and the adults must in all respects be capable of labour, 
and going out to work for wages. The candidates most acceptable are young married 
couples, without children. 

2. The separation of husbands and wives, and of parents from children under 18, will in 
no case be allowed. 

3. Single women cannot be taken without their parents, unless they go under the imme- 
diate care of some near relatives. Single women with illegitimate children can in no case 
be taken. 

4. Single men cannot be taken, except in a number not exceeding that of the single women 
by the same ship. 

5. "Widowers and widows with young children, — persons who intend to buy land, or to 
invest capital in trade, — or who are in the habitual receipt of parish relief,— or who have not 
been vaccinated, or had the small-pox, — or whose families comprise more than four children 
under 12 years of age, cannot be accepted.

SOUTH Cautions to Applicants.

— 9. No preparations must on any account be made by the applicants, either by withdraw- 
ing from employment or otherwise, until they receive the “ Approval Circular.” Applicants 
who fail to attend to this warning will do so at their own risk, and will have no claim 
whatever on the Commissioners. 

10. The selecting agents of the beard have no authority to promise passages in any case 
nor to receive money. If, therefore, applicants wish to make their payments through the 
agents, instead of in the manner pointed out in the “Approval Circular,” they must under- 
stand that they do so at their own risk, and that the Commissioners will in no way be 
responsible. 

11. Should any signatures attached to an applicant’s paper prove to be not genuine, or 
should any false representations be made in the papers, not only will the application be 
rejected, but the offenders will be liable, under the Passengers’ Act, 12 & 13 Viet. c. 38 
to a penalty not exceeding 50/. 

12. Should any applicants be found on personal examination at the depot, or on board 
to have made any misstatement in their papers, or to have any infectious disorder, or other- 
wise not to be in a fit state of health to embark, or to have any mental or bodily defect likely 
to impair their usefulness as labourers, or to have left any of their young children behind 
or to have brought with them more children than are mentioned in their application form* 
or expressly sanctioned by the Commissioners, or to have attempted any deception whatever* 
or evasion of these rules, they will be refused admission on board the ship, or if embarked 
will be landed, without having any claim on the Commissioners. If after embarkation 
emigrants are guilty of insubordination or misconduct, they will be relanded, and forfeit 
their contributions. 

13. If applicants fail to attend at the appointed time and place for embarkation, without 

having previously given to the Commissioners timely notice, and a satisfactory reason, or if 
they fail to proceed in the ship, or are rejected for any of the reasons specified in the pre- 
ceding article, they will forfeit their contributions, and will have no claim to a passage at 
any future time. r °

14. The Commissioners supply provisions, medical attendance, and cooking utensils at 
their depot and on board die ship ; also, new mattresses, bolsters, blankets, and counter- 
panes, canvas bags to contain linen, &c., knives and forks, spoons, metal plates, and drinking 
mugs ; which articles will be given, after arrival in the colony, to the emigrants who have 
behaved well on the voyage. 



15. The emigrants must bring their own clothing, which will be inspected at the port by 
an officer of the Commissioners; and they will not he allowed to embark unless they have 
a sufficient stock for the voyage ; not less, for each person, than— J

With sheets, towels, and soap But the larger the stock of clothing the better for health and 
comfort daring the voyage, which usually lasts about four months ; and as the emigrants have 
always to pass through very hot and very cold weather, they should be prepared for both-

16. The emtgiants should take out with them the necessary tools of their trades that are 
not bulky But the whole quantity of baggage for each adult must not measure more than 
twenty cubic or solid feet, nor exceed halt a ton in weight. It must be closely packed in 
one or more boxes; but no box must exceed in size ten cubic feet. Large pickages and 
extra baggage, if it can be taken at all, must be paid for. Mattresses and feather feds will 
in no case be taken. 



17. On arrival in the colony the emigrants will be

We have the honour to acknowledge your two letters of the 12th instant, enclosing 
copies of despatches from the Governor of South Australia relative to sales of land in the 
colony, and the amount which may be expected to be available for emigration thither during 
the present year. 

2. We observe that in the latter of these despatches Sir Henry Young estimates the sum 
available for this service in 1852 at 69,0002., assuming 35,000Z. ns the emigration moiety of 
the land fund for the year, and 34,0002. as the balance remaining unexpended in our hands 
at the close of 1851. According, however, to our calculations, but which are imperfect, as 
there are still outstanding claims, this latter sum may be increased to very little short of 
50,0002., which with the estimated moiety of the land fund would give 85,0002. as the total 
amount disposable for emigration to this colony in 1S52. A material increase which, has 
taken place in the rate of freights since last autumn, and some diminution in the amount of 
contributions received from the emigrants themselves, render it necessary, however, to assume 
that the average cost of the ships sent out this year may he as much as 2,8002. Notwith- 
standing this high average the funds already at our disposal would admit of about thirty 
ships being despatched; and we therefore intend, unless otherwise instructed by Sir John 
Pakington, to continue the South Australian emigration, as already reported, to the close of 
the year, at the rate of two ships per month.

1. We have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 5th instant, 
with the copy of a despatch from the Governor of South Australia, enclosing the report of 
the immigration agent for the quarter ended 30th September last. 

2. We observe that Captain Butler suggests that the ships fitted at Liverpool should, as 
far as possible, be arranged according to the London system, and that be calls attention to 
the excess of 172 males over female adults brought out in the six Government vessels which 
arrived in the quarter. '

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SOUTH 3. With reference to the first point, we would beg to explain that, before the receipt of 

AUS TRA LIA. this report, we had taken measures for ensuring uniformity in the fittings of the Liverpool 

October 14. 1851. anci London ships. Not only was Captain Patey, the emigration officer at Liverpool 
supplied with a detailed specification of the fittings in London ships, but that officer came un 
by our directions to make himself master, by personal inspection, of the arrangements 
adopted in the ships despatched by us from this port. We trust, therefore, that in future 
the accommodation for the emigrants in the ships despatched from these ports will be the 
same. 

4. With regard to the second point alluded to by Captain Butler, namely, the excess of 
males over females, we would observe, that if the comparison be made on a few recent shins 
there is no doubt that the males may have predominated, and this has arisen from the 
extreme difficulty of procuring single females of good character. But in conducting a large 
emigration we do not profess to be able to balance the sexes in any given number of shin’s 
Looking, however, at the numbers who have been sent out by us to South Australia from the 
beginning of 1847 to the end of last year it will be seen by the annexed table that they were 
in the proportion of 3,644 single men to 3,725 single women, being an excess of 81 of the 
latter. We shall use our best exertions to keep up the supply of females, and we trust that 
Sir John Pakington will be of opinion that we have sufficiently kept in view this important 
feature in emigration. 

5. We may add, with reference to another remark of Captain Butler’s, that as the 
surgeons of two of the ships which arrived in the quarter attribute the ill health that pre- 
vailed in these vessels in a great degree to the patent fuel on board, we have in our recent 
tenders prohibited this article as cargo in our ships.

I have received your despatches of the numbers and dates specified in 
the margin relative to the emigrant ship “ Marion.” which was unfortunately 
wrecked in the Gulf of St. Vincent. J 

I have to express my approval of the measures adopted by the local Govern- 
ment on this occasion, and my acknowledgment of the prompt relief afforded 
to the sufferers. 

I referred these despatches to the Colonial Emigration Commissioners for 
their consideration, particularly with regard to the question of the amount of 
the penalty which, under the circumstances of the case, it might be proper 
to inflict on the owners of the vessel by a deduction from the remaining moiety 
of the passage money to be received by them in this country.

4. In consequence of this report the authorities decided to withhold from the master and 
mate their gratuities, and so to frame the landing certificate as to leave to this Board a dis- 
cretion to withhold the whole or any part of the remaining moiety of the passage money 
which the circumstances of the case might appear to us to require. 

5. Upon the production, therefore, of the landing certificate in 'this special form, we called 
on the owner ol rile “ Marion” to offer any observations on tile subject which he might 
desire, and we subsequently had several interviews with- himself and his broker It is 
unnecessaiy to trouble Sir J. Pakington with a detail of what passed at these interviews; it 
will be sufficient to explain the decision to which we came, and the grounds on which we 
did so. 



6. The expense entailed on South Australia by the loss of the « Marion” was, as we 
have stated, 410/. 13s. 4 d. for the conveyance of the people to Adelaide, and 725/. for 
supplying them with clothes, &c. In respect to the former sum, there could be no question 
that, inasmuch as the service in which it was expended constituted a part of the service which 
by their contract they had undertaken to perform, viz., the conveyance of the emigrants to 
Adelaide, the owners were liable, provided the expenditure was reasonable. Upon this 
point they stated that there had been an unnecessaiy outlay, but nevertheless they readily 
acquiesced in submitting to this loss. The only remaining question was as to what portion, 
if any, of the sum expended for replacing the clothes, &c. of the emigrants could properly 
be deducted from the owner’s passage money. 

7. After fully consideaing this question, it appeared to us that the amount expended by 
the Local Government could not be made the measure of the sum to be deducted from 
the passage money, because there was no necessary proportion between the loss incurred by the 
emigrants and the blame attributable to the master ; because that loss was not a risk legally 
insurable by the owners ; and because the relief of the emigrants had been undertaken and 
conducted by the Local Government without any communication to the agents of the owners 
in the colony, or, at all events, without allowing them any control over the amount expended. 
This was no doubt perfectly right under the circumstances of the case, and the prompt 
liberality of the Local Government is worthy of all praise; but the circumstances cannot 
be put of sight in considering whether any and how much of the expenditure thus incurred 
should be thrown on the owners in this country. 

8. Under these circumstances we decided, without taking into account the sum expended 
in the colony, to consider what amount of mulct ought properly to be inflicted on the owners 
of the vessel as the penalty for the negligence of the master. The principle of inflicting 
such mulcts has been recognized and enforced in previous cases where the master has appeared 
to us open to blame, and is indeed the only means we have of bringing home to the owners 
a sense of their responsibility in the selection of masters for emigrant ships. The amount 
which it appeared to us, under the circumstances, proper to deduct was 15 OL, in addition 
to the 410/. 13s. 4>d. on account of expenses incurred, making a total deduction of 
560/. 13s. 4 d. This, as it happens, is nearly one half of the whole expense entailed on the 
colony by the loss of the “ Marion,” although the mulct was not, as we have said, calculated 
with reference to that expense. We communicated this decision to the owners at an inter-

SOUTH view which they sought with the Board, and they having, after some remonstrance, submitted 
AUSTRALIA. to it, we have paid them the balance of their passage money. 

9. In assessing the amount we have endeavoured that the penalty should be adequate, but 

not excessive; for, besides our desire to do justice between the Government and the ship- 
owners, we had also to consider the effect of our decision upon freights in fresh tenders. At 
all times the reservations, which for securing good treatment to the emigrants we are obliged 
to insert in the charters, have a tendency to increase prices ; but now that freights are 
unusually high, it is the more necessary that we should he cautious in the exercise of any 
discretionary powers which may be confided to us, and that we do not visit shipowners with . 
undue severity for accidents not within their control. 

10. We trust that the above decision will meet with the approval of Sir John Pakington, 
and we would suggest that it should be communicated to the local authorities.

My Lord (Answered, No. 108, September 25, 1851, p. 120.) 

I have the honour to acquaint you that, in reply to communications 
made to me by a deputation of certain gentlemen in this colony, who represented 
themselves as the managers for the Colonization Assurance Company, I stated 
that I was not at present in a position to recognize such a company, in the 
absence of any despatch from your Lordship authorizing such, as the last inti- 
mation I had from you, with reference to such a contemplated association, bore 
date the 1st of March 1850, before the Act of incorporation had received the 
force of law. 

These gentlemen, among other matters, wished to know, in the event of any 
immigrants arriving connected with the Colonization Assurance Company, 
whether I would house and feed them until they were in a situation to do so 
for themselves. My answer was, certainly not ; that I could not see any claim 
they had to such a request, as, if the Colonization Assurance Company were 
given a bounty of twenty pounds in the remission of land on each immigrant, 
I thought it their duty to provide and care for such until they were employed, 
and not to look to a Government with very limited resources. 

As I am totally in the dark as to the advantages your Lordship contemplates, 
and your views generally with regard to this company, which I am led to 
understand is now incorporated by an Act of the Imperial Parliament, as also 
in what manner I am to recognize them, I would pray the fullest instructions 
from your Lordship.

I herewith transmit to you the copy of a letter from Mr. L. Foster to 
the Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners, proposing a scheme whereby 
emigrants sent to the Australian colonies out of the proceeds of the land fund 
should be compelled to repay, after their arrival in the colony, a portion of the 
expense incurred in their conveyance. 

As the difficulties which it is to be apprehended may attach to such an 
arrangement are chiefly of a local character, and as the project, if adopted, would 
require, not only the co-operation of the local authorities, but the enactment of 
a special law to give effect to it, I shall be glad to receive a report from you on 
the subject. In the meantime, however, I may observe, that, considering the 
diminished desire to emigrate which is now found to exist among the labouring 
class in this country, owing to the increased facility of finding employment in all 
departments of industry, I should greatly doubt the expediency of the attempt 
suggested by Mr. Foster.

On the receipt of your Despatch, No. 48, 
of the 19th of July 1850t, pointing out some difficulties which you conceived 
that the company would have to encounter, I communicated your caution to 
them in a letter of which I enclose a copy, together with a copy of their answer. 

You will observe that they stated in effect, that unless Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment should give up to them the conduct of free emigration to Western 
Australia, and the disposal of such funds as might be granted by Parliament for 
that purpose, the object of their formation would be entirely - defeated. I enclose 
a copy of my reply, from which you will see that I was obliged to inform the 
company that the pretensions they advanced could not be admitted. 

The company afterwards wished to prove that it was compulsory on the 
Emigration Commissioners, under the latitude left to that Board by the eighth 
section of the Act of Incorporation, to approve indiscriminately for the company s 
emigrants above the rank of the labouring class. This likewise could not be 
admitted : it was inconsistent with the spirit and meaning of the agreements 

™I h ha»e“K£ received any official report from the company of their haying 
entered into any operations for carrying out the object of their incorporation. 

In case, however, of their sending out any emigrants duly appioved by the 
Emigration Commissioners, I need not say that it will he incumbent upon you 
to give them the full benefit of the terms which you will find fully and clearly 
set forth in the Act of Parliament.

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Latterly this evil has been partially remedied by the formation of companies in England, WESTERN 
who, having obtained colonial land, retailed it to emigrants at various prices, applying the AUS TRA LIA, 
proceeds, after deducting expenses and profits, to supply a limited quantity of labour, and 
effect other important objects. The great value of this improvement consisted in the agency 
of the companies in the mother country, promoting and guiding emigration, directing enter- 
prise, opening trade, representing grievances, combining efforts, and removing obstacles and 
difficulties beyond individual power to overcome. The capital of emigrants was the fund by 
which this was effected. It was colonization by emigrant capital alone. 

It is now proposed to introduce a new element, and to bring not only the capital of the 
emigrant, but that of England, to bear upon the wilderness together, by not requiring the 
emigrant to pay for land out of capital, but out of profits to be realised by the joint 
operation of his own labours, and the corporation’s fostering exertions. This is colonization 
by English and emigrant capital united. 

The principle selected by the corporation for this purpose applies the theory of life 
insurance, combined with interest, to the calculation of purchase in the form of rent payable 
for a limited term. 

In an ordinary life insurance company A. applies for a policy entitling him to the payment, 
at some future agreed period, of a certain sum. For this he pay's annually, in advance, a 
premium sufficient to produce that sum to the company in that time with profit. But if A. 
wanted to receive this sum at the beginning instead of the end of the time, he would have to 
pay, in addition to the premium, interest for the use of the money. The Colonisation 
Assurance Corporation, instead of money, offers him land, at a rent, similarly calculated, 
for life or a limited period, to be the property of himself or his representatives at the end 
of the term, and to be enjoyed by him, in the meantime, with the benefits resulting from 
their assistance. 

Thus the emigrant, instead of subtracting 100Z. from his capital for the purchase of a 
given number of acres, can take a lease and policy from ’the corporation, calculated according 
to approved tables for the number of acres and period of time agreed on. By the lease he 
enjoys possession of the land, and the policy entitles him, on regular payment of the rent, to 
receive the fee simple at the end of the term. 

“ THE COLONIZATION ASSUItANCE CORPORATION ACT, 1850.” 13 VlCT. CAP. 21. 

Incorporation. 

The Act forms the company into a body corporate, restricting the liability of the pro- 
prietors to the amount of their respective shares, and enacting that no individual shareholder 
shall be liable to be sued for the contracts or engagements of the corporation. The immense 
importance of this complete protection of shareholders from individual liability needs no 
comment. 

Privileges, General. 

The shareholders and public, in dealing with the corporation, possess the advantage that 
its accounts are re-audited by the Registrar- General, and the report of its proceedings laid 
before the Board of Trade. The affairs of the corporation are thus protected from mis- 
management or fraud. 

Privileges, Colonial. 

The local privileges of the corporation are described in the preamble of the Act as to bear 
a “ proportion to the progress of its operations.” They consist chiefly of special exemptions 
from the different Acts regulating the disposal of Crown lands, and are for the present con- 
fined to the colony of Western Australia, where the corporation has commenced its first 
operations as affording peculiar facilities for the successful application of its system, and 
calculated, from its internal resources, climate, and geographical position, to become, under 
proper management, a colony of eminent imperial importance. These privileges chiefly 
consist of two classes, — “ Bounty ” and “ Surrender,” of which the former is a system, the 
latter a special measure to remedy the defects of existing settlement. Their leading features 
are as follows : — 

Bounty. 

The eighth clause of the Act entitles the corporation to a bounty in land for all emigration 
effected under its management, at the rate of 20Z. landscrip (receivable in payment for Crown 
lands) for each adult, of whatever class, introduced into the colony. 

Surrender. 

The eleventh clause enables the corporation to give up to the Crown all inferioi portions 
of lands purchased by it from private settlers, and to receive instead landscrip similar to 
that under the bounty system, at certain rates arranged by special agreement with Her 
Majesty’s Government, namely 1Z. landscrip for each three acres so surrendered. I be 
d-eat value of this privilege is the advantage it gives to the corporation in purchasing private 
grants at an average price for all qualities, and then exchanging the inferior soils for the best 
Crown lands it can select. 

Management. 

The affairs of the corporation will be conducted by a board of directors and managers for 
the Home and Colonial Departments in this country, and local managers or agents in each 
settlement. 

Q 
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Profits. 

The arrangements and calculations of the corporation have been based on the principle of 
securing such profits as shall enable it to foster enterprise to the utmost extent. 

The calculations of all insurance companies are made to include expenses and profits. 
Those of the corporation are formed on the same basis ; but in addition to this, the great 
source whence the operations will be supplied with funds, and the proprietors with dividends, 
is the privilege of bounty, which bestows land to the value of 20 l. on the corporation for 
every adult, of whatever class, conveyed in its ships to the colony. It being estimated, there- 
fore, that purchase of private land, and “ assisted passages ” to labourers, will raise the cost 
of the land to five shillings an acre, to be valued in re-sale at the Government price of 1£., it 
is evident that quadruple profits will be realized on every transaction, while the capital repro- 
duced is also quadrupled. Another great class of profits, nearly equal in amount, will arise 
from the increased yalue given to town sites, and other special lots, by colonization. 

One grand distinction, therefore, between the corporation and former companies is, that 
it possesses reasonable certainty of such large profits as will protect it from the effect of losses 
inevitable in colonization, and enable it to perform the great task of really establishing its 
setdements by liberal support. 

Emigrants. 

The great benefit conferred on the emigrant by this system is at once apparent, in his 
having his entire capital undiminished in his hands for the purposes of his voyage and future 
operations, instead of having sunk a large portion in purchase of land . He thus knows that 
when he has arranged his passage and outfit, the entire balance is available to stock his farm 
and carry out his plans. 

A further benefit consists in his unlimited right of selection of land, not only from the 
estates of the corporation but from the vast domains of the Crown itself. 

The third benefit to the emigrant arises also from the corporation’s special privileges, which 
enable it, without charging a higher rate for land, to advance his interests by the application 
of such extensive profits. 

His next, and perhaps even most important benefit, arises from the unlimited means at 
the corporation’s disposition for supplying him with labour, being not, as in other companies, 
an assistance equal to the introduction of one man to a certain number of acres, with no 
means of further supply when that man had bettered his condition or removed elsewhere, 
but a constant power of supply, arising from the operation of the bounty privilege, which 
renders it the interest of the corporation and of the settlement alike that the labourer should 
rise into a farmer, and be replaced by fresh immigration. 

Ships will be laid on to sail from every port of the United Kingdom, where a sufficient 
number of emigrants may wish to embark. 

Assisted Passages. 

A fund will be devoted to assist emigration of labourers, by reducing the passage-money. 
The nominations for such passages will be vested in the proprietors in proportion to their 
shares. 

Religion. 

The immense importance of this subject, and the increasing sense pervading this country 
of the duty we owe to our colonies, and of the responsibility incurred by its neglect, induce 
the corporation to place their intentions clearly before the public. 

The corporation proposes to devote a portion of its funds to assist in providing for all its 
settlements churches and clergy of the Church of England. Any assistance it may be called 
on to render to other denominations will be liberally considered according to the circum- 
stances of each case. 

But while the corporation thus stands free from the charge of neglecting religion, it will 
know no distinction of creed among its people in the general affairs of its settlements. 

Education. 

It is proposed to estalish schools in each settlement, in which children of all denominations 
may receive instruction in reading, writing, arithmetic, and other branches of education. 

Conclusion. 

This sketch of its principles and operation will suffice to exhibit the claims of this new 
system of colonization to the support both of the commercial and philanthropic public. It 
would not be practicable to enter here upon even an outline of the various plans in prepara- 
tion for applying the great remedy of colonizing-emigration to the wants of this country and 
her dependencies ; several of these will, however, be given in the appendix to be annexed to 
this prospectus ; such as those especially suitable for landlords (letter of the Earl of Devon, 
App. No. 3 ) ; for parishes (App. No. 4 >) ; relatives (App. No. 5) ; philanthropic societies 
and individuals (App. No. 6) ; emigration clubs (App. No. 7), &c. & c. ; and it may with 
perfect confidence be asserted that there is no individual, or association of individuals inte- 
rested, with whatever object, in reducing the fearful competition oppressing all classes in this 
country, who will not find ready aid and experienced guidance in the u Colonization Assu- 
rance Corporation.”

1 . I am instructed by the Board of Directors of the Colonization Assurance Corporation 
to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 2d instant, conveying the request of Lord 
Grey, that the Directors would submit to his Lordship spell remarks as mny occur to them 
on the subject of a communication from the Governor of Western Australia, in reply to a 
, . . letter addressed to that officer by Mr. Hutt, as chairman of the corporation ; and, further, 

that information may be furnished to his Lordship, as to whether the association have yet 
sent, or are about to send, any emigrants to Western Australia, and if so, of what de- 
scription. 

2. I have, in reply, to state that the Board has been hitherto occupied in the preliminary 
preparations of obtaining the services of a duly qualified agent, as well as of a surveyor, anil 
in procuring the co-operation of a corresponding committee in the colony. Having made 
these arrangements, they contemplate despatching a vessel with emigrants to Western Aus- 
tralia, and I am desired by the Directors to express theft obligations to Lord Grey for the 
opportunity which is now offered them of addressing his Lordship on a point of such impor- 
tance to the interests of themselves and of the shareholders whom they represent. 

3 . The corporation understand it to be the intention of Her Majesty’s Government, at 
the same time that they send out convicts to Western Australia, to provide a regular supply 
of free labour to that colony. In pursuance of this intention, the “ Scindian,” which 
sailed on the 7th March last, carrying 75 convicts and 80 pensioners, with their wives 
and families, was followed by the “ Sophia,” having 246 free emigrants. The settlers in 
Western Australia, from the repeated losses and disappointments to which they have from 
various causes beeq subjected, and from the want of capital generally prevalent among them, 
have become depressed in hope as in spirits, and arc unwilling to give themselves credit for 
that, of which, aided by the natural resources of the country, they may be capable. They 
were therefore alarmed at the first landing among them of what appeared to he such a large 
number of persons seeking employment; they feared that, instead of these people finding 
their own means of subsistence, they would have to be supported ; they dreaded the burthen 
which would thus be brought upon the slender finances of the colony; and strong remon- 
strances were addressed to the corporation, both by their agent at Perth and by private 
settlers, deprecating the idea of the corporation sending out, as had been projected, any more 
labourers, except in driblets, perhaps of 80 or 40 at a time, until an ample period had been 
allowed for those who had already arrived to he absorbed into the community. In these fears 
the Governor, from the tenor of his letter to Mr. Hutt, would appear to have participated. 

4. The letters containing this intelligence were dated about the middle of July. Later 
advices to the middle of September have since then been received, and these point out that 
the aspect of affairs and the views of the colonists were completely changed. 

5. The labourers, including the pensioners, had all found work and good wages, and it 
was even conjectured that 100 or 120 more might be introduced, without detriment either 

' • ' masters or servants. The resources of the colony are daily becoming better known. 

Minerals and other products not before thought of have been discovered, and a wide field 
of labour is gradually unfolding itself. But it is evident, with all this, that the power of 
yv estern Australia to receive labouring emigrants will be, for some time to come, compara- 
tively limited. I here does not appear to the Board of Directors to be sufficient scope for the 
joint operations in this way of Her Majesty’s Government and the corporation. 

6. The result of the simultaneous efforts of both to supply labour may be to overstock the 
market. More evil than good would thus be produced, as the labourers would seek else- 
where for employment, and the example of emigration to other neighbouring settlements 
would be set, which, m the present condition of Western Australia, would be a most serious 
check to its apparently dawning prosperity. 
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7. Under these circumstances the Board would venture to make the request to his Lordship 
that whilst the proceedings of Her Majesty’s Government may be directed to keeping up the 
convict establishment, the introduction of free labour into the colony may be left to the corpo- 
ration. It was for. this purpose the corporation was formed. Its existence depends upon it. 
Unless they can carry out this object, their whole scheme fails, and the founders will be fairly 
open to be charged by the shareholders with having deceived them. 

8. The Board are the more encouraged to seek this favour from his Lordship because of 
the kind consideration which his Lordship has been pleased to bestow from the very first 
upon the plans of the corporation.

With reference to the former correspondence on the subject of emigration to 
Western Australia, we have the honour to state for Earl Grey’s information the course 
which we propose to adopt, and which will, we trust, meet with his Lordship’s approval. 

In Mr. Merivale’s letter of the ISth of July last, we were directed to send to this colony 
100 females, selecting them from the Shetlands, and providing them, if necessary, with 
outfit. We lost no time in communicating with parties in the Shetlands, but were unable 
to procure suitable persons, notwithstanding the favourable terms which we were in a 
condition to offer. A few females were selected elsewhere, but we were not able to collect a 
sufficient number to fill a ship, and they have since made other arrangements. Our difficulty 
has chiefly arisen from the disinclination of really eligible single females to separate from 
their families and to proceed without this protection. 

Your recent letter of the 11th ultimo, instructing us to send out a party of mechanics, 
will greatly facilitate the execution of the former instructions, as we shall now be able to 
select families, and in making these selections we shall of course keep in view the particular 
wants of the colony, as described in the letters above referred to. We purpose to send two 
vessels, each containing about 150 adults and a proportionable number of females; and 
having already made progress in these selections we have taken up one ship, which will sail 
in about a month, and be followed by another at an interval of about six weeks or two 
months. 

We understand that the expense of the emigration is to be defrayed out of the parlia- 
mentary vote.

Van Diemen’s Land, Government House, 
March 26, 1851. 

(Received, August 19, 1851.) 

My Lord, (Answered, September 5, 1851, No. 164, Page 138.) 

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Lordship’s 
Despatch, No. 167,* dated 5th November 1850, in which, with reference to 
the notice issued by the Land and Emigration Commissioners, dated 27th 
August 1849, and forwarded to me by your Lordship in a Despatch,. No. 183 
dated 8th November 184-9, I am informed that the Commissioners have been 
instructed not to invite any fresh applications for proceeding to the colony 
under the terms of the notice. 



2. I am at the same time told that your Lordship is not prepared to adopt 
the alternative of resorting to the practice of making free grants. 

3. Whatever the inconvenience might be which the Government would have 
to encounter in carrying out the details of the scheme in accordance with the 
terms of this notice, (inconveniences which are by no means of a trifling 
character, as your Lordship will see by reference to the correspondence which 
took place with Mr. Weston, copies of which were forwarded with my Despatch, 
No. 34, dated 21st February 1851,) yet I would willingly encounter them 
i-ather than forfeit all hopes of attracting a body of small capitalists to the 
shores of this colony. 



4. Men in the possession of a few hundred pounds who settle steadily down 
upon allotments of 200 or 300 acres, are, in proportion to their means, much 
more useful members of society than those who occupy large tracts of land for 
purposes of pasturage. 



5. The smaller landholders employ in proportion a much greater amount of 
labour; they clear and improve the land, they bring up their children in habits 
of industry, and they are able to exercise a much more efficient control over 
their servants than the large sheep farmers can be expected to do. 

6. I would willingly, therefore, hold out inducements to small capitalists to 
settle in this colony, where, as labour is at present cheap, and the price of pro- 
duce fairly remunerative, they might hope to commence their career as settlers 
under favourable auspices. 

7. Should your Lordship then not be prepared to revert to the practice of 
making free grants,— a system which under certain restrictions and limitations 
might, I think be safely attempted as an experiment,— I would submit that 
settlers should be invited to proceed to this colony in accordance with the 
terms of the notice issued by the Commissioners, modified with regard to the 
5th and 6th clauses. 



8 - The fifth clause might be worded as follows : “But in addition to the 
privilege m respect to passages, it is- proposed to give assistance to persons 
going out under these regulations, in order to mitigate the difficulties of a 
<c settlement, provided that the amount of such assistance shall not exceed 
halt the value of the land calculated at the rate of 1/. per acre. For this 
purpose, the Lieut.-Governor will be directed to return to the settler one- 
„ ha t n f the purchase-money of the land calculated as above, when satisfactory 
<( proof may have been adduced that the amount in question has been expended 
upon the land either in clearing and preparing it for cultivation, or in the 
erection of a house upon it.” 

By such a modification of the present clause, the Government will get rid of 
the obligation of preparing the land for immediate occupation, or of finding 
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labour and materials for the construction of a house, while the advantage to the 
settler will, be as great as under the present regulations, or even greater, as it 
will give him more freedom of action. 

9. With regard to the sixth clause of the present notice, it might as well be 
omitted altogether, as it will be difficult, if not impossible, for the Lieut- 
Governor to make the contemplated arrangements. 

With these modifications, I think the scheme might be made to work, and 
I trust that your Lordship will either sanction it, or some other mode by which 
capital may be induced to flow towards the colony.

Copy of a DESPATCH from Lieut.-Governor Sir W. Denison to Earl ’Grey. 

Van Diemen’s Land, Government House, 
November 1, 3851. 

My Lord, (Received April 5, 1852.) 

I have the honour to notify to your Lordship the arrival of the passenger 
ship “ Beulah ” on the 29th August. 

2. This vessel disembarked 203 emigrants ; namely, 12 married couples, with 
10 children under fourteen years of age, and 169 unmarried women ; one un- 
married woman having died on the voyage. 

3. I have great pleasure in being able to report most favourably of the 
conduct of the emigrants while on board ship, and also of the attention and 
care bestowed .upon them by the surgeon superintendent and the officers of 
the ship. 

4. In accordance with the instructions communicated to me in your Lord- 
ship’s despatch, No. 6l, dated 15th April 1851*, I directed the building which 
had been just vacated by the pensioners to be fitted up and prepared for the 
accommodation of these immigrants, the owners of the building having consented 
to execute a certain portion of the repairs, and to allow the Government to 
occupy it for a month free of rent, upon condition of a payment of 100/. for a 
further period of six months. To this I willingly acceded, as I understood that 
the accommodation would be required for at least that period. 

5. I have great pleasure in informing your Lordship, that the Government 
has received very great assistance in the supervision and care of the immigrants 
from the committee of the Tasmanian Female Immigration Association, upon 
whom has devolved, in point of fact, the whole of the correspondence, relative 
to their hiring and settlement, which has been conducted in a very satisfactory 
manner. 

6. I forward a return of the number originally accommodated in the building, 
together with the number hired during each week, up to the date of the present 
communication. 

7. On the 1st October the “Australasia” came into harbour, having on 
board forty-one female immigrants, forwarded by the Right Honourable Sydney 
Herbert’s committee. These women were accommodated in the building with 
the other immigrants, and their disposal is accounted for in the returns before 
alluded to. 

8. I would beg to point out to your Lordship, that the immigrants by 
the “Beulah” being for the most part Roman Catholics from the rural 
districts of Ireland, are, although well conducted, for the most part unfitted 
to engage in domestic service. It is to this circumstance that I attribute 
the delay which has taken place in hiring them ; and I trust that the Land and 
Emigration Commissioners, having reference to the expense entailed upon the 
government -by the retention, of immigrants at the depot, to the comfort and 
advantage of the immigrants themselves, who are in no way benefited by such 
retention, and to the convenience of the settlers who hire them, will forward to 
this colony hereafter a much smaller proportion of the class alluded to.

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9. I may also state to your Lordship, that a committee of the Tasmanian 
Female Emigration Association has been formed at Launceston, the members 
of which have requested that a depot should be formed at that town for the 
supply of the northern part of the colony. I have not thought it advisable to 
incur the expense of forming a separate establishment on the present occasion ; 
but it might be a matter of consideration with the Emigration Commissioners, 
whether, in forwarding female immigrants to Van Diemen’s Land, a ship might 
not be chartered occasionally for their conveyance to Launceston. 

It is not in my power at present to afford your Lordship any definite informa- 
tion as to the number of female immigrants for whom employment could be 
found annually. I would, however, beg to suggest, that the vessels conveying 
immigrants should be dispatched at regular intervals of from three to four 
months, so as to ensure the absorption of one ship-load before the arrival 
of another.

No. l. Copy of a DESPATCH from Earl Grey to Lieut.-Governor Sir W. Denison. 

Sir, Downing Street, July 25, 1851. 

I have not failed to bear in mind different passages in your Despatches, 
in which you advert to the importance of endeavouring to* attract to Van 
Diemen’s Land settlers possessed of capital, with the view of increasing the 
demand for labour, and correcting the injurious tendency of adding only convicts 
to the population of the colony. 

Your views on this subject are entirely in accordance with those which I have 
long entertained, and which led me to sanction the issue of the notice which 
was transmitted to you in my Despatch. No. 183,* of November 8, 1849, but 
which was afterwards withdrawn in consequence of the practical difficulties 
which you pointed out as likely to arise if it should be acted upon to any great 
extent. 

I feel considerably embarrassed by your renewed and urgent representations of 
the necessity of encouraging the resort of the above class of settlers to Van 
Diemen’s Land, unaccompanied by any detailed explanation of the nature of the 
encouragement which you think ought to be afforded, or by suggestions 
sufficiently definite to assist me in endeavouring to devise some mode of obviating 
the practical difficulties which had prevented the success of the regulations 
originally adopted, and accomplishing the same end by means free from the 
objections you had pointed out, and from the risk of abuse. As, however, it is a 
matter of such pressing importance, and the delay which would be occasioned by 
again communicating with you would be highly inconvenient, I have thought it 
right to adopt the best plan which could be ‘suggested, with the aid of such 
advice and information as were attainable in this country. 

With this view I called on the Emigration Commissioners carefully to consider 
the details of a scheme for this purpose, and I enclose for your information the 
copy of a report from them, accompanied by a notice, of which I have authorized 
the issue : every attempt will be made to give it due publicity. I shall be very 
glad if it leads to the emigration to Van Diemen’s Land of settlers who will add 
to the existing number of residents of respectability and capital : if so, I am sure 
they will receive from you every fitting encouragement. 

You will not fail to observe that it is only in consequence of convicts being 
sent to Van Diemen’s Land, that it is possible to offer these great advantages to 
settlers possessed of some capital in order to attract them to that colony. ° 

In the first place their passage-money will be defrayed out of the parliamentary 
grant for free emigration to the colonies to which convicts are sent. You will 
observe, therefore, that this part of the encouragement to them will be directly 
supplied to them by this country, and that the colony will enjoy without deduc- 
tion the whole amount of their deposit as part of the Colonial Land Revenue; 
ana m the next place, if it were not for the supply of labour which the introduc- 
tion of convicts furnishes, it would be impossible to allow to settlers land to the 
value of 400/. m return for a deposit of 200/., which deposit, moreover, is not 
required at all in Van Diemen’s Land for emigration, as it would be in any other 
colony, but will be paid into the Land Fund, and be applicable under the general 
regulations laid down in my Despatch, No. 116, t of July 27 , 1850, to making 
improvements calculated to increase the general value of land in the colony, and 
especially in that district where the purchaser may select his land.

We have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 4th instant, enclosing 
extracts of two despatches from Sir William Denison, and directing us to consider of and 
suggest the best scheme in our power for encouraging the emigration of small capitalists to 
Van Diemen’s Land. In obedience to Lord Grey’s directions we have prepared and submit 
herewith the draft of a notice which we should hope might be calculated to promote the 
object in view, though considering the objections urged by Sir W. Denison to the previous 
scheme of the same nature, and his own omission to suggest any alternative, notwithstanding 
his sense of the importance of the object, we cannot but feel great diffidence as to die success 
of any arrangement which we may be able to suggest. 

The grant of some peculiar privileges in the acquisition or improvement of Crown land 
must, we presume, be considered the only direct inducement which the Government can hold 
out to encourage settlement in Van Diemen’s Land. This was the principle on which the 
former scheme proceeded, and although the objections urged by Sir William Denison to the 
provisions of that particular scheme appear, we admit, insuperable, they are not conclusive 
against another attempt to attract emigration to Van Diemen’s Land by the grant of ana- 
logous privileges in the acquisition of land. And Sir W. Denison has well pointed out in 
the private letter* of which he has sent Lord Grey a copy, that Van Diemen’s Land pos- 
sesses advantages in its healthy climate, fertile soil, and cheap labour, which hold out every 
prospect of success to industrious and intelligent agriculturists who may select it for settle- 
ment. 

With a view to induce persons of this class to settle there, we propose in the annexed 
Notice that any person depositing with us a sum of not less than 200Z. should receive a re- 
mission certificate for double the amount of his deposit, and available for eighteen months 
from its date at Government land sales, and that he should moreover receive free passages to 
Hobart Town for himself, his family, and servants, provided that the expenditure on account 
of such passages shall not exceed two thirds of the amount of his deposit. We propose that 
the passages should be either intermediate or steerage, but that, if a depositor should desire 
to have cabin accommodation, he should be allowed to obtain it on paying the difference. 
We have framed the Regulation Notice by giving this option. 

It is of course the essence of this as of the previous scheme that the titles to the land to be 
acquired by the remission certificates should be withheld till the expiration of a sufficient time 
to ascertain that the persons who received them did so with the real intention of settling. We 
have therefore fixed the same period as in the former Notice for the issue of titles, namely, 
the expiration of two years. It will, however, be necessary to provide for the case where a 
man buying more land than is covered by his remission certificate pays for the balance in 
money, and applies for a Crown grant to include the whole. In such a case we think that if 
the price paid in money be not less than half the amount of the remission certificate, and the 
Government be satisfied of the bona fides of the transaction, the Crown grant for the whole 
might be issued at the end of one year instead of two. Of course if the purchaser should be 
willing to incur the expense of a separate Crown grant for the land paid for in money he 
would” be entitled to it, and in that case there would be no necessity to make any charge in 
respect to the part paid for with the remission certificate. 

If it should appear to Lord Grey that the accompanying notice is likely to promote the 
object which he has in view, we would have it printed and widely distributed. We should 
hope that it might have a good effect,- and at any rate it appears to us to be free from some 
of the objections urged by Sir William Denison against the former plan, and it pledges the 
Government to nothing which it cannot certainly perform. We cannot indeed hope that it 
will not create some discontent and murtnurings among those who are already settled in Van 
Diemen’s Land, and who will think themselves entitled to as great privileges as any who 
arrive after them. But this is an objection which must, we apprehend, apply to any scheme 
of which the object is by peculiar advantages to tempt settlers to resort to Van Diemen’s 
Land.

Notice to Persons desirous of purchasing Land in Van Diemen’s Land. 

Her Majesty’s Government being anxious to encourage the settlement in Van Die- 
men’s Land of small capitalists and persons capable of employing labour, the Colonial Land 
and Emioration Commissioners have been directed to make known the following arrangements 
which Her Majesty’s Government have sanctioned for that purpose: — 

I. The Colonial Land and Emigration Commissioners will be ready to receive deposits 
from persons desirous of emigrating to and settling in Van Diemen’s Land, in sums of not 
less than 200Z., to be paid to the credit of the Commissioners at the Bank of England, or 
any of its branches ; and the Commissi oners will grant in exchange for such deposit a

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« remission certificate,” for a sum equal to double the amount of the deposit, which certificate 
will be available as so much cash in the purchase of Government Land in the colony, if pre- 
sented at the proper office in the colony within eighteen months of its date. 

II. Parties making such deposits will further be entitled to free passages (intermediate or 
steerao-e) to Hobart Town, for themselves, their families, and servants, provided that the whole 
cost of such passages shall not exceed two thirds the amount of the deposit. Depositors 
desirous of being furnished with cabin instead of intermediate passages may take advantage 
of this condition by paying the difference of expense out of their own funds. 

III. Depositors must at the time of making the deposit obtain from the Bank of England, 
or the branch in which the deposit is made, a receipt to be produced to the Commissioners 
as the voucher of the payment. 

IV. Depositors when applying for their “ remission certificates,” must at the same time 
submit to the Commissioners the name and description of the persons nominated for free pas- 
sages, otherwise the privilege will be forfeited, and persons so nominated will nevertheless 
be subject to the approval of the Commissioners. Any loss which they may experience by 
the neglect or default of the depositor, or his nominees, either to come forward at the proper 
time for embarkation, or in any other respect, must be borne by the depositor, and any 
expense so incurred will be defrayed out of the sum which he may be entitled to have spent 
in emigration. 

V. The object of the above regulations being to encourage the permanent settlement in 
Van Diemen’s Land of a class of small capitalists, and it being necessary to prevent persons 
who have no intention of settling there from taking advantage of them, depositors who shall 
proceed to Van Diemen’s Land under these regulations wil not for the space of two years 
from making use of their “ remission certificates,” receive a Crown grant for any land pur- 
chased by such certificates : but will, in the mean time, receive a “ location ticket.” At the 
expiration of two years, the depositor on showing to the satisfaction of the Governor that 
he is bond fide a resident settler in the colony, and has so resided continuously since obtaining 
his “ location ticket,” will be entitled to a Crown grant in exchange for it. If, however, 
application should not be made for the exchange of the “ location ticket ” within twelve 
months from the expiration of the two years for which it is granted, it will be considered to 
have lapsed, and the land will be opened to sale or grant. 

VI. In the event, however, of the purchase of land which would probably be included in 
a single grant, partly by means of a “remission certificate,” and partly in cash, the 
Lieutenant-Governor will be authorized, provided the amount paid in cash be not less than 
half of the nominal value of the “ remission certificate,” and provided also he be satisfied of 
the good faith of the transaction, to issue a grant for the whole at the expiration of one year 
from the date of purchase. 

It will be seen, that the above regulations are intended to apply only to persons having 
capital enough to enter on the cultivation of a tolerably large property. To such parties 
Van Diemen’s Land, from its healthy climate, productive soil, and cheap labour, offers every 
prospect of success. But persons not possessed of capital, nor accustomed to agricultural or 
pastoral pursuits, should, for their own sakes, abstain from taking advantage of arrangements 
which are not designed for them, and for which they are not suited. Otherwise, they can 
scarcely fail to meet with disappointment and pecuniary loss.

Extract of a Despatch from Lieut.-Governor R. H. Wynyard to Governor Earl Grey, 
dated Auckland, June 9, 1851. 

On the 1st of this month the “Stately” arrived from England with thirty-two dis- 
tressed needlewomen for this settlement. Every precaution was previously taken for their 
immediate reception on shore, and steps taken for their disposal in situations in town. Of 
the number arrived, nineteen have been provided for up to this date; five decline situations 
that have been offered, or indeed situations at all, and of course to such individuals further 
maintenance on the part of government must (when recommended by the Rev. Mr. Chur- 
ton) cease. 

As a body, I regret to say their conduct on first landing was very indiscreet and improper, 
so as to cast a reflection on the minds of the community by no means favourable to them ; 
but I hope this may be removed by their subsequent good conduct, as soon as the first excite- 
ment of landing after a long voyage is over.

I request the favoxir of your laying before his Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor 
the following report respecting the female immigrants by the ship “ Stately.” In anticipation 
of their arrival, a large and roomy house was provided for them, by direction of the Right 
Reverend the Bishop, and by direction of his Excellency. Every accommodation was ensured 
to them. They arrived on Sunday the. 1st instant, in number 32, including the sub-matron, 
and all under charge of a matron. Of these there are — 

In hospital - 1 

In service - - _ _ _ -2 4 

Remaining - - 7

With respect to those who are classed as “ in service,” this distinction must be made, that 
four have professedly engaged themselves to go to New Plymouth under the protection of a 
man who came out as a passenger in the same vessel, and one has withdrawn herself from 
the home, equally without advice or permission, professedly to enter into service in 
Auckland. 

From the examination and observation which the "parties more immediately concerned 
in providing for them have been enabled to make, I am warranted in affirming that our 
community is much indebted to Mr. Sydney Herbert and the committee for a very careful 
selection of emigrants. It is clear they have exerted themselves very anxiously for our 
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benefit; and if there be reason to fear, from present appearances, that about a fourth of the NEW ZEALAND. 

whole will hardly realize the charitable hope and efforts of their benefactors at home, there 

is yet the probability, that when once scattered abroad, and subjected to the influence of a 
better example, a happy change may be worked, whilst the character and conduct, hitherto, 
of the remainder, gives encouragement to believe that their arrival here will tend to their 
own and the general good. The rate of wages has ranged from I3Z. to 16/. The emigrants 
unite in expressing the deepest gratitude to Mr. Sydney Herbert and the committee. It is 
highly gratifying to hear how warmly they express their sense of the care and kindness they 
have experienced; but it is much to be regretted that in other quarters representations 
have been made which, by encouraging high expectations, have led to much disappointment. 

It may justly be stated, that, independently of any collateral advantages, emigration affords 
to respectable females the certainty of a comfortable home and reasonable remuneration ; 
but beyond that, in justice to all parties, no representations should be made, much less should 
any existing high rate of wages be represented as the standard, in as much as it is compelled 
by the emergency of the moment, and in the limited range of a colonial population must be 
affected by even a very small increase of population. 

I will not fail to watch over the conduct and interests of these young women, and, if spared 
to do so, will report of them for the satisfaction of Mr. Sydney Herbert and the committee, 
to whose kindness both they and we are so largely indebted.
